ST. JOHN’S, N. F., Dec... 11.—Several 
tSmall firms suspended to-day, but there 
were no important developments in New- 
foundland’s financial crisis. Nearly every 
manufacturing concern jn the city has 
ceased running. 

The shareholders of the Commercial Bank 
of Newfoundland will meet on Monday to 
elect Trustees and prepare to wind up the 
institution’s affairs. The Union Bank, 
which has been closed temporarily, will not 
reopen until matters are adjusted. Its 
notes were refused in trade to-day. 

The party led by ex-Premier Sir William 
Whiteway demands that the Governor dis- 
miss the Goodridge Ministry and replace 
the Whitewayites in office. A deputation 
called at the Government House to-day and 
made this demand. The Governor is unwill- 
ing to dismiss the Ministers, although they 
have offered to resign. The Whitewayites, 
it is said, cannot possibly raise any loans 
in London. Their newspapers are treating 
the whole crisis from a partisan standpoint. 

HALIFAX, N. S., Dec. 11.—Additional de- 
tails of the financial and commercial panic 
in Newfoundland are as follows: The condi- 
tion of the Commercial Bank had for some 
time been a subject of suspicion, but the 
statement of the Union Bank to its: share- 
holders was of the rosiest possible hue. 
Doubtless the banks suspended under the 
clause in their charters which permits them 
to do so whenever they deem it wise for 
@ period of sixty days. ‘ 

There is no President of either of the 
two St. John’s banks, members of the Board 
of Directors taking the position of Chair- 
man in weekly rotation. The Directors of 
the Union Bank are Sir R. Thorburn, W. 
Baine Grieve, R. S. Menn, J. W. Donnelly, 
and A. W. Harvey. The Commercial’s Di- 
rectorate is constituted as follows: A. F. 
Goodridge, J. S. Pitts, J. Goodfellow, E. 
Duder, and G. Hutchins. There is a double 
liability on shareholders. 

The Government savings banks are large- 
ly availed of by the people to deposit their 
earnings, interest being allowed at the rate 
of 4 per cent. Large amounts of these de- 
posists are loaned to the Union and the Com- 
mercial Banks. Thé Government bank notes 
are issued, and the only currency, beyond 
a comparatively small amount of American 
and English gold and bank- notes, and some 
silver coin, is the notes of the two sus- 
pended banks. 

Pressure was brought to bear upon the 
banks by the Government for a return of 
these deposits and the furnishing of ample 
security, but the efforts in this direction 
were only partly successful. 

The condition of the depositors in these 
Government savings banks is only less en- 
viable than that of depositors in the sus- 
pended banks, though they need not fear 
that every cent will eventually be paid. 
_ But if the large Government Gepositors were 
to demand their money it is hard to see 
where it would come from just now. The 
notes of the suspended banks would not 
be taken, ande«there is not much other 
currency available. 

The bank assets are ample if they were 
realizable. They consist, however, of the 
security afforded by fishing gear and float- 
ing property—generally property which can- 
not well be turned into cash. For ten years 
(outside of the building boom) trade in New- 
foundland has not been remunerative, and 
the seal fisheries of the last two years have 
been almost a blank. The banks have felt 
the pressure of this bad business. They 
have been attempting to carry the mer- 
chants in many instances, and now the re- 
sult has appeared. 

The Commercial Bank was established in 
1847. At the end of 1893 its stock was $306,- 
000, in two-hundred-dollar shares; it had a 
reserve of $100,000, and it paid a dividend 
of 12 per cent. Its notes in circulation on 
June 30, 1892, amounted to $650,000. 

The Union Bank, established in 1854, was 
@ much larger and more prosperous con- 
eern. During the first eighteen years of 
its existence its average dividend and bonus 
was 11%4 per cent. In 1872 its reserve had 
become so large that a special bonus of 
50 per cent. was divided among the share- 
holders in paid-up stock. On this increased 
capital a dividend and bonus of 20 per cent. 
was divided for many years, or per cent, 
interest to the original shareholders on 
their investment. At the close of 1893 its 
capital was $456,000, in $100 shares, and its 
reserve $300,000. Its note circulation was 
$656,152, and for the last complete year it 
paid 15 per cent. dividend and bonus. 

The Union and Commercial are the only 
two chartered banks, but there is a Gov- 
ernment savings bank, in which 6,600 people 
have more than $300,000 deposited,’ This 
bank is managed by the Government, and 
the depositors are guaranteed by the reve- 
nue of the colony. Its profits form a sink- 
ing fund for the reduction of the public 
debt, and within the past fifteen or twenty 
years $350,000 of debt has been wiped out 
from this source. 

TORONTO, Ont., Dec. 11.—The Evening 
News says editorially: ‘‘ The political and 
commercial crisis in Newfoundland is a 
matters of grave import for Canada in more 
Ways than one. The aggregate of cur 
trade with the island is about $3,000,000 a 
year, and this must be affected by the 
troubles now existing. But what fs still 
more important is the danger that Ney 
foundlanders may seek relief from the em- 
barrassing situation in annexation to the 
United States. It would be a very serious 
thing for Canada to have the outlet of the 
Gulf and the Newfoundland fishing grounds 
in the hands of a foreign and some times 
hostile power.”’ 

LONDON, Dec. 11.--The Daily News an- 
nounces that Job Brothers, merchants and 
shipowners of Liverpool, have suspended in 
connection with the crisis in Newfoundland. 

The liabilities of Job Brothers amount to 
£140,000. 
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Another attachment was issued yester- 
day against the Commercial Bank of New- 
foundland aa St. John’s for $8,731 in favor 
of Ladenburg, Thalman & Co. It was 
served on the National Bank of the Repub- 
lic, and it was stated that the Sheriff had 
mot yet received a statement from the 
latter bank as to the amount of. money it 
has on hand subject to the attachments. 
New-York Man Arrested in Cincinnati. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 11.—William H. 
Harris of New-York is a prisoner at the 
Central Station. He is said to be wanted 
in New-York for grand larceny in the first 
degree, but what the particular allegations 
are is not known here. 

Harris has been engaged in promoting 
several enterprises here, among them a 
project to manufacture typewriters, that 
fail through.

A’ BIG SOUTHERN COTTON MILL 


Dwight Manufacturing Company to Leave 
Massachusetts on Account of Re- 
strictive Labor Laws. 


BOSTON, Dec. 11.—The Dwight Manufact- 
uring Company of this city is to begin al- 
most immediately the building of a five- 
hundred-thousand-dollar cotton mill at the 
southern end of Lookout Mountain, in Ala- 
bama. The exact spot is Alabama City, 
about four miles from Gadsden. ‘The cor- 
poration will increase its capital from 
$1,200,000 to $1,800,000, and has empowered 
the treasurer, J. Warren Nichols, to build 
the mill in the South, at his own discretion. 

Mr. Nichols~says the mill will be begun 
without delay. As a matter of fact, the 
capital stock will not be increased at pres- 
ent, the mill being built out of the large 
surplus of the company. ' 

The mill will manufacture coarse good 
for export, and will have about 25,000 
spindles. In output by the pound, however, 
it will be equal to a Northern mill of 50,000 
spindles. 

Mr. Nichols, in speaking of the move, 
says it is made because the company’s Chic- 
opee mill cannot compete with those of 
other States owing to the restrictive labor 
laws of Massachusetts. Here the weekly 
limit is fifty-eight hours, against sixty and 
over elsewhere. It has been found neces- 
Sary, at every recent Legislature to oppose 
legislation looking forward to reductions 
of trom fifty-four to forty-eight hours, ow- 
ing to fear of labor agitators on the part 
of the legislators. In addition there are 
such annoying inimical billseas that styled 
the ‘‘ Weavers’ Specification.’’ Mr. Nichols 
says that so far as he knows, the only cot- 
ton mill now being built in New-England 
is in Burlington, Vt., and that by Massa- 
chusetts capital. 


NOMINATIONS OF NEW-YORK POST- 
MASTERS MEET NO OBJECTION. 


The Failure of Senators Hill and 
Murphy to Enter a Protest Causes 
Considerable Surprise. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 11.—Surprise was 
manifested this afternoon when the Senate 
confirmed a large batch of Postmasters, 
some of whom had been appointed a year 
ago, had failed of confirmation, and had 
been reappointed during the recess of Con- 
gress, for this list contained the names of 
many New-York appointees whom the New- 
York Senators had formerly opposed. In 
the list was the name of Henry L. Stork, 
who was nominated to be Postmaster at 
Auburn more than a year ago, and J. G. P. 
Holden of Yonkers, whose nomination also 
dates back many months. - 

The reason given by the New-York Sena- 
tors for withholding their indorsement from 
Mr. Stork was that none of the Democrats 
of Cayuga County had asked that the 
nomination be confirmed. After the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Hill at Saratoga last September 
Chairman Hinkley of the Democratic State 
Committee named Mr. Stork, with other 
former anti-Hill men, as members of the 
Democratic State Executive Committee. 
This was takén to mean that Mr. Stork’s 
difficulties were over so far as the Auburn 
Postmastership was concerned, and to-day’s 
developments are in line with the statement 
recently made by Mr. Hill that the Demo- 
crats of New-York State were now a unit. 
There are several New-York State nomina- 
tions pending in the Senate, and it is be- 
lieved that all will be confirmed.

THE ATLANTA EXPOSITION 


Minister Seeballoa Advises the Argen- 
tine Republic to Make an Exhibit. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 11.—Official notice 
has been received that Dr. Seeballoa, Min- 
ister of the Argentine Republic to the Unit- 
ed States, has advised his Government to 
make an exhibit at the exposition in At- 
lanta next year. He has recommended an 
independent building for the Argentine Re- 
public, and is especially pleased at the 
efforts of the exposition to establish closer 
trade relations between this country and 
the South American Republics. 

The Argentine Republic has within the 
past few days removed the duty on lum- 
ber for the purpose specially of allowing the 
soft pine and cypress of the Southern States 
to go into that country, its own woods 
being all of a hard character and expensive 
to handle. The material used at the Chi- 
cago exposition by the Argentine Republic 
is still at Philadelphia. 


Monument Sites at Antietam. 

ALBANY, Dec. 11.—At the request of the 
Chairman of the Antietam Board, Gov. 
Flower has suggested the following gentle- 
men to act as a committee to confer with 
the Antietam Board with reference to the 
location of monuments by the general Gov- 
ernment on the Antietam battlefield: Gen. 
Josiah Porter of New-York City, Gen. Will- 
iam F. Rogers of Bath, Gen. Francis E. 
Pinto of New-York City, Gen. W. B. 
French of Saratoga Springs, and Gen. Fran- 
cis C. Barlow of New-York City. 


Theatrical Agent Fowler Dead. 

TORONTO, Dec. 11.—W. W. Fowler, ad- 
vance agent and part owner of ‘ The Two 
Sisters’’ company, now playing at the 
Toronto Opera House, died this afternoon 
of pneumonia, after nine days’ fllness.

COLLISION IN A TUNNE 


Heavily Loaded Chicago Cable Trains 
Are Wrecked. 


A DOZEN PASSENGERS ARE INJURED 


The Wrecked Trains Are Fired by the 
Stoves in the Trailers and a 
Serious Panic is the 


Result. 


. CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—West side cable 
trains came in collision in the Washington 
Street tunnel shortly after 6 o’clock to-, 
night, causing the worst wreck and disaster 
that has happened on the street car lines 
of the city. _ 

A dozen passengers among the hundreds 
who crowded the two trains were seriously 
injured, one of them fatally, and others, 
whose names could not be learned on ac- 
count of their hurried departure from the 
scene, were slightly hurt by flying glass 
and splintered wood.

The gripmen and conductors of both trains 
jumped from their posts and escaped injury. 
They will not be arrested unless there is 
work for the Coroner. Two of the cars 
were such a complete wreck that it seems 
miraculous that some of the victims were 
not killed outright. 

A Milwaukee Avenue grip car, with two 
trailers, descended the sharp grade of the 
tunnel, going west, with nearly 250 home- 
ward-bound west-siders, close behind a 
crowded Madison Street train made up of 
a grip and two trailers. When half way 
down the incline, the Milwaukee Avenue 
gripman found his grip slipped on the cable 
or broken. The brakes failed to work, and, 
in spite of sand thrown on the track, the 
train rushed down with great velocity 
toward the train in front. 

At the bottom of the grade came the col- 
lision, leaving only a few seconds’ grace 
from the time of warning for those passen- 
gers who were nearest the outside to jump 
on the clear track. 

The victims were penned between two 
trailers of the Madison Street train, which 
were shattered to splinters. 

Fire added to the horror of the panic that 
followed the collision, and many were hurt 
in the desperate scramble to escape from 
the wrecked cars. The fire came from the 
stove in the first trailer, but no one was in- 
jured in that way. Doors, windows, wood- 
en blinds, and the heavy metal parts of the 
cars were smashed and ‘hurled in all di- 
rections. The shattered seats crushed 
against the limbs of the unfortunates, and 
the platforms of the two trailers at both 
ends were forced into the struggling, 
wounded mass of ‘human beings. 

Several of the victims had to be extri- 
cated from the débris, and Smith, who had 
his legs broken, was puiled over the front 
end of the first trailer just in time to es- 
cape being burned by the coals from the 
battered stove, 

A few of the passengers in the first trail- 
er were hurt, and the machinery of both 
grips, besides parts of other cars, were 
smashed by the terrible compact. Traffic 
was delayed several hours, and intense ex- 
citement prevailed outside the tunnel when 
the fire apparatus, ambulances, and patrol 
wagons arrived.

THE CHILEAN INDEMNITY FUND 


Fireman Quigley of the Baltimore 


Given Liberty and His Money. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—James Quigley, 
who was a second-class fireman on the 
Baltimore, and a beneficiary to the extent 
of $1,000 of the Chilean indemnity on ac- 
count of the treatment of that ship at Val- 
paraiso during the Balmaceda revolution, 
was yesterday released from imprisonment 
at the Mare Island Navy Yard. and pre- 
sented with his money. 

Quigley deserted several years ago, ®but 
gave himself up last July in order to secure 
his share of the indemnity. He was tried 
by court-martial, which acquitted him of 
desertion, but sentenced him to six months’ 
imprisonment for absence without leave. 
Yesterday, on account of the prisoner’s good 
behavior, Secretary Herbert ordered him 
discharged and his money paid to him. 

This is the last of the $75,000 indemnity 
fund, except $300, which is held for William 
H. Nichols, who has never been heard from 
since he left the ship. 


THIRTY-SIX OUT OF FORTY 


That Showed the Appreciation of the. 
Work of the United Press, 


DULUTH, Minn., Dec. 11.—The Common- 
wealth this evening says: 

‘The Associated Press is making a great 
cackling over the four papers it has saved 
from the dissolution of the Southern Asso- 
ciated, but saying very little of the rest 
of the forty that have gone over to the 
United Press, and are lost to the Associated. 
The news association that is in the busi- 
ness of supplying news—the one that serves 
The Commonwealth—can get along very 
well with thirty-six out of every forty.” 


Each Says He Was Swindled, 
“JERSEY CITY, N. J., Dec. 11.—Ernest V. 
Marshall of New-York is in the Hudson 
County Jail in default of $10,000 bail. The 
arrest was the result of a suit brought 
by John N. Guitienne, also of New-York, 
who alleged that Marshall had induced him 
to invest in the Compressed Coffee Com- 
pany, and that $7,000 he had advanced had 
been swallowed up. 

Marshall alleges that he was the one who 
had been defrauded in the affair, and said he 
would bring a counter suit. The arrest was 
made on a capias issued by Judge Truax 
of New-York. 


Masked Robbers at a Railway Station. 

WOODSFIELD, Ohio, Dec. 11.—John 
Heck, agent and operator at the Bellaire, 
Zanesville and Cincinnati Railroad station, 
was surprised by masked meén last night, 
who struck him on the back of the head 
with a club and crushed his skull, bound 
and gagged and shoved him under the desk, 
and robbed the place of $700 in cash be- 
longing to the United States Express Com- 
pany, tickets, papers, &c. He was discov- 
ered at 5 o’clock this morning, and is still 
unconscious. A reward of $200 is offered 
for the robbers’ capture.

The Burglars Then Stole a Horse Which 
Had Lost a Shoe and Were Easily 
Tracked and Captured. 


NEW-BRUNSWICK, N. J., Dec. 11.—The 
house of Mrs. Crouch, at Farmingdale, was 
robbed Saturday night. Property valued at 
$500 was carried away, including two 
stoves, which weighed 1,000 pounds, one of 
which had fire in it. 

The thieves have been caught. They are 
William Stillwell and a man named Fish- 
er, both of whom were released from State 
prison two months ago, and whose homes 
are at Englishtown. Since their release, no 
less than ten robberies have been placed to 
their credit. The house of Henry Brecken- 
well of Jamesburg was robbed three times 
in ten days, and Breckenwell lost $500. The 
store of Reed & Pullen of Englishtown was 
robbed two weeks ago of guns, watches, 
clothing, &c., valued at $500. 

The thieves stole two horses from “Mrs. 
Crouch Saturday night.* This led to their 
capture. One of the horses had lost a 
shoe, and the robbers were therefore easily 
traced by Lewis and Bryan Hoffman of 
Englishtown, and were caught at West End, 
near Keyport, last night. Stillwell is of good 
family, and when released from prison 
made an effort to turn over a new leaf, but 
failed. When asked why the stoves were 
taken, he said that a house had been hired 
at Keyport, and they needed them and the 
carpets, &c., which they had taken to set 
up housekeeping. 


THE COOKS RESUME BUSINESS 


ANOTHER BOLD TRAIN ROBBERY IN 
THE LONE STAR STATE. 


Three Masked Men Capture a Train, 
Get Little from the Express Car, 
and Rob the Passengers. 


HENNESSEY, Oklahoma, Dec. 11.—At 
11:50 last night the north-bound passenger 
and express train on the Rock Island Road 
was stopped by three masked men, about 
one mile south of Red River, in Texas, and 
near the Indian Territory line. The men 
compelled the engineer and fireman to assist 
them in breaking open the express car, 
which they entered and rifled. 

The outlaws, who climbed over the ten- 
der and onto the engine, compelled the en- 
gineer to stop the train and then took the 
engineer and fireman and called to the ex- 
press messenger to open the door, which 
was done, but, as no money is carried at 
night, nothing was secured. Then they 
turned their attention to the passengers, 
going through the cars and _ robbing 
them of money and valuables. The re- 
port is that about $500 was secured, to- 
gether with several watches. The passen- 
gers were awakened and compelled to hand 
over their valuables. Several shots were 
fired into the train, and two shots were 
fired at Conductor Kannon through the 
open door. Pullman Conductor Brown was 
struck by a bullet, which lodged in his leg. 
There were three robbers, who were 
masked, and, after accomplishing their 
work, they left, going west. 

It is believed that the robbery was com- 
mitted, by members of the Cook gang, who 
have not been heard from for some time. 
The methods of the men ‘implicated in last 
night’s affair were similar to those em- 
ployed by the Benbrook gang. The point 
where the robbery was committed is a con- 
siderable distance from the scene of the 
Benbrook affair, and the men taking part 
in that would have had ample time to 
have changed the scene of their operations, 

WICHITA, Kan., Dec. 11.—Deputy United 
States Marshals to-night arrested at Terrall, 
Indian Territory, the three bandits who 
robbed the Rock Island train at Red iRver, 
this morning. They have been identified 
positively by passengers who were victims. 


Arrested for an Oid Robbery. 

OAKLAND, Cal., Dec. 11.—Two men giv- 
ing the names of George Racand William 
Rainford were arrested yesterday at Kings 
City,charged with a train robbery committed 
two years ago. It will be remembered that 
Secretary Judson of the Powder Works 
had drawn $15,000 from a San Francisco 
bank,* and was taking it to the powder 
works to pay off employes. When the 
train stopped at Berkley Station two 
masked men entered the car and robbed 
the Secretary of the $15,000, jumped into 
a buggy nearby, and not a single trace of 
them has been had from that time until 
yesterday. The officers claim to have evi- 
dence enough to convict. 


TRIPLE MURDER AND SUICIDE IN MISSOURI 


Dave Spragge Kiiss «sis Wife and Two 
Children and Cuts His Own Throat. 


BETHANY, Mo., Dec. 11.—Dave Spragg, 
a farmer living eight miles north of this 
city, killed his wife and two children and 
then cut his own throat just after dinner 
to-day. 

Two other children were horribly cut, but 
are still alive. 

The crime was inspired by jealousy. 

FLORENCE, S. C., Dec. 11.—Ettsell 
Adams, a well-to-do farmer living three 
miles from here, in a fit of insanity shot 
his daughter in the head to-day. He after- 
ward shot his wife, and then slashed him- 
self to death. All three are dead.

Two Desperadoes Clear Out a Ken- 
tucky Courtroom. 


NARROW ESCAPE OF THE JUSTICE 


Two Murderers Threaten Murder if 
They Are Committed to Jail— 
Flight After 
Fight.

, LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 11.—There was a 
sensational fight in the courtroom at Haz- 
ard, Ky., yesterday, which is thought by 
the citizens of Perry County, to be the 
reopening of the French-Eversole feud. 
Judge Floyd Hall began the regular term 
of Circuit Court there, and the first case 
was the Commonwealth against Jesse Fields 
and Jée Atkins, for the murder of Josiah 
Combs. 

Combs, who was an old man and ex-Coun- 
ty Judge, was murdered while standing on 
the front porch of his house last Summer 
by the defendants. There were several wit- 
nesses to the deed, but no attempt was made 
to arrest the men, since the officers knew 
it meant certain death at the time, but 
later both men were arrested and locked 
up. Fields’s brother was County Judge, and 
refused to act in the examining trial, and 
a country magistrate, a friend, allowed the 
men to go on bail of $2,000 each. 

Judge Hall was given notice that if he 
ordered the men sent to jail there would be 
trouble.. The men and their friends were 
on hand all armed and voilent in their 
threats to shoot Judge Hall. The court- 
room was crowded, and there was much 
excitement from the moment the jury began 
to be made up. 

After: hearing the evidence, Judge Hall 
directed that they must go to jail, and in- 
structed the Sheriff to lock them up. Im- 
mediately Fields drew a pistol and fired, 
barely missing the Judge. Officers in the 
court held him while the Judge got out of 
the house by the back way, going into his 
boarding house near by. With the assist- 
ance of ‘‘ Joe” Eversole and Atkins, Fields 
was released, and, running out of the court- 
room, they began firing into the house 
where the Judge had retreated. People 
scattered in every direction, and finally 
Fields and Atkins left town. Eversole re- 
ceived a serious wound in the shoulder from 
an officer’s pistol, but also made his es- 
cape. 

The court was broken up, and the friends 
of Judge Hall advise him to resign, believ- 
ing that the mountain desperadoes will kill 
him. 


BERNARDO FOGLIA IN CUSTODY 


THE ALLEGED HARLEM MURDERER 
CAUGHT IN NATCHEZ, MISS. 


He Fled from Here to St. Louis, Then 
to New-Orieans—Is Charged with 
Killing His Wife. 


Bernardo Foglia, the supposed Harlem 
murderer, was arrested yesterday after- 
noon, according to a story given out at 
Police Headquarters in this city last night, 
in Nat¢hez, Miss. Foglia, after the discov- 
ery of his wife’s body, fled to St. Louis, and 
wrote to. a morning paper a letter which 
stated that the woman committed suicide, 
and that his flight was caused by fear of 
being accused of murder. 

Upon. this letter being published, the New- 
York police telegraphed to Chief Harrigan 
of St. Louis, asking him to~look for Foglia. 

The Chief replied that Foglia, apparently 
becoming frightened after mailing the 
letter, had left St. Louis on the steamer 
Valley Queen for New-Orleans. 

Inspector McLaughlin at once wired the 
Chief of Police in New-Orleans, asking him 
to look out for and arrest Foglia, but in 
the meantime the steamer had arrived and 
landed her passengers. 

The New-Orleans police, however, suc- 
ceeded in tracing Foglia to a ticket office, 
where he had purchased a ticket for Nat- 
chez, Miss., and, this fact being telegraphed 
to the New-York police, Inspector McLaugh- 
lin wired Chief McCrea of Natchez, giving 
a full description of the alleged murderer 
and asking for his arrest. 

A dispatch was received last night at 
Police Headquarters, dated Natchez, which 
said: 

‘Have arrested Foglia. He consents to 
return without requisition. McCREA. 

A detective will leave for Natchez to-day 
to bring Foglia to this city. 

Foglia is wanted in New-York to answer 
the charge of murdering his pretty nine- 
teen-year-old wife Primetiva. Up to the 
time of his flight he was the foreman of 
Costa Brothers’ bakery, at 526 Columbus 
Avenue, and lived with his wife in a flat 
at No. 592. 

They had been married about five months, 
when suddenly, at the end of November, 
Foglia disappeared. His wife also was not 
seen by her neighbors. 

At the end of a week the door of the flat 
was forced open, and the body of Mrs. Fog- 
lia was discovered in the sitting room. By 
the side of the body was a revolver with 
one chamber empty. A bullet had pierced 
her brain. 


SALE OF SOUVENIRS STOPPED 


Result of a Secret Service Officer's 
Visit to the Philadelphia Mint. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 11.—William J. 
McManus, secret-service officer in charge 
in this city for the National Government, 
this morning stopped the manufacture and 
sale of a small medal which has been on 
sale at the mint. The medal, which is the 
size and about the color of a gold dollar, 
has the face and bust of Washington in 
relief on the front, with the words, ‘‘ God 
and Our Country.” On the back is the 
Lord’s Prayer, in letters so fine thut a mag- 
nifying glass is needed to read it. These 
medals have been manufactured by George 
B. Soley, an employe of the mint, and sold 
to visitors as souvenirs. They hzeve not 
been made in the mint. The die used, how- 
ever, is one made for the Government and 
purchased by Soley for the purpose. 

Mr. McManus has also stopped the sale 
in the mint of the “ History of the Phila- 
delphia Mint,’’ a publication issued and also 
sold as a souvenir to visitors. This step 
was taken. because of the printing in the 
book of fac similes of all the coins of the 
United States. No seizure of the books has, 
however, been made, pending a decision 
from Washington. 


Not to Start Another Company. 

It was reported down town yesterday 'that 
Meyer Lehman of Lehman Bros., cotton 
merchants, had resigned from the directory 
of the American Cotton Oil Company to 
leave him free to organize a rival company. 

Mr. Lehman said he had resigned because 
his other business required all his time; 
that he had never thought of starting an 
opposition company, and that he and his 
friends intended to retain their entire’ inter- 
est in the American Cotton Oil Company. 
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HHS ACCOUNTS $6,000 sHoRT | WAYTOCURRENCY REFORM 


Joseph T. Nightingale, a Brooklyn Real 
Estate Dealer, Flees as a De- 
faulter. 


Joseph T'. Nightingale, a real estate deal- 
er at 424 De Kalb Avenue, who lives at 
356 Lafayette Avenue, Brooklyn, is miss- 
ing, and his accounts as Secretary of the 
Long Island Building and Lean Associa- 
tion are short about $6,000. a, 

A discrepancy was found in his accounts 
at a meeting of the association, in its head- 
quarters, in Manhattan Avenue, Greenpoint, 
Monday night. Mr. Nightingale was not at 
the meeting. 

James Drew, a clerk for Nightingale, told 
Capt. Eason of the Classon Avenue Pre- 
cinct of the case, and Capt. Eason accom- 
panied Mr. Drew to Mr. Nightingale’s of- 
fice. While they were there the telephone 
bell rang, and Capt. Eason answered. Mr. 
Nightingale, who was at the other end of 
the wire, said that he was at the Ashland 
House, Fourth Avenue and Twenty-fourth 
Street, New-York, and that he would not be 
seen again. 

The Captain, fearing that the man intend- 
ed to commit suicide, sent two detectives 
to the Ashland House, but Nightingale had 
disappeared. He walked into the station 
house at 2 o’clock yesterday morning, and' 
then went home. He was at his office again 
at 8 o’clock yesterday morning and wrote 
several letters, one addressed to J. P. 
Sloane, President of the building loan as- 
sociation, in which he admitted -taking 
the $6,000; another was to his son, advising 
him not to follow in his father’s footsteps. 
One letter was left to his wife and an- 
other to his sister-in-law. 

He retired again at noon, took all the 
letters with him, and has not since been 
seen, 

Mr. Nightingale was Secretary and Man- 
ager of the Hillside Manor Improvement 
Company of New-Jersey, and it is said that 
in all likelihood he invested the funds of 
the building and loan association in the 
real estate company. Mr. Sloane, President 
of the Long Island Building and Loan As- 
sociation, said: 

‘“‘Mr. Nightingale, the former Secretary 
of the Long Island Building and Loan As- 
sociation, is reported missing. Our audit- 
ors examining the books of the association 
find a small discrepancy in his accounts. 
At a special meeting held last evening the 
Superintendent of Banks was wired to make 
a prompt examination of all our books and 
accounts. If the result of the same verifies 
our auditors’ report, the loss will then fall 
upon the surety company in which the Sec- 
retary has always been bonded. Neverthe- 
less, the matter could not hurt the Long 
Island Association, inasmuch as the surplus 
is $78,490.46, and the assets exceed $358,000, 
which money is all invested in first mort- 
gages upon real estate of abundant value.” 

Mr. Nightingale is about thirty-six years 
old, and lived with his wife and one son on 
Lafayette Avenue, in the Seventh Ward, 
Brooklyn. He has been in business in De 
Kalb Avenue for some years, and was well 
known among the business men of that 
vicinity. The police say that from his 
strange actions one would be led to infer 
that he was not mentally responsible for 
his acts. 


INDIAN MISSIONARY KILLED 


TEACHER OF A SCHOOL MURDERED 
AT PECHANGA, CAL. 


A Full Investigation to be Made of the 
Case by the Indian Agent at 
The Tule River Mission. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The Secretary 
of the Interior has referred to the Attorney 
General for action by his department a de- 
tailed report by Francisco Estudillo, Indian 
Agent at the Tule River Mission, San Ja- 
cinto, Cal., as to the mysterious murder on 
the night of Sept. 20 last of Mrs. Mary J. 
Platt, the Government school teacher and 
Indian missionary at Pechanga, Cal. 

The report says that nothing can be 
learned from the Indians in relation to the 
guilty party or parties. *A report,” it 
says, ‘was circulated that the Indian chil- 
dren at the Perris School were starving, and 
this led an Indian named Metoro Pa to de- 
mand money to go to the school. 

The Agent says Mrs. Platt would not give 
the Indian money, and told him that his 
statement as to the children starving was 
untrue. Whereupon Metoro threatened her 
thus: ‘‘If you don’t give me the money to 
go at once, I will stop or break up this 
school.”” The money was not given, and in 
Mrs. Platt’s last letter she said: “If you 
don’t hear from me in a very days, come to 
me at once, for there will be trouble.’’ 

From investigation made, the Agent be- 
lieves the man who committed the murder 
was an Indian named Wawes. After killing 
Mrs. Platt the murderer piled wood,upon 
her body, in order to destroy all trace of 
violence. 

The sole companion of the missionary at 
her lonely post was her little niece, not 
quite ten years old, who, when she discov- 
ered flames in the school building, escaped 
to the house of an Indian, where she was 
safe, as the Agent says, ‘‘ Indians wil] never 
kill a child.” In the report a reward of 
$500 is recommended. 

Panie at a Jersey City Fire. 

JERSEY CITY, N. J., Dec. 11.—Four ram- 
shackle buildings in Canal Street were de- 
stroyed by fire at 2:30 this morning. The 
less is about $6,000. Several tenants had a 
narrow escape from death by suffocation 
or fire. 

Each house was occupied by five families, 
whose members became panic-stricken. Two 
leaped from windows,.and one was carried 
out by the police. Few saved anything but 
the clothes they were able to put on hastily, 
ard several were glad to escape in ‘their 
night dresses. They were provided with tem- 
porary homes by neighbors. 


Proportion of Aliens in the Army. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The Adjutant 
General has transmitted to Congress, in 
response to a resolution, a statement show- 
ing the percentage of aliens in the army 
to be as follows: Commissioned officers,

Reformatory Managers Reappointed. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 11.—Gov. Flower has 
reappointed James B. Rathbone of Elmira 
and_Ben L. Swartwood of Cayuga to the 
Board of Managers of the New-York State 
Reformatory at Elmira. This action natural- 
ly follows the dismissal by the Governor of 
the charges against the Board of Managers. 


A Liberal in Mercier’s Old Seat. 

MONTREAL, Dec. 11.—The election in 
Bonaventure County to-day to’fill the va- 
cancy in the Quebec Legislature caused by 
the death of°'ex-Premier Mercier resulted 
in a victory for Lemieux, the Liberal candi- 
date, by a majority of about 200.

Seeretary Carlisle’s Measure Is Now 
Before Congress. 


SOUTHERN MEN MUCH IMPRESSED 


Mr. Carlisie Reads His Bill to the 


Committee — Arguments from 
Horace White and C. C. 
Homer. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—There are seve 
eral shades of opinion in the Banking and 
Currency Committee upon the subject of 
currency reform, and it has been a matter 
of conjecture during the last week whether 
these differences could be so harmo- 
nized as to enable the committee to produce 
a bill to secure the results sought by the 
Secretary and the Controller of the Cure 
rency. 

Whatever may be done by the commit« 
tee, or whatever it may not do, there is a 
bill before the House, and it was intro- 
duced by Mr. Springer, Chairman of the 
committee, very soon after Mr. Carlisle had 
submitted his bill to the Banking Commit- 
tee. It was Mr. Carlisle's bill, including 
the change by which he endeavors to put 
the State banks upon the same footing ag 
to circulation as the national banks are 
placed upon. 

Great interest was 
committee in the talk of Mr. Homer of 
Baltimore, who argued for the “ Baltie 
more” plan in a clear, direct, and orderly, 
manner from the business man’s stand- 
point. The effect of his arguments and of 
those which have been made since the 
proposition for currency reform became the 
leading one in Washington has been most 
impression upon many of the Southern men, 
who were recently unwilling to talk of any= 
thing except free coinage as a cure for the 
financial difficulties of their constituencies. 

A Southern member of the Committee on 
Banking and Currency said to-day that the 
outcome of the pending discussion promised 
to be the relief that the South needed. 
Silver had been advocated as a relief, but 
if it could be demonstrated that the South 
could secure the opportunity, under suffi-e 
cient safeguards, to supply the currency, 
needs of its people, it was as certain as anys- 
thing could be that the degire for silver-as 
money would As it was, the 
banks began business by borrowing capital 
from the North, upon which interest had to 
be earned. Then there were middlemen to 
be paid for their intervention in behalf of 
the banks. The banks had to adjust its 
business so as to pay both these agents, 
and before they could do business it was 
plain that they were at a great disadvan- 
tage 

It seemed to him that the Congress ought 
to find a way to help people out wha 
were willing to help themselves, as the 
Southern people are. It was recognized by 
this gentleman that whatever was under- 
taken for the State banks, the necessity 
must be kent in view of making them as 
secure as the national banks, 

Many members of the House attended the 
hearing to-day, hoping to hear A. B. Hep- 
burn suggest reforms in the currency. Mr. 
Hepburn is remembered as Controller of 
the Currency, and as a clear-headed officer. 
It will not surprise the committee to hear 
him criticise the sus that have 
been made by the Treasury, but criticism 
is invited, and the committee is looking 
rather for information than for pressure 
to put through plan preferred by @ 
special author. 

While the awaiting the 
arrival of Mr. Carlisle this morning, Horace 
White of New-York addressed the commite 
tee. He said he had drawn a Dill which 
embodied his idea of the Baltimore plan, 
but which had not been adopted the 
Baltimore committee. He proceeded to read 
at some length a carefully-prepared paper 
covering the general subject of banking. 
Mr. White said “ the depositor” had 
nothing to fear from the Baltimore plan. 
It was in the interest of the public, and 
not of the banks. He believed that the 10 
per cent. tax on State banks should not be 
repealed without being surrounded by safee 
guards by which the Government would 
have some control of the system. Repeal 
under any other circumstances would be 
unwise, unsafe, and sure to cause disaster; 
in his opinion it would inaugurate ‘“ wilde 
catting.”’ 

Mr. White thought it a bad plan to have 
State banks and national banks under dis- 
tinct jurisdictions. He believed that if the 
retirement of greenbacks was a necessity, 
the straightforward way would be to recall 
them under an issue of low-rate bonds for : 
their redemption, instead of placing them 
‘under a bushel.”’ 
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Secretary Carlisle, who had appeared some 
time previously, addressed the committee at 
the conclusion of the hearing given Mr. 
White. He had come at the reauest of the 
committee to present a bill he had prepared 
to carry out his financial plan, which he 
proceeded to read without introduction. 
When he had finished reading he explained 
that Section 8 repealed Sections Q and 12 of 
the act of July 12, 1882. Section 9 of that 
act authorized deposits of lawful money by 
national banks to withdraw their deposits 
of circulating notes. It might not be abso- 
lutely necessary, he said, to repeal that sec- 
tion if the proposed plan was adopted, but 
still the spirit of the section was that any 
national bank shall not retire in aggregate 
more than $3,000,000 per month, and, having 
done so, shall not be allowed to increase its 
circulation within six months. 

Section 12 of the act of 1882 referred to 
gold certificates and their suspension when 
the gold ‘reserve fell below $100,000,000, 
and, concerning this provision, Mr. Carlisle 
said it was not good policy for the Govern- 
ment to establish a warehouse for the de- 
posit of gold‘and to issue certificates against 
it, for the reason that this gold, or a large 
part of it, would come into the Treasury and 
stay there if these certificates were not 
issued against it. But the repeal of this was 
not an essential part of the matter. His 
own view was that it would be beneficial to 
the Government not to issue these certifi- 
cates, but to have the Treasury held the 
gold and pay it out, so-as to get it into 
circulation. , 

Mr. Carlisle read a statement concerning 
the profits to the banks under the plan. 
On a capital of $100,000, a national bank 
would deposit 30 per cent. of this amount 
and take out $75,000. Its profits for each 
year until the safety fund of 5 per cent. 
was deposited would be $1,972.93; after that 
it would be $2,722.98. Under the present 
system a national bank on a 2 per,cent. 
bond would realize a profit of $434; on a 4 
per cent. bond, $559.83; on a 5 per cent. 
bond, $611.50, and on a 6 per cent. currency 
bend, $1,643.17. All these estimates were on 
a 6 per cent. basis. 

Mr. Carlisle safd, in-answer to Mr. Walker, 
(Rep., Mass.,) that he did not believe a 
legal requirement in his measure that cus-} 
tom dues should be paid in gold would) 
make eny difference ‘whatever in financial, 
conditions, Importers in New-York, for in- 
stance, would simply draw gold from the 
sub-Treasury and pay it back as dues, and) 





this process of paying out and paying in 
would go on from day to day without mak- 
ing any appreciable change in the amount 
of gold in the possession of the Govern- 
ment. 

Mr. White was recalled at the afternoon 
session and briefly examined by Mr. Ellis 
of Kentucky. « 

Charles C. Homer of Baltimore, an advo- 
cate of the Baltimore ‘plan, addressed the® 
committee. Outlining the purposes of the 
plan, Mr. Homer took up each section seri- 
atim and explained it. 

Comparing Mr. Carlisle’s plan with that 
of the bankers, Mr. Homer contended that 
there was no necessity for a guarantee fund 
of 30 per cent., as favored by Mr. Carlisle, 
in addition to the 5 per cent. safety fund. 
He did not agree with Mr. Carlisle that 
the redemption of national bank notes was 
a tying up of circulation. On the contrary, 
it was just the opposite and allowed the 
money to get out among the people. 

Mr. Hepburn of New-York was to ad- 
dress the comniittee this afternoon, but 
was unable to do so, and will be heard 
Thursday. The committee will continue its 
fnquiry to-morrow. 

Mr. Bland, (Dem., Mo.,) Chairman of the 
House Coinage Committee, has called a 
meeting of that committee for Wednes- 
day, dt which time he proposes bringing 
up his bill for the re-enactment of the coin- 
age law of 1837. 


THE SECRETARY’S PLAN. 


The Text of the Bill as Read Before 
the Baking Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The following is 
the full text of Secretary Carlisle’s plan fot 
currency reform, formulated into a bill: 


An Act to amend the laws relating to 
national banking associations, to exempt 
the notes of State banks from taxation 
upon certain conditions, and for other pur- 
poses. 

Section 1. Be it enacted that all acts and 
parts of acts which require or authorize the 
deposit of United States bonds to secure cir- 
culating notes issued by national banking 
associations be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed, and such notes hereafter prepared 
shall not contain the statement that they 
are so secured. ‘ 

Sec. 2. That any national banking associa- 
tion organized as now provided by law, and 
any national banking association hereafter 
organized, may take out circulating notes to 
an amount not exceeding 75 per cent. of its 
paid-up and unimpaired capital upon depos- 
iting with the ‘Treasurer of the United 
States United States legal-tender notes, in- 
cluding Treasury notes issued under the act 
approved July 14, 1890, entitled ‘‘ An Act di- 
recting the purchase of silver bullion and 
the issue of Treasury notes thereon, and 
for other purposes,’’ as a guarantee fund 
equal to 5 per cent. of the circulating 
notes applied for. The association making 
such deposit shall be entitled to receive 
from the Controller of the Currency circu- 
lating hotes in denominations of $10 and 
multiples thereof in blank, registered and 
countersigned as provided by law, and all 
such notes, together with the circulating 
notes of national banking associations now 
outstanding, shall constitute, and are here- 
by declared to be, a first lien upon all the 
assets of the association issuing the same. 
All circulating notes hereafter furnished to 
national banking associations shall be uni- 
form in design, but any association desiring 
to redeem its circulating notes in gold may 
have them made payable in that coin, and 
the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby 
authorized and directed to have prepared 
and keep on hand ready for delivery on 
application a reserve of blank notes for 
each national banking association having 
circulation, but such reserve for each bank 
shall at no time be in excess of the 
difference between the amount of its notes 
then outstanding and the total amount 
which it is by this act authorized to re- 
ceive. 

Sec. 8. That in lieu of all existing taxes, 
each national banking association shall pay 
to the Treasurer of the United States, in 
the months of January and July each year, 
a duty of one-fourth of 1 per centum for 
each half year upon the average amount of 
its notes in circulation, and in computing 
such average all notes issued by such asso- 
ciation and not actually retired from circu- 
lation in the manner hereinafter provided 
shall be included. 

Sec. 4. That each national banking asso- 
ciation shall redeem its notes at par in 
lawful-money of the United States on pre- 
sentation at its own office or at its own 
office and at such agencies as may be desig- 
nated by it for that purpose, and whenever 
such association desires to return the 
whole or any part of its circulation, the 
notes tu be retired shall be forwarded to 
the Contrelier of the Currency for cancella- 
tion, and thereupon 30 per centum of the 
amount of such canceled notes shall be re- 
turned to the assoziation. Defaced and 
mutilated notes, and notes otherwise unfit 
for circulation which have been redeemed 
by any association, may be returned to the 
Controller of the Currency for destruction 
and reissue, as now provided by law. 

Sec. 5. That in order to provide a safety 
fund for the prompt redemption of the 
circulating notes of failed national bank- 
ing associations, each such association now 
organized or hereafter organized _ shall 
ay to the Treasurer of the United 
States, in the months of January and 
July in each year, a tax of one-fourth 
of 1 per centum for each half year upon 
the average amount of its circulating notes 
outstanding, to be computed as_hereinbe- 
fore provided, until the said fund amounts 
to a sum equal to 5 per centum upon the 
total amount of national bank notes out- 
standing, and thereafter said tax shall 
cease. Each association hereafter organ- 
ized, and each association applying for ad- 
ditional circulation, shall pay its pro rata 
share into the said fund before receiving 
notes; but an association retiring or re- 
ducing its circulation shall not be entitled 
to withdraw any part of said fund. When 
a national banking association becomes in- 
solvent, its guarantee fund held on deposit 
shall be transferred to the safety fund here- 
in provided for and applied to the redemp- 
tion of its outstanding notes, and in case 
the said last mentioned fund should at any 
time be impaired by the redemption of the 
notes of failed national banks, and the im- 
mediately available assets of said banks are 
not sufficient to reimburse it, said fund 
shall be at once restored by pro rata as- 
sessments upon all the other associations 
according to the amount of their outstand- 
ing circulation, and the associations SO as- 
sessed shall have a first lien upon the assets 
of each failed bank for the amount properly 
chargeable to such bank on account of the 
redemption of its circulation. 

Sec. 6. That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may from time.to time invest any 
money belonging to the safety fund in 
United States bonds having the longest time 
to run, and the bonds so purchased and the 
interest accruing thereon shali be held as 
part of the said fund. Such bonds may be 
sold when necessary, and _ the _ proceeds 
used for the redemption of the circulating 
notes of failed national banks. ’ 

Sec. 7. That every national banking asso- 
ciation heretofore organized and having 
bonds on deposit to secure circulation shall 
on or before the first day of July, 1895, 
withdraw such bonds and deposit with the 
Treasurer of the United States a guarantee 
fund consisting of United States legal- 
tender notes, including the Treasury notes 
jssued under the act of July 14, 1890, equal 
to 30 per cent. of its outstanding circulation 
at the time of such withdrawal and deposit, 
and all laws and parts of laws requiring 
such associations to deposit or to keep on 
deposit with the Treasurer of the United 
States bonds of the United States, for any 
purpose other than as security for public 
moneys, shall be and are hereby repealed 
from and after the said date. - 


Sec, 8. That Sections 9 and 12 of the 
act approved July 12, 1882, entitled ‘‘ An act 
to enable national banking associations to 
extend their corporate existence and for 
other purposes,” and Section 31 of the act 
approved June 3, 1864, entitled ‘‘ An act to 
provide a national currency secured by a 
pledge of United States bonds, and to pro- 
vide for the circulation and redemption 
thereof,”” and all acts and parts of acts 
amendatory thereof, and the same are here- 
by repealed. 

Sec, 9. That the Secretary of the Treasury 
may, in his discretion, use from time to 
time any surplus revenue of the United 
States in the redemption and retirement of 
United States legal tender notes, but the 
amount of such notes retired shall not in 
the aggregate exceed an amount equal to 
70 per cent. of the additional circulation 
taken out by national banks and State 
banks under the provisions of this act; and 
hereafter no United States notes or Treas- 
ury notes authorized by the act of July 14, 
1890, entitled *‘An act directing the pur- 
chase of silver bullion and the issue of 
Treasury notes thereon, and for other pur- 
poses,”’ of a less denomination than $10 
prall be issued, and as rapidly as such 
notes of denominations less than $10 shall 
be received into the Treasury they shall 
be canceled, and an equal amount of notes 
of like character, but in denominations of 
$10 or multiples thereof, shall be issued in 
their places, but nothing. in this act shal 

so construed to repeal, or in any 
manner affect, the second section of the 
said act of July 14, 1890. 

Sec. 10. That the use of circulating wotes 
issued by a banking corporation duly’ or- 
ganized under the laws'of any State, and 
which transacts no other than a benking 
business, shall be exempt from trixation 
under the laws of the United States, when 
it is shown to the satisfaction of ‘the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and the Controller 
of the Currency: 

1. That such bank has at no time had 
outstanding its circulating nofes in excess 
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tains the kidneys, and 
invigorates the liver. 


of 75 per cent. of its paid-up and unim- 
paired capital. 

2. That its stockholders are individually 
liable for the redemption of its circulating 
notes to the full extent of their ownership 
of stock; but this shall not be required 
in the case of persons holding stock as ex- 
ecutors, administrators, guardians, or 
trustees, if the assets and funds in their 
hands are liable in like manner, and to the 
same extent as the testator, intestate, ward, 
or person interested in such funds would be 
if Hving and competent to act and hold the 
stock in his own name. 

3. That the circulating notes constitute 
by law a first lien upon all the assets of 
the bank. 

4. That the bank has at all times kept on 
deposit with an official of the State author- 
ized by law to receive and hold the same a 
guarantee fund in United States legal-ten- 
der notes, including Treasury notes of 1890, 
equal to 30 per cent. of its outstanding cir- 
culating notes; and, p 

5. That it has promptly redeemed _ its 
notes at par on demand at its princinal of- 
fice, or at one or more of its branch offices, 
if it has branches. 

Sec. 11. That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury may, under proper rules and regula- 
tions to be established by him, permit 
State banks to procure and use in the 
preparation of their notes the distinctive 
paper used in printing United States se- 
curities; but no State bank shall print or 
engrave its notes in similitude of a United 
States note or certificate or national bank 
note. 


DENIES SHEEHAN’S STATEMENT 


Timothy J, Mahoney Says the Charge of 
Taking Several Thousand Dollars 
in Buffalo is False. 


Police Commissioner John C. Sheehan, in 
a recent interview, made an attack upon ex- 
Controller Timothy J. Mahoney of Buffalo, 
who gave testimony concerning Sheehan's 
Buffalo record before the Lexow committee. 
He spoke of Mr. Mahoney as a man who 
owes to me everything he has in the 
world.” Sheehan went on to say that Mr. 
Mahoney secured the nomination for City 
Assessor of Buffalo through his efforts. He 
was elected that time, but when he camé 
up for re-election he was defeated. 

Then, Sheehan says, he appointed him City 
Auditor, and afterward brought about his 
election to succeed himself as Controller. 

‘‘He returned my kindness,” said Shee- 
han in this iriterview, ‘‘ by practically tak- 
ing $15,000 or $16,000 from me. I have in 
my possession a written agreement signed 
by him which is an admission of the fact.” 

When Mr. Mahoney was shown this state- 
ment in Buffalo he simply characterized it 
as an untruth, and said: 

“This Controller matter was thoroughly 
exposed by The New-York Times a year 
ago, and the Buffalo papers took it up. 
Why did he not have something to say at 
that time? 'Fhen, again, he was in Buffalo 
last Saturday. He did not have anything 
to say then. Wis talk is unworthy of no- 


tice. 
“Before the Lexow committee both John 


C. Sheehan and his brother had the oppor- 
tunity to cross-examine me, but they waived 
their right.”’

HIS VIEWS ON ELECTION RESULTS

Senator Clarence Lexow and several of 
his associates on the committee which has 
been conducting the police investigation 
were the guests of honor at a dinner given 
by Herbert Booth King at the Waldorf last 
night. 

The guests numbered, all told, about for- 
ty, and included several men who have been 
wined and dined nearfy every evening since 
the election. Among them were Recorder- 
elect Goff, Gen. Miles, Joseph H., Choate, 
and Mayor Schieren of Brooklyn, Mayor- 
elect Strong, Dr. Parkhurst, and Lieutenant 
Governor-elect Saxton had been invited, 
but they sent regrets, as did also Dr. 
Chauncey M. Depew and ex-Senator Platt, 
who had other engagements. 

As the dinner was a complimentary one 
to Senator Lexow, the after-dinner speeches 
naturally turned to the work of the Lexow 
Committee. and municipal government. 

There was some talk on the general ques- 
tion of ‘‘Who won the victory, and who 
should have the credit of it?’ although, of

course, the subject was not placed before 
the listeners in precisely that blunt form 
of diction. 

Senator Lexow has been little heard as an 
after-dinner talker, but he made a record 
last night. He was introduced by Mr. King 
with a flattering tribute to his abilities, and 
he proceeded to deliver a speech in a grace- 
ful, off-hand, entertaining way that brought 
him frequent applause. It was apparent 
from what Senator Lexow said that he re- 
gards the recent, victory in about the same 
light as does ex-Senator Platt, for he said 
that the people had won a victory when 
they had intrusted the leadership to Re- 
publicans. 

Two of Senator Lexow’s sons were among 
the guests, and they appreciated the honors 
thrust upon their father. 

Some of the speakers touched on the 
non-partisan character of the victory, and 
hinted that the ‘‘ Reformers’ and the 
partisan must not fall to quarreling among

It was about 10 o’clock when Mr. King 
arose to toast his guest. A slight change 
in the programme was made, to allow Gen, 
Miles to respond to a toast. He had been

put last on the list, but as he had to leave 
the city on a late train, he was called 
first. 

Gen, Miles was on the programme to re- 
spond to this toast: ‘‘Can Military Methods 
and Discipline Be Succesfully Applied to the 
City Police Force?’’ Gen, Miles availed him- 
self of the after-dinner speaker’s privilege 
of talking of something else than the sub- 
ject assigned him. He did not answer the 
question as to the military police, but he 
made a graceful speech on the general need 
of patriotism and intelligence in municipal 
administration, 

After Gen. Miles’s speech, Mr. King pro- 
posed the health of Senator Lexow, and 
all arose and clinked glasses, giving three 
cheers. Mr. Lexow arose, and there was 
more cheering. 

. Mr. Lexow Speaks as a Republican. 

The Chairman of the Senate investigating 
committee gave something of a history of 
the beginning of the committee's work, its 
expectations, its accomplishments, and the 
political upheaval on Noy. 6. He then con- 
tinued: 


And now that the battle is over, the duty 
of initiating and carrying into effect. those 
reforms which are necessa 
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victory shall inure permanently to the ben- 
efit of the whole people devolves upon the 
victors. 

The people have elected a Republican 
Governor, a Republican Legislature, and a 
Republican Mayor. By the grace of the 
people’s choice, these have been selected to 
undertake the grave responsibilities of gov- 
ernment, . 

I have noticed recently a tendency among 
local political lights to brush up long neg- 
lected useful studies and bend their ener- 
gies to the solution of arithmetical prob- 
lems. Instead of suggesting methods of 
improving conditions, they are figuring out 
how many votes this, that, and the other 
group of allies contributed to the grand 
total of the avalanche that on Nov. 6 
swept over the ruins of Tammany Hall. 

I cannot imagine what their purpose may 
be except to serve as a foundation for the 
assertion of influence in the shaping of 
future measures and the selection of men 
for public offices. But they must not for- 
get that the Republican Party will be held 
responsible for the success or failure of 
government. They must not forget that 
the Republican Party will be judged by the 
measures of reform passed by a Republican 
Legislature and approved by a Republican 
Governor. They must not forget that the 
record of the men appointed to office will 
be charged against the Republican Party, 
and that the record of the Government of 
the years to come will be the record by 
which the Republican Party will stand or 
fall at the bar of the people’s judgment. 

This was the people’s victory, won under 
the banner and aegis of a party to which 
the people believed they could safely in- 
trust the execution of their sovereign will. 
I have no patience with those who in the 
hour of triumph seem anxious to belittle 
their party and turn a victory of the prin- 
ciples of Republicanism into a defeat of the 
party which professes them. If I thought 
as they do I would cease to be a Republican. 

I am a Republican because I believe that 
the principles contended for in the last 
political struggle are the underlying and 
fundamental principles of the Republican 
Party. Loyalty to the flag, submission to 
the law, and perpetuation of government 
of the people, for the people, and by the 
eople are monuments of public faith, 
athed in the blood of its best and 
bravest. 

The Republican Party was called into 
being to meet an emergency, and met it 
unflinchingly and successfully—met it as 
Abraham Lincoln met it when he declared 
that all men should be free and equal and 
struek the shackles from the Southern 
slave; met it as Sherman met it on his 
march from Atlanta to the sea; met it as 
Grant met it at Appomattox, when Lee sur- 
rendered the last remnants of his armies 
and victory crowned with everlasting glory 
the final triumph of the Nation’s cause; 
met it in war and peace, in rain gnd shine, 
in victory and defeat, as the Republican 
Party always has met every emergent 
question of the hour, and solved it to the 
honor, the glory and prosperity of the whole 
American people. re 

And in the same broad and patriotic spirit 
we must now grapple and meet the serious 
problems of State and municipal govern- 
ment which confront us. Let us as Repub- 
licans give to this State and city a Govern- 
ment which shall inure to the benefit of 
the whole people, without respect to party. 
Let us deserve continued confidence by 
faithful and unremitting service of the 
best interests of the people. Let us, en- 
rolled soldiers in the great army of Amer- 
ican citizenship, loving our State, our city, 
and our flag, which symbolizes to us those 
living and eternal truths upon which free 
institutions are securely founded, stand to- 
gether in this great impending crisis. Let 
there be no laggards. Let there be no 
division in our ranks. Let us present an 
unbroken front to the common enemy of 
mankind, and, ‘confident of ourselves and 
‘the justice of our cause, under the banner 
of pure politics and good government, let 
us march in solid columns toward the ac- 
complishment of the people’s will. 


Warner Miller and Mr. Goff Speak. 

A letter of regret from Mr. Saxton was 
then read, and in Mr. Saxton’s place ex- 
Senator Warner Miller was called on to 
speak to ‘“‘ The State of New-York.” Mr. 
Miller said in the course of his speech: 

It remains for Senator Lexow and his asso- 
clates to give us a remedy for the evils they 
have found. They are not through with 
their work. The difficult part will come be- 
tween now and next Spring. 

If Mr. Choate had accepted the position 
of counsel and succeeded as well as Mr. 
Goff has, he might have been the candidate 
for President of the United States. Still it 
was a greater honor to have been President 
of the Constitutional Convention, which has 
given us a Constitution that will be benefi- 
cial to all the people of the State. 

Speaking of legislation at Albany, 
Miller said: 

Let the Legislature repeal the charter of 
Tammany Hall and make it illegal to print 
a ticket which is nominated by any secret 
political organization. 

Mr. Goff was next called on to respond to 
“ Our Senatorial Visitation.’’ He was greet- 
ed with three cheers, He declared he was 
not going to make a speech or tell a story, 
but nevertheless he proceeded, speaking to 
his text, to make some good-humored re- 
marks about the ‘“‘ hayseeds’’ who had come 
to this city. There was not, he said, the 
rejoicing in “the Tenderloin” over this 
particular visit, which, it has been said, 
existed heretofore when “ hayseeds”’ came 
to town.

Suggestions of Mayor Schieren. 

Mayor Charles A. Schieren of Broklyn 
spoke on ‘“ Municipal Reform.’ He made 
Suggestions based to some extent on the 
system of municipal government in the city 
of which he is the Chief Executive. He 
said: , 

One of the most demoralizing features of 


; Our present system of conducting municipal 


affairs is the still dominating spoils sys- 
tem and urgent party demands for public 
office. Candidates, as soon as elected, are 
besieged day and night, and have very little 
time to themselves. Life is made a burden 
to them, especially if the official has many 
offices at his command, although the, civil 
service regulations are a great shield and in 
a ‘measure relieve the pressure; but even 
there, the spoils system makes an attack. 
So long as the ery, ‘ To the victor belongs 
the spoils,” is dominant, we can expect 
mo change. What then can be done to miti- 
gate this evil? 

First, I would suggest that, perhaps, the 
divorcement of politics from local affairs be 
made, and that all persons holding subor- 
dinate positions in our City Government, 
such as clerks, inspectors, engineers, &c., 
should be induced not to identfy themselves 
with active party work. They may enroll 
their names to whatever political party they 
may belong and join the district organ- 
ization, but, being public officials, they 
should refrain from holding any prominent 
position in that party, and abstain from all 
active party work. 

And, furthermore, all parties should adopt 
the rule that upon the election or appoint- 
ment of any of their members to a public 
office, that member cannot hold an official 
position in the party organization. 

Thtis system, once thoroughly introduced, 
would break up the pernicious system of 
political “ pulls,’’ so demoralizing and ruin- 
ous in every local body politic. It would 
give every citizen the opportunity to stand 
upon his own merit. Then, if he desires to 
serve the public, he can make operation 
to the Civil Service Commission and under- 
go a competitive examination; and being as- 
sured that his Position is absolutely secure, 
so long as he does his duty well and faith- 
fully, no matter what change of administra- 
tion may be made, we would secure an im- 
proved public service; and with, perhaps, 
the introduction of a system of pensions for 
long and faithful service, many of the pres- 
ent evils in the administration of munici- 
pal affairs may be removed. 

At any rate, the Police and Fire Depart- 
ments should be absolutely divorced from 
party influences. The men who constitute 


the Yorces should not even be permitted to 
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tion, simply exercis' their rights of citi- 
zenship to vote, but otherwise bein, 
fectly neutral in party work. 

From the many commendations that have 
been received, it would seem the last elec- 
tion in ee has proved the wisdom of 
creating an absolutely non-partisan Police 
and Fire Department. 


The Citizen in Polities. 


Cc. C. Shayne was the next speaker. He 
responded to the toast to “The Citizen 
in Politics,”” and pointed out that one duty 
of good citizens is to give a note of warning 
to those who are ‘‘ sowing seeds'of discord.” 
He said: 


The first duty of a citizen is to be a 
good citizen. He will do right for the sake 
of right. This, I take it, was the motive 
power which impelled that great reformer, 
Dr. Parkhurst (a man whose name all com- 
ing ages will honor) to render the splendid 
services to the community which resulted 
in the creation of the Lexow committee and 
was the primary cause of the overthrow of 
one of the most corrupt political organiza- 
tions that was ever known to exist. 

In all ages we have had reformers, and in 
all ages we have had imitators of reform- 
ers. The glory which the genuine reformer 
achieved (unsought) stimulated men of 
weaker minds, but of equal ambition, to 
undertake things which were wholly beyond 
their capabilities. Recent attempts made 
by would-be reformers are subjects of rid- 
icule and are an injury to the grand move- 
ment already set on foot. The good citizens 
in politics should, before it is too late, call 
a halt. Let the work be continued by those 
who are able to master the situation, and 
let others attend to their legitimate daily 
avocations, then we will have the benefit 
derived from a reformation, but if it be ap- 
parent that many are pushing themselves 
to the front for personal aggrandizement 
rather than securing the desired result, 
then the efforts which have been made will, 
to a large extent, be discounted by the 
people. 

I believe it to be the duty of good citi- 
zens in politics to give a note of warning 
to those agencies which are now sowing 
seeds of discord in the community. We 
have had quite a task in the endeavor to 
reform the politics in this city, but there 
are influences which do not come under the 
head of City Government which the people 
should keep their eyes upon. The time has 
come when good citizens should say to the 
ministers, ‘‘ Preach the Gospel; lead sinners 
to repentance; do it in the old-fashioned 
way. Discontinue sowing seeds of discord. 
Pray for your enemies; do not abuse them.” 
It would appear from recent reports in the 
daily press that some of the pulpits in this 
city are being used for the purpose of de- 
livering political orations rather than for 
their original purpose, and with the news- 
paper notoriety which some of them are 
receiving there is great danger that in- 
stead of doing good in the community, some 
pulpit orators, unless admonished by the 
people to put on the brakes, will do much 
harm by engendering strife and dissension 
among the various creeds. 

I do not wish to be understood as criti- 
cising the acts of the genuine reformer; I 
am @imply raising my voice against would- 
be reformers. The reformer will know 
when to take his hands off the plow. 


Senator O’Connor Proposes Reforms. 


Senator Edmund O’Connor,.a member of 
the Lexow committee, responded to “ The 
Senate and Reform.’ Discussing the work 
to be done in Albany, he said: 

While I do not claim in any sense to 
speak for the party as to the nature and 
character of its work to be done at Al- 
bany next Winter, I think I can safely 
say for the Senate, that within a very few 
days after the Legislature is organized, it 
will pass what the people have long anx- 
iously demanded—an honest blanket ballot 
bill. 

We will pass the necessary laws to pro- 
tect the purity of the elective franchise, 
and to provide that every citizen at each 
election shall have the right to vote once, 
and but once, and that that vote shall 
be honestly counted and correctly returned. 
We will vest the Mayor of New-York with 
the power to place the weight of his heavy 
official hand upon every officer and em- 
ploye of your city, and we will back him 
to the extent of our vower in his efforts 
to extirpate the horrible evils uncovered 
by the Lexow investigation. In a _ word, 
and that includes the whole case, we will 
aid him to the extent of our ability in his 
efforts to give the City of New-York a new 
start in life. I feel that I can safely assure 
you, gentlmen, that the Senate will do 
everything in its power to remedy every 
abuse and suppress every evil brought to 
its notice, so far as the same can be done 
by practical and effective legislation. In 
doing our work we hope to have the coun- 
sel and support of the best men in our 
party, and we hope that when we adjourn 
next Spring, our record will be such as to 
be in aceord with the best traditions of the 
Republican Party. 

Albert Haight, Judge-elect of the Court 
of Appeals, was the next speaker, responding 
to the toast ‘“‘ The Judiciary.” He eulo- 
gized Senator Lexow, and then discussed the 
general subject of ‘“‘ fees.’’ Said he: 

Largely within the last generation, a 
foreign custom of feeing servants has been 
introduced among us, and to such an ‘ex- 
tent has it been carried, that clerks, depu- 
ties, and eveh many public officers, cannot 
now be called upon to perform an official 
act without expecting a tip therefor, even 
though the statute prescribes a fee and 
makes it a misdemeanor to demand or 
receive more. The time has come td stop. 
If the compensation allowed officers is in- 
sufficient, have the Legislature increase it; 
but have it distinctly understood that official 
fees, and nothing more, shall be paid for 
official service.

CHANGED THE STREET NAMES 


Cross Town Thoroughfares Affected by the 
Aldermen's Resolution — Business 
Before the Board. 


Alderman Rinn of the Seventeenth Dis- 
trict made his maiden speech in the ‘Board 
of Aldermen yesterday, when the Committee 
on Parks reported in favor of granting 
permission to the Park Department to make 
a contract for building a house for skaters 
in Central Park, at a cost of $4,500. 

“‘T have heard,” said Mr. Rinn, “ that the 
Park Commissioners have arranged to give 
this contract to a Brooklyn firm. Now, the 
people of New-York are capable of building 
any house. Why should this $4,500 go to 
Brooklyn? Why—’” 

Then the Alderman sat down without 
finishing. The consideration of the report 
was postponed for a week. 

The board referred to the Committee on 
Law Department a petition of the River- 
side and Fort Lee Ferry Company for per- 
mission to make two more landings on the 
New-Jersey side at the foot of Dempsey 
and Susquehanna Streets. 

A letter was received by the members of 
the board from Alderman Flynn, who is 
ill, in which he said he would be pleased 
if the Aldermen would vote to change the 
name of Bayard Street to Harry Howard 
Street. The Alderman has been trying to 
have this accomplished for many years. 

The board granted permission to the Coun- 
ty Clerk to occupy the old General Ses- 
sions Building, in City Hall Park, and the 
Surrogate to move into the quarters vacated 
by the County Clerk. 

The board passed a resolution to change 
the names of the following streets: Fox 
Street, between Robbins Avenue and Pros- 
pect Avenue, to East One Hundred and 
Fiftieth Street; Beck Street, between Rob- 
bins Avenue and Prospect Avenue, to One 
Hundred and Fifty-first Street; Kelly Street, 
between Robbins Avenue and Prospect 
Avenue, to One Hundred and Fifty-second 
Street; Dawson Street, between Westchester 
Avenue and Prospect Avenue, to One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fifth Street, and Beach Ave- 
nue, between Southern Boulevard and West- 
chester Avenue, to Tinton Avenue. 

A resolution to call the area bounded by 
One Hundred and Sixty-fifth Street Rogers 
Place, and Hall Place by the name of 
Sherry Place, was lost. 

The board adjourned without the Railroad 
Committee making a réport on the several 
franchises which have been “ hung up.” 

The board did not take up the question of 
changing the name of Bayard Street.

CITY ELECTIONS 


REPUBLICAN VICTORIES FURNISH 


MANY SURPRISES. 


Boston Has a Republican Mayor, and 
the License Plurality Greatly In- 


creased Over Last Year. 


BOSTON, Dec. 11.—Municipal elections 
were held to-day in eleven cities of the 
commonwealth, including Boston, and sur- 
prises were the result in several cases, both 
as regards ca: lidates elected and the vote 
on the question of licensing the sale of 
liquors. 

In Boston the early returns proved re- 
liable in foreshadowing the election of Ed- 
win U. Curtis (Rep.) as Mayor over Col. 
Francis Peabody, Jr., (Dem.) The hottest 
fights were over the election of Aldermen, 
the campaign having developed a number of 
warm personal contests. The vote for Com- 
mon Council was very close in many of the 
wards, and the count for members of both 
branches of the City Government was not 
completed until late. 

John P. Dore was elected Street Com- 
mission without opposition. The city again 
voted for license by an increased plurality 
over last year, 

SALEM, Mass., Dec. 
Tearner and the City Government were 
elected on a non-partisan ticket, and the 
city voted for license by a vote of 2,722 to 
2,605. Last year it was no license. 

MEDFORD, Mass., Dec. 11.—The Repub- 
licans carried everything. They elected 
Lewis H. Lovering Mayor, and also have 
a large majority in the City Government. 
License vote: Yes, 665; no, 1,432. 

NEWBURYPORT, Mass., Dec. 11.—Orrin 
J. Gurney was elected Mayor on a non- 
partisan ticket, and the City Government 
is Republican. License vote: Yes, 1,201; 
no, 952. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 11.—Henry A. 
Marsh (Rep.) was elected Mayor for a third 
term to-day, defeating Webster Thayer 
(Dem.) by a vote of 7,973 to 4,904. Four Re- 
publican Aldermen were elected by big ma- 
jorities. The Aldermen elected are Alonzo 
A. White, (Rep.,) Daniel A. Harrington, 
(Rep.,) Henry Brannon, (Rep.,) R. B. Dodge, 
Jr., (Rep.) The School Committee was 
chosen on strict party lines, six Repub- 
licans and four Democrats being elected. 
The Comon Council stands 15 Republicans, 
9 Democrats; the Board of Aldermen, 8 
Repyblicans, no Democrats, License vote: 
Yes, 7,461; no, 5,329.

CAPT. E. C, MERRIMAN DEAD 


As Executive Officer on Many Ships He, 
Took a Prominent Part in the 
Civil War. 


YONKERS, N. Y., Dec. 11.—Capt. Edgag 
C. Merriman, retired, United States Navy, 
died this afternoon at his home, 90 Locust 
Hill Avenue, after a short illness from 
pneumonia, 

Capt. Merriman, was born in Bedford, 
Steuben County, N. ¥., July 28, 1840. He 
entered the Naval Academy at Annapolis 
as a cadet Sept. 28, 1857. He resigned Nov. 
9, 1860, on account of illness, and re-en- 
tered the service as acting master Dec. 3, 
1861. 

He was appointed executive officer on the 
United States steamship the ferryboat 
Westfield. He was ordered from the West- 
field to duty as executive officer on the 
United States steamship Norfolk, the flag- 
ship of Porter’s mortar fleet, taking an 
active part in the bombardment of Forts 
Jackson and St. Philip, below New- 
Orleans. He was transferred from the 
Norfolk to the Wachusett, the flagship oi 
the flying squadron. He was commis- 
sioned a Lieutenant in 1862, and the follow- 
ing year was sent to the United States 
Steamship Santiago de Cuba, on which he 
took an active part in the capture of the 
blockade runner Britannia. 

He was executive officer of the Florida, 
and succeeded in cutting out and capturing 
several prize steamers, during which his 
vessel was under fire from the half-moon 
and the batteries from Fort Fisher. As 
executive ofticer of the Lehigh, he captured 
a blockade runner and towed her success- 
fully to Philadelphia. He served as ex- 
ecutive officer on the Lancaster, St. Mary’s, 
Wateree, Dacotah, Tuscarora, Pensacola, 
Worcester, and Canandaigua. 

He was the executive officer on board of 
the Junietta, under the command of Ad- 
miral D. L. Braine, when it went to the 
north pole in search of the Polaris. On his 
return, he was executive officer of the Colo- 
rado, and in 1873 was made Commander and 
commanded the iron-clad Nantucket. He 
was Lighthouse Inspector of the Thir- 
teenth District from 1876 to 1879. In 1880 
he was in charge of the torpedo station at 
Newport, and in 1881 was in command of 


the Adams. 

He served as equipment officer of the 
Portsmouth and Boston Navy Yards and 
navigation officer of the New-York Navy 
Yard. He commanded the United States 
ship St. Louis when he was retired on ac- 
count of illness, with the rank of Captain. 
He leaves a wife and seven children.

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“TRE PRISONER IS SEELY 


He Breaks Down at Last and Admits 
His Identity. 


ANXIOUS TO RETURN TO NEW-YORK

He Insists that He Was Merely the 
Dupe of _Baker—Officers Start 


for Chicago to Bring 


Seely Home. 


CHICAGO, Dee. 11.—After a sharp inquisi- 
tion, Samuel C. Seely, who was arrested last 
night, broke down and confessed to the po- 
lice this morning that he was the defaulting 
bookkeeper of the National Shoe and Leath- 
er Bank of New-York. 

All the morning the man had persistently 
denied that he was Seely, though the de- 
tectives who arrested him last night were 
confident from the first that he was the 
defaulter. 

Seely did not sleep much last night. The 
anxiety of his position was sufficient to 
keep him well supplied with food for 
thought, and he spent most of the night 
sitting bolt upright in a chair. He did 
not lie down until an early hour this morn- 
ing. When he did, it -was not to close his 
eyes. Because of this restless night, he 
looked to-day as worn as’a man of his 
physique could look. A little, wiry, nervous 
sort of: man, with thin cheeks and a pro- 
truding chin, he is not the kind of a per- 


gon to give evidence In his appearance of 
any bodily exhaustion. He refused to talk to 
reporters this morning as persistently as 
he did last night, but to Inspector Shea 
he reiterated his assertion that he was not 
the man wanted. At 10 o’clock he ate a 
hearty breakfast in the Inspector’s office. 
There he was seen by several reporters, 
but did not open his mouth, not even to ac- 
knowledge that he had heard their queries. 
It was not until he was put in the “* sweat- 
box” that he finally broke down and 
confessed. 

It was 10:30 o’clock when Seely made up 
his mind that it was useless to attempt to 
concea: his identity. He told Inspector Shea 
that he was “eady to tell the truth. 

““Weal, what is it?’ said the Inspector. 

“Tam Seely. I am the man you want.” 

““T was sure of it all the time. Have you 
anything further to say?” 

‘‘ Nothing, except that I want to be put iQ 
the hands of my friends in New-York. <f 
is no use holding out when the game is up. 
I thought this matter over last night, and 
came to the conclusion that the best thing 
I coulé do was to make a clean breast of it. 
I acted as a dupe for Baker all the time. 
I was a “ool to do it, but it's done now and 
it’s all over, and perhaps it is just as well. 
It’s a tiresome business, always dodging 
and never having a friend and being afraid 
to see a face you know.” 

Seely was taken to the Harrison Street 
Station this afternoon because the quarters 
are more comfortable there than at the 
City Hall. He was assigned to the best 
of the women’s cells. Inspector Shea will 
not let newspaper men him, 
he has asked that they be kept away, 
he has nothing to say to them, and would 
only be annoyed by their inquiries. The 
only persons who saw him this afternoon 
were W. G. Edwards and W. V. Edwards, 
father and son. They once lived in New- 
York City, and there had business deal- 
ings with the prisoner. They at once 
identified Seely. 

‘“‘T am not surprised,’’ said Mr. Edwards, 
*to learn that Seely is caught. He was 
a timid nran, and I did not think he could 
long keep the secret.”’ 

Early in the morning H. E. McFarland, 
the man, who under the pretense of being 
his friend, betrayed Seely to the’ police, 
called at the Central Station, but he was 
not allowed to see the prisoner, who is 
very bitter against him. McFarland claims 
that Seely was kept all night in a down- 
town hotel, but this is denied by the Officers. 
Special Officer J. C. O'Donnell spent the 
night with him, and has been detailed as 
a special guard for the prisoner during 
the rest of the time he spends in Chicago. 

McFarland this morning told the story of 
his connection with the bank official. He 
said: 

“TIT first saw Seely on Dearborn Street 
about Nov. 24. The minute I laid eyes on 
him I knew that he was the man they were 
looking for in New-York. I had seen his 
picture at ‘he Central Police Station, and I 
recognized him by that. After that time I 
never allowed him to leave my sight, for 
fear I would lose the reward. Sometimes I 
slept at his boarding house and sometimes 
I took him to bed with me at the Lansing 
Hotel, often so drunk that he did not know 
what he was doing. I never saw him gam- 
ble in any way, except on the races. He 
was an old hand at that, and was familiar 
with the form of all the horses. I don’t 
think he lost more than $75 altogether while 
I was with him. He always seemed to have 
enough money, and spent it freely. He 
only paid $3.50 at his boarding house by 
the week, but ate his meals at the Boston 
Oyster House, and always had the best the 
market could afford. When he drank, which 
wes often, he invariably took whisky, and, 
although he had been in Chicago but a 
short time, was well known in many of the 
prominent bars as a good customer. I start- 
ed out with the deliberate intention of mak- 
ing him admit to me that he was Seely, but 
it was a long time before he finally told me 
of his own accord. He said he was a much- 
abused man, and that $10,000 was all of the’ 
money he ever got. Baker, he says, got 
the rest. This $10,000 is now in a bank in

Evans at the Lansing Hotel, on Adams 
Street. At that time he was in the com- 
pany of McFarland, who vlaims to have 
made his acquaintance on the street, when 
Seely asked him how to reach the Roby 
race track. The two men were at the 
Lansing Hotel for several days together, 
and occupied the same room. They seemed 
to be very intimate, and drank together 
often, spending most of their time in the 
barroom, 

About two weeks ago Seely and Mc- 
Farland went to the boarding house, 496 
La Salle Avenue, where Scely rented a 
room, giving the name of Frank J. Dale, 
and saying he was from the West. No par- 
ticular attention was paid to him by the 
proprietor of the house. He came and went 
as did the other boarders, only irregularly. 
He and McFarland went frequently to the 
races, where Seely generally lost money. 
McFarland has known for some time who 
his companion was, and bragged around the 
Lansing that he knew where the missing 
New-York bank bookkeeper was. 

“IT don’t know anything about either Mc- 
Farland or Evans,” said the clerk at the 
Lansing Hotel to-day. ‘‘ They came here 
on Nov. 25. I never saw either of them 
before. McFarland said he was a railroad 
man, and ‘ Evans’ said nothing about him- 
self. McFarland comes around here a great 
deal, but latterly ‘ Evans,’ or Seely has 
not been with him. Several times recently 
McFarland told me he knew where Seely, 
the bank thief, was, and that he could give 
him up aid get the $5,000 reward, and 
spoke of what a good time he would have 
with the money, but I paid no attention to 
him, because I thought his talk was only 
the vaporings of a drunken man. I had 
not the least suspicion that his friend 
‘Evans was Seely. McFarland always 
seemed to have plenty of money, and so 
did ‘ Evans,’ but the latter did not make 
much display.”’ 

“Evans ”’ always_registered from Chicago. 
McFarland registered the first time as from 
Troy, N. Y., and afterward as from Chi- 
cago. Some of McFarland’s signatures are 
wonderful in their way, and the clerk, in 
talking about them, said: 

“When he was very drunk he wrote 
thys,”’ and, turning to a page, ‘‘ when he 
was not so drunk he wrote this style.” # 
Seely’s friends in New-York knew of his 
whereabouts, for within a day or so he re- 
ceived, a letter, which, he said, was from 
his wife, containing the hundred-dollar bill 
which was found in his possession. 


GREAT RELIEF TO BANK OFFICERS 


A Deputy United States Marshal Sent 
to* Chicago for Seely. 


After having received reports yesterday 
that the man arrested in Chicago was the 
defaulter Seely, that he was not Seely, that 
he had confessed that he was Seely, and 
that he had denied that he was Seely, the 
officials of the Shoe and Leather. Bank 
were at last relieved of a great deal of 
tension, due to uncertainty, by an author- 
itative statement that the prisoner was 
Seely beyond doubt. 

They got the last report by telephone 
from Inspector McLaughlin, who said he 
had just received a dispatch from Chief of 
Police Shea of Chicago, stating that the 
man was Seely, that he had made a confes- 
sion, and would return to New-York. 

Prior to the receipt of the information 
that Seely had really been captured, some 
of the bank’s officers were inclined to be 
skeptical as to whether the right man had 
been arrested. Director Beach said that 
the description telegraphed from Chicago of 
the man arrested tallied to a remarkable 
degree with that of Seely. But neither Mr. 
3each nor other Directors could believe 
what H. E. McFarland, who gave the man 
up, had said about Seely teiling him (Mc- 
Farland) after a short acquaintance that 
he was Seely, the bookkeeper of the Shoe 
and Leather Bank. 

After the first positive statement came, 
however, there were several confirmations, 
and President Crane, Directors Pease and 
Beach, and Cashjer Van Wyck put their 
heads together near the President’s desk, 
and decided that President Crane should 
go to Chicago on the 4:30 P. M. train over 
the New-York Central Road, which he did. 

Two important visitors to the bank in 
the afternoon were United States District 
Attorney Macfarlane and his assistant, John 
O. Mott. They conferred for some time 
with the Directors, and, on leaving Mr. 
Macfarlane announced that Seely would be 
brought here by a representative of the 
Federal authorities in Chicago. 

“Under the Federal law,’’ he said, ‘‘ no 
requisition proceedings are necessary. We 
will send a certified copy of the indictment 
found against him by the Federal Grand 
Jury, and upor receiving that the United 
States Marshal of the district in which 
Seely was arrested will deliver him to the 
Marshal of the district in which the crime 
was committed.’”’ 

United States Commissioner Shields, after 
a brief interview with the bank officials, 
prepared a certified copy of the indictment, 
and it was given to a Deputy Marshal, 
who started for Chicago on the same train 
with President Crane and Detective 
Sergeant Nugent. As necessary to the ex- 
change of the prisoner he also carried a 
warrant for Seely signed by Commissioner 
Shields. 

This action seems to settle the question 
over which Seely’s counsel, Frank W. An- 
gel, and others interested. have been puz- 
zling as to whether Seely will be tried in 
a Federal‘or State court here. If there are 
no delays, the legal documents should reach 
Chicago this afternoon, and Seely should be 
in this city to-morrow night. He will prob- 
ably be sent to Ludlow Street Jail if his 
counsel does not succeed in getting bail. 

Mr. Angel was also skeptical yesterday 
morning about the man arrested in Chicago. 
He was sure that if Seely had been caught, 
the first thing he would do would be to 
send word to his lawyer. He was unaware, 
he said, that Seely had gone to Chicago. 
He had, in fact, known nothing of Seely’s 
movement, except for a few days after his 
departure. 

** How about that $16,000 the man arrested 
says he ‘planted’ with his lawyer?’ he 
was asked. 

Here a friend of Mr. Angel asked him 
cash a check. 

“If I could find out where that $10,000 is 
‘ planted,’ ”’ said Mr. Angel, ‘‘I might cash 
it with some of that.” ‘ 

No one could give him the information, 
and he cashed the check with money from 
his pocket, and said: ‘‘ Neither did Seely’s 
lawyer send Stely $100, as the Chicago 
prisoner claims. Seely paid me $15 on his 
bill on July 6 last. Since then I have not 
had a cent from him. Instead of being in 
debt to him he is in debt to me.” 

Mr. Angel thought at first that he would 
go to Chicago. Then when he learned 
the prisoner had confessed that he was 


to 


Seely Mr, Angel decided that it would do 
no good to go to Chicago. But he sent a 
message there. .It was addressed to ‘*‘ Frank 
M. Dale, care Potice Headquarters,” and 
said: 

“Tf you are Seely and intend to surren- 
der, do so to the United States court. State 
court has no jurisdiction.” 

Mr, Anggl said he did not sign his own 
neme to this, but a name that Seely, if it 
was Seely, would recognize. Then he paid 
a visit to United States District Attorney 
Macfarlane, who. in the afternoon, got a 
telecram from Chicago from United States 
Marshal Arnold, saying Seely was already 
in the custody of the United States authori- 
ties. ° ‘ 

Mr. Angel went to Brooklyn to see Mirs. 
Seely in the afternoon. She had sent him 
a message saying: ‘‘ Come over at once. I 
am almost crazy.” 

This was the effect on her of the news of 
her husband’s arrest. She had been sick 
since his.flight and the exposure of his 
fall, but had improved. Now she is again 
prostratec, 

Inspector McLaughlin called at the bank 
about 2:30 o'clock P. M. He would not say 
what his call was about, but it is prob- 
able that he carried to the officers the mes- 
sage from Chief of Police Shea of Chicago, 
the gist of which he had already telephoned 
to the bank. When he was going away he 
was asked if he was going to send a man 
to Chicago. He said he would do so, and 
would probably send Sergt. Nugent. 


PLANS FOR RAPID 


THE TRANSIT 


The to Confer 


Rail- 


Cemnission’s Engineer 
with the New-York Central 
road's Representative. 


The Rapid-Transit Commission met yes- 
terday in the board room, in the Home Life 
Insurance Building, on Broadway. The 
principal thing of interest that the commis- 
sion expected to consider was the report 
that Chief Engineer Parsons had been re- 
quested to prepare on the proposed east 
side route. Engineer Parsons said just be- 
fore he ewtered the board room that the 
report was not ready. 

The Commissioners present at the meet- 
ing were Messrs. Steinway, Inman, Low, 
Fitch, Claflin, and Orr. After the meeting, 
Secretary Delafield furnished a synopsis 
of what had been accomplished. He said 
there were several long discussions, but 
refused to tell what was said by the Com- 
missioners who participated in them. 

A letter was read from Chancellor Mc- 
Cracken of the University of New-York. 
He suggested that the upper portion of the 
east side route run along Jerome Avenue, 
instead of to the east of it. 

President Orr, Chairman of the commit- 
tee anpointed to confer with the officials 
of the New-York and Harlem Railroad 
and the New-York Central and Hud- 
son River Railroad, reported that the com- 
mittee had met a committee of the railroad 
people. On the latter committee were Pres- 
ident Depew, Cornelius Vanderbilt, and J. 
Pierpont Morgan. Mr. Morgan was not 
present at the conference, which was held 
at the board’s rooms. The Commissioners 
submitted and explained the proposed east 
side route, which rans under the Grand 
Central Station and up Park Avenue under 
the present tunnel, and at some part of the 
route at the side. 

It was agreed that the best course possi- 
ble at present would be to arrange a con- 
ference between Engineer Parsons and the 
Chief Engineer of the New-York Central 
Railroad. The engineers will go over the 
plans and decide how far the proposed road 
will interfere with the existing structure 
of the New-York Central and the Harlem 
Roads. It is understood that the railroad 
officials are not opposed to the rapid-tran- 
sit road, if it does not seriously affect the 
present tunnel. 

Engineer Parsons reported informally con- 
cerning the methods of construction as- 
sumed by him as a basis for computation 
of the cost of construction and as to the 
plan of construction which he intended to 
recommend for the Broadway portion of the 
route. Secretary Delafield declined to give 
the recommendations on which the engi- 
neer spoke. The engineer at the next 
meeting will make his formal report. This 
report will contain the result of his con- 
ference with the Central Railroad engineer. 


LABOR DELEGATES ON AN EXCURSION 


A Day Off for the Convention of the 


American Federation. 


DENVER, Col., Dec. 11.—Delegates to the 
fourteenth annual convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor cast aside the 
duties of the convention to-day and went off 
for a holiday. At the invitation of the 
Denver Tredes Assembly, the visitors en- 
joyea a trip over the Loop. The two Eng- 
lish labor advocates, Messrs. Burns. and 
Holmes, were made acquainted with their 
fellow-guests, and in the interim were much 
interested in the departure and arrival of 
the numerous trains at the station. 

The train which conveyed the party over 
one of the most picturesque routes on 
the continent comprised seven cars, which 
were occupied by a party of 200. John 
Burns made the trip in the engine cab, and 
gave the grimy engineer pointers on the 
Queen’s engine drivers.

Proposed to Take Up the ‘* Pop-Gun ” 
Bill This Afternoon. 


SENATOR GRAY TO TAKE THE LEAD 


it Is Not Expected That the Bill Will 


Be Passed—The Purpose I& 


to Put the Senate on 


Becord. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—An attempt 
would have been made to-day to call the 
Sugar bill from the Senate table but for 
the fact that the opportunity did not pre- 
sent itself until late, at a time whe nseveral 
friends of the movement were absent. Un- 
less all signs shall fail, a motion will be 
made, to-morrow to proceed to the consid- 
eration of the measure, and the Senate prob- 
ably will have an opportunity to go on rec- 
ord on the question whether the Sugar 
Trust shall continue to rob the country. The 
sugar Senators were deeply concerned to- 
day, when they discovered that the plan 
to force consideration of the bill had been 
indorsed by several Senators who previous- 
ly had remained in the background. Mr. 
Gray, they learned, had decided to vote with 
the opponents of the trust, and “would 
make the motion designed to bring on the 
struggle which has been anticipated since 
the session opened. There was great activ- 
ity in the Senate when ‘ the Senators from 
Havemeyer’”’ learned the condition of af- 
fairs. Mr. Gorman was seen in consulta- 
tion with men on both sides of the cham- 
ber, and he did not cease whispering until 
he saw that it was too late for the friends 
of the bill to accomplish anything before ad- 
journment. 

Mr. Gray had consulted with Mr. Hill, 
Mr. Vest, Mr. Cattery, and others and felt 
so much encouraged that he volunteered to 
lead the fight. Strange to say, Mr. Black- 
burn, who only yesterday was trying to 
secure the promise of the Louisiana Senators 
not to introduce a bounty amendment to 
the bill, and who managed to convey the 
impression that he was opposed at this time 
to any further tariff legislation, was found 
to-day on the side uf the reformers. Mr. 
Voorhees also let it be understood that he 
would support a motion to call the Sugar 
bill from the table. This was hardly in line 
with the statement which he gave to the 
press associations yesterday, but it was 
none the less acceptable to the friends of 
the bill, Who are just now in great need of 
votes. 

Mr. Gray did not get an opportunity to 
make the proposed motion until after 4 
o’clock. At that hour several Senators who 
are identified with the movement had de- 
parted with the idea that nothing would 
be done until to-morrow, and others were 
desirous of disposing of minor questions 
in which they were deeply interested. After 
a short consultation with Mr. Vest, Mr. 
Gray decided to yield the floor until to- 
morrow. According to the present ar- 
rangement, he will make his motion at 2 
o'clock, and a test of strength will follow. 
It hardly need be said that Mr. Gorman 
is much dissatisfied with the situation. He 
has endeavored to-day to impress upon in- 
dividual Senators the desirability of pre- 
venting any further tariff legislation, with 
what success remains to be seen. Mr. Gor- 
man knows perfectly well that the one- 
tenth of a cent differential on sugars im- 
ported from countries which pay a bounty 
on sugar exported, is in direct violation of 
treaty obligations, and that the United 
States is apt to suffer serious damage 
through retaliation by Germany and other 
countries which are affected, but his desire 
to retain in the bill the differential which 
gives the trust its rich bonus,overbalances all 
other considerations, and his effort will be 
to protect the trust at all hazards. 

The Louisiana Senators seem to have 
reached the conclusion that the pop-gun 
Sugar bill, with its 40 per cent. rete on all 
sugars would be more to their advantage 
than the present law. They have in the 
last fortnight felt the heavy hand of the 
Trust laid upon the industry in which they 
are chiefly interested, and can see nothing 
but trouble ahead of them. It is possible 
that they would agree not to press a 
bounty amendment provided the Sugar bill 
might bé passed in its present condition. It 
is considered doubtful, however, whether 
the bill could secure the necessary votes. 
The Republicans opposed to it, and 
with the aid of Mr. Gorman and his follow- 
ers, it seems likely that they will be able 
to defeat it. A bounty amendment would 
draw Republican support and Democratic 
opposition 

It undoubtedly is the main thought of 
those who desire to call up the Sugar bill, to 
place the Senators on record. Some of them 
say that they were not allowed to assert 
their views in the last session, by reason of 
the caucus agreement, and they see no 
reason why they should be compelled to sit 
silent now and give the country the impres- 
sicn that they favor the concessions to the 
Trust which were contained in the main 
Tariff bill. The ‘Senators from Have- 
meyer” do not relish the situation, but it 
is doubtful if they will find a way to prevent 
a record vote being taken. Mr. Vest has 
pcstponed his motion to call up his closure 
resolution until action shall have been taken 
on the Sugar bill.

TRYING 


Appropriations Committee Aims to 


Discourage New Expenses, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Keeping in 
mind th necessity for economy in «xpendi- 
ture during the coming year, the Appropria- 
tions Committee is discuuraging any legisla- 
tion that looks to the undertaking of busi- 
ness involving new expenses and drafts upon 
the receipts of the Treasury. For that rea- 
son the committee regarded with disfavor 
the effort made yesterday in the House to 
pass a bill for a free public library for the 
District of Columbia. There was no appro- 
priation asked for in this bill, but it was 
well known that the project could not 
be carried out without money, and if it 
was not asked for at the outset it was be- 
cause there was a belief that the with- 
holding of the request for money would 
hasten the approval of those who would 
hesitate to vote for a bill that begged for 
money at the outset. 

The bill was sent to the Committee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds. That seemed 
to be an innocent and proper reference, to 
all except those who knew that the com- 
mittee was not at all likely to approve a 
request for a new public building in Wash- 
ington. When the District of Columbia bill 
shall come in there surely will be an in- 
dignant outburst from those who cannot 
brook the economy of Congress where the 
District is involved. The District is am- 
bitious, and it would have liberal appropria- 
tions all the time. It pays half the cost of 
everything tha it gets, but even under 
that arrangement it has an easier time than 
any other city in the ccuntry at half the 
rate of expense. 

With rigid paring of estimates there will 
come, of course, a Republican howl about 
The Democrats ought to be 
willing to accept the charge of meanness 
that will be brought against them if they 
endeavor to adapt the expenditures of the 
Government to its receipts. The complaint 
of the Republicans will be inspired by a 
feeling of annoyance because they will not 
be able in the Fifty-fourth Congress to 
indulge in extravagance without running 
the risk of offending the people, who will 
have comparisons set before them the 
campaign of 1896...»

A BERING SEA RESOLUTION. 


Mr. Dingley Wants Information as to 
Sealing Operations, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—A _ resolution, 
which was agreed to, was offered to-day in 
the House by Mr. Dingley, (Rep., Me.,) 
calling upon the Secretary of the Treasury 
for information as to the workings of the 
regulations prepared by the Paris Tribunal 
of Arbitration for the preservation of the 
Bering Sea seal herd and the cost of carry- 
ing’ them into effect. In connection with 
this Mr. Dingley presented a letter from 
Mr. H. W. Elliott, formerly of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, showing the necessity 
for making public the information sought. 

Mr. Hitt, ex-Chairman of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee and now the 
ranking member of the minority on that 
committee, expresses a purpose of following 
up his resolution of yesterday calling for 
the correspondence in regard to Secretary 
Gresham’s offer of $425,000 as compensation 
for Canadian sealers seized by a searching 
inquiry. Mr. Hitt says that the British 
claim for damages before the Tribunal of 
Arbitration was only $439,000, that of this 
sum $357,000 was for prospective profits on 
catches that had never been made, and that 
ten of the eighteen ships seized or warned 
away were owned by Americans and flying 
the British flag for purposes of registration. 


The, Nicaragua Canal Bill Debate. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—When the Nic- 
aragua Canal bill was taken up in the Sen- 
ate to-day, Mr. Dolph (Rep., Ore.,) made a 
speech in advocacy of it. 

Mr. Sherman (Rep., Ohio,) remarked that 
all the arguments which could be made on 
the subject had already been made, and he 
therefore was under no necessity of tres- 
passing on the time of the Senate. There 
was but one question, he said, which he 
had any trouble about, and that was how to 
dispose of the just and meritorious claims 
of the Maritime Canal Company for the 
work already done. He was not entirely 
satisfied with the provisions of the bill on 
the subject. His own opinion was that the 
company was entitled only to the money ac- 
tually expended by it. 

The bill was laid aside without action,

JW. Champney Tells About Pastel Work 
and Daniel Beard Amuses Them 
with Chalk Drawings. 


The Quill Club held its 
regular meeting at the Arena, 
Thirty-first Street, last night. 

The meeting was preceded by a dinner, at 
which sixty-five covers were laid, and at 
which J. Wells Champney and Daniel 
Beard were guests of the club. 

Dr. F. H. Marling, who presided at the 
meeting, made a speech in which he dwelt 
upon the advancement that has been made 
in art in this country, and the great devel- 
opment that it has shewn in the City of 
New-York, as instanced by the great in- 
crease of late years in the number of its 
public and private art schools and galleries. 

He then introduced Mr. Champney, who 
gave a short but instructive lecture on 
“* Pastellists and Their Work,”’ in which he 
traced their art from its earliest days to 
the present. To emphasize and illustrate 
his remarks and make the subject as clear 
as possible to his audience, Mr. Champney 
circulated photographs of the most re- 
nowned works by the greatest pastellists, 
and thus prepared his hearers for the en- 
comiums which he delivered upon Rosalba 
Carriera, Latour, Raphael Mengs, Leotard, 
and others, both ancient and modern. 

He explained fully the difference in meth- 
od and technique between the pastellists and 
those who work in oils, and interested his 
auditors to such an extent that he was 
plied with many questions after he had 
taken his seat. 

He was followed by Mr. Beard, who gave, 
as he said, some of the “ inside tips of the 
cartoonist,’ with the aid of a blackboard 
and his colored chalks. 

Mr. Beard was witty and amusing in all 
that he said and did, and kept his audience 
in a constant state of expectation as to 
what he would produce from the seemingly 
chaotic chalk marks with which he covered 
his papers from time to time before he de- 
velcped his pictures by a few deft strokes. 

He talked a little and sang a little, and 
through song acquainted those present with 
the fact that all of Dr. Depew’s jokes had 
been told to Columbus 400 years ago. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Beard’s chalk 
talk, the meeting dispersed with thanks to 
its entertainers.

LONG ISLAND CITY, Dec. 11.—A 
walking across a vacant lot bounded by 
Third and Fourth Streets and West Avenue 
and Front Street this morning found a 
counterfeit silver dollar. Going a few steps 
further he came across another counterfeit 
coin. The boy took the counterfeits to the 
Second Precinct Police Station and gave 
them to Sergeant Dunn. The latter sent a 
policeman to search for more of the spur- 
ious coins. 

The policeman, carefully going over the 
ground, attracted the attention of several 
passers-by, and they, learning from the boy 
who first found the coins that the place 
was full of money, joined in the hunt. 
Soon men came from near-by factories and 
shops. It was not long before a crowd of 
men and boys were tramping back and 
forth over the vacant ground, looking for 
dollars, 

No one but the policeman and the discov- 
erer of the first coins knew that they were 
counterfeits, and not good coins, that were 
being ‘hunted for, and the assemblage 
walked around with their backs bent and 
eyes wide open, anxious for sudden wealth. 
One of them stooped down and picked up 
a dollar that was half covered by mud. 
The others saw him pick up something, and 
immediately there was a wild rush for that 
part of the field, 

The policeman had been left alone in the 
rush, and when he picked up another coin 
the crowd was soon around him. 
time everybody knew that the money found

was counterfeit, and a good many left the 


place disgusted. There were enough re- 
maining, however, to find three more of the 


dollars, and the coins were all turned over | 


to the policeman. 

The only way the police can account for 
the presence of the counterfeits in the field 
is that they were thrown there by the com- 
panions of a stranger arrested for trying to 
pass a bad dollar on William Hollingsworth, 
a saloon keeper at 197 Jackson Avenue, last 
night. The man called for a drink. He was 
served by the proprietor, and put a silver 
dollar down on the bar in payment for the 
drink. Hollingsworth saw the coin was a 
counterfeit, and pushed it back toward his 
customer. Without touching the drink the 
the coin and hurried out. 
The saloon keeper became suspicious and 
sent his son to follow the man. 

The boy met a policeman and told him 
about the man’s attempt to pass off the 
counterfeit. This policeman pointed the 
stranger out to another policeman, who ar- 
rested him. While passing Seventh Street 
on the way to the police station, the pris- 
oner broke away and started to run down 
that street. The policeman and young 
Hollingsworth gave chase. After running 
a short distance, Hollingsworth saw the 
fleeing prisoner thrown something away. 
He picked it up and found it was a bad 
dollar. The man was recaptured after a 
sharp chase and handcuffed. 

At the police station he said his name 
was Gavanon Santi, and gave his age as 
twenty-two years. He said he lived in Mul- 
berry Street, New-York, but refused to tell 
the number. He was searched, but none of 
the counterfeit money was found upon him. 
It is thought he had zcccomplices, and that 
they saw him arrested and hurried to the 
ferry’ to New-York, throwing the money 
they had into the vacant lot, which is only 
a block from the ferry entrance. 

The counterfeits are not well made. 
are very light, but have a good ring. The 
milling is poor workmanship, and there 
are several glaring defects on the face of 
the coins. 

Mrs. John Foley, wife of a Dutch Kills 
saloon keeper, brought one of the counter- 
feits to the police station to-day. She 
saw Santi and identified him as the man 
who passed the coin on her yesterday. The 
prisoner will be turned over to the United 
States authorities in Brooklyn to-morrow.

REPUBLICAN SUGAR TRUST 
ALLIANCE WITH GORMAN, 

There should be no misunderstanding 
about the attitude of the Republican 
Senators, or a majority of them, toward 
the proposed removal of the discriminat- 
ing duty on German sugar and of the 
Sugar Trust’s differential of 1-8 of a cent 
a pound. They have decided that they 
will not permit either of these duties to 
be repealed. That is admitted by the 
leading journals of the party. The alli- 
ance of the Republican leaders with Gor- 
man and the other members of the Dem- 
ocratic Sugar Trust group, formed in the 
days of the last session, still 
exists, and it is the determination of 
those who made it to prevent at this ses- 
sion either the repeal of the Trust’s 1-8 
or the removal of the 1-10 that has ex- 
cited the dangerous and injurious com- 
mercial hostility of Germany. 

At the close of the last session we set 
forth the official record of the action by 
which the Republicans, under the direc- 
tion of Mr. Aldrich, enforced the purpose 
of this alliance with the Gorman group. 
The Murphy resolution was passed on a 
after three days of intrigue 
and of skillful manipulation of votes and

motions by Gorman on one side and Al- 
drich on the other, working with a com- 
mon That official record shows 
clearly that at any time in that period 
of three days the Republicans could have 
cut off the Trust’s 1-8 of a cent and the 
discriminating duty of 1-10 of a cent by 
voting with at least sixteen Democrats 
who desired the removal of these duties. 
But they had bound themselves to act 
with Gorman for the Trust. They care- 
fully observed—in open Senate and in 
the meetings of the Finance Committee— 


aim. 


the programme which had been made by 
Gorman and Aldrich, and when the con- 
clusion of the game was reached, in the 
passage of the Murphy resolution, they 
voted with Gorman and against the six- 
teen Democrats who would gladly have 
joined them in repealing the two obnox- 
ious duties. 

After the purpose of this alliance had 
been attained, The New-York Tribune 
published the following explanation from 
its Washington ccrrespondent: 


“The programme of the Republican and 
Conservative managers, [meaning Aldrich 
and Gorman,] as announced in these dis- 
patches of last evening, was carried 
through without a hitch, except that Mr. 
Gorman was encouraged to introduce, with 
great effect, one of his clever dramatic 
strokes for the delectation of the public.” 


At the beginning of the present session 
the reasons calling for a repeal of these 
two duties were even stronger than they 
had been in August last. The retention 
of the discriminating duty of 1-10 of a 
has already injured our export 
trade, and much greater injury is indi- 
eated for the near future. But, as we 
have said, the alliance still exists. So far 
as any amendment of the tariff is con- 
cerned, the question has been narrowed 
down until it includes only these two 
duties, and it is to preserve them that 
“the Republican managers” are still in 
combination with Gorman and his group. 

There is abundant proof. It is admit- 
ted that before the recent Democratic 
conference, or before the conclusion of it, 
the Republican members of the Finance 
Committee gave notice that they would 
undertake to prevent the repeal of the 
duties in question. This has been shown 
in the dispatches of prominent Republic- 
an journals. "With reference to the pol- 
icy adopted by the Republicans, the vet- 
eran correspondent of The Chicago Inter 
Ocean wrote, on the 5th inst.: 

“The Republicans will certainly not con- 
sent to any change in the existing tariff 
law. There can be no possible doubt about 
that. Senator Voorhees, the Chairman of 
the Finance Committee, has already in- 
formed the Democratic caucus that this is 
the policy of the Republicans of the Fi- 
nance Committee. The Republicans will 
not even permit the repeal of that proposi- 
tion of the tariff law which relates to free 
alcohol in the arts. They will not consent 
to any change whatever in the existing 
Tariff bill.’ 

The New-York Tribune’s reports were 
to the same effect, and after the Demo- 
eratic conference, under the direction of 
Gorman, had decided upon a course 
which excluded consideration of the two 
sugar duties of 1-8 and 1-10, The Tribune 


said, on the 7th inst.: 

“The legislative programme adopted yes- 
terday by the caucus of Democratic Sen- 
ators is received with entire satisfaction by 
the leaders on the Republican side, whose 
cordial assent to the policy which prevailed 
was sagaciously secured in advance by the 
Chairman [Mr. Gorman] of the Democratic 
Steering Committee.’’ 

The old Sugar Trust alliance is still in 
force, undertaking to ‘carry through 
its programme without a hitch.”’ 

The Tribune had explained on the pre- 
ceding day why Mr. Gorman was op- 
posed to the adoption of any rule to limit 
debate and to secure a vote within a 
reasonable time. It was because he 
feared that his power would be reduced, 
and his power, our neighbor remarked, 
had— ‘ 


“been built up by the gradual absorp- 
tion on his part of the functions of an in- 


termediary to arrange with the leaders of 


cent 
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the other side the terms and conditions of 
all-important legislation.” 

“Under the present .system,” The 
Tribune addod, ‘‘a dozen men en both 
sides who dominate the Senate can con- 
trol a}l legislation.”’ But, so far as legis- 
lation concerning the two duties on sugar 
is concerned, the controlling influence 
has been exercised and is now exercised 
by an alliance of the Republicans under 
the management of Mr. Aldrich -with 
Mr. Gorman and his Sugar Trust contin- 
gent on the Democratic side. 

Senator Quay, whose vote gave the 
Trust the differential of 1-8, now intro- 
duces a bill to repeal this duty, saying 
that the Democrats are afraid to go on 
record. What a farce it is! He knows 
that his Republican associates have 
agreed with Gorman that no action on 
such a ‘proposition shall be permitted. 
The New-York Tribune remarks in an 
editorial article that no action ‘‘ seems 
probable ” because the power of Gorman 
and his followers has been increased by 
the election. But The Tribune knows 
that Gorman’s power to prevent the re- 
moval of the Sugar Trust’s differential 
and the discriminating duty depends on 
the support of the Republican side, ob- 
tained through the alliance of “ the Re- 
publican and Conservataive managers.” 

The Republicans can now repeal these 
two duties any day by acting with those 
Democrats who desire to have them re- 
pealed. They will not act with them, 
because they are for the Sugar Trust 
now, as they were when the McKinley 
bill was made and passed, and as they 


have been ever since.

A “PRACTICABLE BRIDGE.” 

The Secretary of War, whose approval 
is necessary before plans can be adopted 
for a bridge across the Hudson River, 
has been assured that capitalists are 
awaiting the opportunity to invest in a 
“ practicable railroad bridge.” It is very 
certain that they will never invest in 
any other kind. What the commercial 
interests of New-York require and what 
the people hope to see is a ‘ practicable 
bridge’? across the Hudson River, and 
not a visionary bridge that is beautiful 
on paper. 

Plenty of expert opinion has been given 
about bridges that are “ practicable” 
from an engineering point of view, but 
the kind in which capitalists will invest 
and, therefore, the kind that there is any 
chance of getting, must be “ practicable ”’ 
from a financial point of view, which 
means that it must not cost so much 
that there will be no sure prospect of a 
fair return on the investment within a 
reasonable time, 

Now, whether the bridge shall be of 
the suspension or cantilever type, wheth- 
er it shall cross the river by a single 
span or be supported by a pier, leaving 
an ample and unobstructed channel for 
navigation, should be decided solely with 
reference to this kind of practicability. 
The plan should be approved which will 
insure the building of a bridge across 
the river for actual use, and not leave it 
to decorate the arcHives of some defunct 
corporation. 

The only undetermined question that 
we know of in connection with the sub- 
ject is whether the pier for a cantilever 
bridge, with a 2,000 feet span, would 
seriously obstruct the navigation of the 
river. There is no reason for believing 
that such a pier would be an obstruction, 
while a bridge would much facilitate 
the normal development of the vast traf- 
fic between New-York and the rest of 
the country, which is virtually the 


' traffic of the whole country with other 


countries. Upon that traffic the prosper- 
ity of the city and all its interests de- 
pends. What would constitute a “ prac- 
ticable bridge’ is known, and a corpora- 
tion stands ready with plans and pro- 
spective capital to make it a reality. It 
is a question of that bridge or no bridge, 
and to that question there should be but 


one possible answer.

THE POOLING AMENDMENTS. 

The action of the lower house of Con- 
gress yesterday in passing the pooling 
amendments to the Inter-State Commerce 
act will be cordially approved by the 
railroad companies throughout the coun- 
try, and there is good reason for the be- 
lief that it will have a stimulating effect 
upon railway business. The friends of 
the bill apparently have no fear of its 
meeting with serious opposition in the 
Senate. This measure has the unquali- 
fied indorsement of nearly twoscore in- 
fluential commercial bodies representing 
the best business sentiment in the North, 
South, East, and West. The New-York 
Chamber of Commerce is on record in 
its favor. 

While this bill does not give the rail- 
roads all that they desired in the way of 


¥ # 


pooling privileges, it concedes to them 
enough to make the measure quite satis- 
factory, for the present at least. The 
bill provides that the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission shall have the power 
to pass upon each pooling contract, and 
the approval of the commission is neces- 
sary to make such contracts enforceable. 

Whenever two or more railroad compa- 
nies desire to enter into an agreement to 
pool their business or their gross or net 
earnings, the contract must be filed with 
the commission, and it shall become law- 
ful and enforceable at the expiration of 
twenty days from the date of filing un- 
less the commission makes an order dis- 
approving the same. In reaching a ver- 
dict of disapproval the commission must 
find that the operation of such contract 
* would result in unreasonable rates, un- 
just discrimination, inferior service to the 
public, or otherwise contravene any of 
the provisions of this act.” 

After a pooling contract goes into ef- 
fect, under the terms of the bill passed 
yesterday, it becomes the duty of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission to 
watch its operation, and if its effects 
work injury or mischief, the commission 
has power to abrogate the contract with 
thirty days’ notice. The orders and find- 
ings of the commission in this matter, 
as in all others, are subject to review by 
any circuit court of the United States.

PLATT IS IN THE FIELD. 


Mr. Platt talks defiantly, like a man 
confident of his power to do all the mis- 
chief he threatens.

MR, BROCKWAY’S VICTORY. 

After all, Superintendent Brockway 
has substantial compensations for the 
annoyance he has been put to, It wasa 
terrible fight, and the chances 
against him.

SIX PAINTERS. 


Six painters have taken possession of the 
American Art Galleries, and the result is 
a most interesting exhibition of oils, water 
colors, and black and white. 

The lower gallery is taken up with pict- 
ures by Robert V. V. Sewell and his wife, 
Amanda Brewster Sewell, whose work is at 
once a revelation and a surprise. The gen- 
eral coup d’oeil, as ome enters, is one of 
brilliant, dancing, scintillating sunshine; of 
healthy, lovely womanhood; of the human 
form undraped, free of movement, lithe of 
limb, with no unpleasant suggestiveness, 
no drawback to mar the charm. There is 
honesty of purpose, sincerity, and direct- 
ness apparent in every bit of work, and 
the spectator must be hard to please who 
does not enter into sympathy with these 
painters. The ‘‘ Daughters of Hesperus,” 
the joint work of Mr. and Mrs. Sewell, at 
once commands attention. The canvas is 
large, the three figures fully life-sized, and 
the treatment big, simple, and very suc- 
cessful. Remarkable flesh painting, the 
subtle outdoor light true and the sun- 
Shine brilliant to a degree. There is har- 
mony of color, refinement, and great feeling 
in every inch of the canvas. 

Mr. Sewell, in ‘‘ The Vintage’Revel,” has 
succeeded most admirably with difficulties 
of composition and effect of light. 

Not less than a dozen figures have been 
successfully placed in varying attitudes, each 
in good action, the interest concentrated 
and the picture holding together thoroughly 
well. Mr. Sewell has shirked no difficulties 
and has overcome many serious problems 
with much success. The types of women 
are refined, the faces attractive, and a true 
decorative spirit pervades the whole com- 
position. Mr. and Sewell have been 
working under African suns, and in a few 
happily-chosen lines from William Morris, 
placed in the catalogue, they frankly ad- 
mit their love for that land, to which, by 
the way, they shortly return. There they 
have found qualities of light and atmos- 
phere, softness of outline, warmth, genial- 
ity, and a chance to paint constantly out 
of doors, and they have made the most of 
their opportunities. Each study shows a 
loving touch, and an evident satisfaction in 
the painting, with results according. 

There are earlier efforts, remembered at 
previous exhibitions—‘‘ Sea Urchins,” ‘“ A 
Tale of Troy,” and others, good in their 
way, but the later work is much in advance 
and there is more breadth, more certainty 
of purpose, a surer touch, and a more ma- 
ture judgment apparent. Mrs. Sewell’s “ La- 
voire in the Gatanais,” shown both here and 
at Paris some years since, holds its own 
wonderfully well, and loses none of its 
freshness. 

In ‘ Bacchantes,” Mr. Sewell evidently 
felt his way up to the greater problems 
in the ‘* Revel.”’ Here again we see a charm- 
ing group of gracefal figures, full of action 
and go, and arranged with dexterity, partic- 
ularly as to arms dnd legs, difficulties that 
oftm trip the artist. Here the shadow 
is particularly effective, keeping its place 
though high in key, while the light is brill- 
iant and powerful, and, as in all the work 
here shown, a true feeling of decoration 
pervades everything. Mrs. Sewell contrib- 
utes several portraits, No. 18 being, per- 
haps, the most successful, with its genuine 
feminine quality through the whole canvas. 
4 small portrait of a lady, too, is delight- 
ful in its way, and both are painted with 
more breadth and freedom than is No. 16, 
**Mother and Son,” that has been shown 
before. There are a few landscape studies 
that are slight, but interesting, notes of va- 
rious effects of sunlight. 

Up stairs, Mr. George Agnew Reid of To- 
ronto has the large gallery to himself, and 
he proves an interesting new-comer. He 
shows some seventy pictures in various me- 
diums, mostly oil, and of every possible 
size, from a six-inch panel to an enormous 
decorative triptych, that covers one entire 
wall. This big decoration is extremely 
agreeable in color, and has many of the 
harmonious qualities of a piece of old tap- 
estry; there is a breadth in its treatment, 
too, that is commendable, but it is empty, 
and it is difficult to get away from this 
fact in looking at it. Next in size, though 
more important, is ‘‘ The Foreclosure of the 
Mortgage,’ (No. 131,) thoroughly English in 
its story-telling qualities, with the agony 
piled up. A very sick man, propped up on 
an easy chair, is receiving a visit apparently 
from the holder of the mortgage, while the 
family is gathered about in great despair 
and utter hopelessness. The subject is theat- 
rical and forced, but well drawn, and paint- 
ed in a brownish key, withal effective. “A 
Modern Madonna” (No. 182) has a strong 
touch of human nature in it that will doubt- 
less make it a popular picture, and the 
same may be said of ‘‘ Family Prayer,” 
(No, 140,) which is perhaps the best of the 
three compositions, and has much quiet dig- 
nity and force. “The Other Side of the 
Question” (No. 141) is of the story-telling 
order, but there is a monotony in the many 
bearded faces of the men that palls, and the 
grouping is not quite successful.- There is 
abundant sunshine in “ Idling,’’ (No. 159,) 
and much freshness and brilliancy in the 
‘* Bridge,” (No. 192.) ‘‘ The Sonata” (No. 
142) is not up to the stancard of the other 
being indifferent in drawing 
and muddy in color. There are many bright, 
crisp studies from nature, showing much 
observation and careful attention, of which 
‘Harvest ’’ (No. 135) is a good example. 

Mr. W. Hamilton Gibson shows a large 
number of drawings in black and white, 
originals of various illustrations for “‘ Sharp 
Eyes" and other and Mr. 
Gibson has written, familiar to the readers 
of magazines, and needing no comment here, 
but, nevertheless, showing delicacy of feel- 
ing and intimate knowledge of insect, weed, 
and blossom. 

There are the familiar drawings by Elihu 
Vedder, for the edition of ‘‘ The Rubiyat of 
Omar Khayyam,” together with sketches 
and a color scheme for panel in ceiling 
and dining room of Mr. Huntington’s house, 
in Fifth Avenue. 

The collection of water colors, with an 
occasional oil here and there, by Herbert 
A. Oliver, completely fills the top gallery. 
Mr. Oliver has journeyed far and wide, al- 
ways, it would seem, with his paint box 
close at hand, and he has missed but few 
opportunities. He has painted under all con- 
ditions of light and effect, and has a facil- 
ity quite astonishing. His work is more or 
less uniform in quality, generally interest- 
ing, and apparently very like the scenes he 
has visited.

MISS DAVENPORT AS GISMONDA 


SUPERB SPECTACLE ON THE STAGE 
OF THE FIFTH AVENUE THEATRE. 


A Performance of the: New ‘Sardoa 
Drama of Blood and Lust Good 


Enough to Excite Enthusiasm. 


Fanny Davenport produced the new Sar- 
dou drama of superstition, lust, and murder 
at the Fifth Avenue Theatre last evening, 
in ‘presence of an extraordinary audience, 
in a superb manner. The scene of “ Gis- 
monda” is Athens under the Florentine rule, 
which affords a splendid opportunity to the, 
scene painter and costumer. The most 
seems to have been made by both of the 
obvious contrast of mediaeval luxury in 
its perfect flower with the ruins of classic 
grandeur. The costumes, which are rich 
and expensive, blend the Florentine designs 
with the Oriental; these are all, with the 
exception of Miss Davenport’s gorgeous 
dresses, copies of those used in the same 
play at the Renaissance in Paris, but they 
were all made in New-York. The robes of 
the star are not only uncommonly expen- 
sive, but beautiful and tasteful as well. 
The five scenes were designed and painted 
by Clare, Dodge, Marston, Emens, and Er- 
nest Albert, respectively, the assignment of 
the last named being the imposing church 
interior, in which the catastrophe of the 
drama is reached. The pictures are all 
handsome and impressive, and every detail 
of the production—the nice sense of artistic 
effect shown in the arrangement of a bit of 
drapery here and there; the grouping of 
the supernumeraries and their by-play, 
the light effects, and the incidental music, 
both pastoral and religious, indicate the 
dominating influence of an alert, progres- 
sive mind. Miss Davenport is not’ only a 
vigorous, experienced, and ambitious actor, 
but she is also one of the begt producers 
of plays. 

The first place has been purposely given 
to the pictorial side of her new production, 
for that is the side which will appeal most 
Strongly to the American public. ‘“ Gis- 
monda”’ is a magnificent stage pageant, 
one that every playgoer in every American 
city will hasten to see. There is no doubt 
that it will be a very profitable show. 

After a night or two of practice—for the 
Stage hands, not for the actors—the dra- 
matic side of the production will doubtless 
command a larger share of approval. Last 
nights the “‘ waits”’ were insufferably long, 
and the performance dragged, though each 
of the five acts is short and each has its# 
own particular variety of “ thrill.” There 
is no lack of dramatic material. As usual 
in a Sardou play of this pattern—as in 
a “Théodora,” and the Sardou- 
‘ Cléopatre ’’—there is some excess 
of narrative, but it serves well, after all, 
to throw into bold relief the audacious and 
startling incidents of the drama. 

“ Gismonda "’ is, in short, a strong, brutal, 
vigorous, and telling play. But as much 
was inferred, before its production here, from 
the accounts of its performance in Paris, 
Where Sarah Bernhardt has celebrated her 
completion of a half century by a portrayal 
of the superstitious, domineering, impas- 
sioned, vengeful Duchess of Athens that 
has startled and fascinated her publie and 
placed it more surely than ever under the 
thrall of the greatest actress in the world. 

Miss Davenport’s impersonation of Gis- 
monda is, of course, quite another matter. 
She has many qualities and gifts that help 
her to realize, in a forceful and consci- 
entious way, an ideal that is serviceable 
and recognizable of a woman too religious 
to break a certain vow, too proud to keep 
it, adroit enough to compel the man who 
therefore has her in his power to release . 
her, but too passionate then to accept the 
freedom she has so cleverly secured. 

She has a fine presence, hereditary dis- 
tinction of bearing, an ample, well-trained 
voice, and a good understanding of stage 
technique. Her exposition of a mother’s 
frenzy when her child is in danger, and joy 
when he is saved, and of an artful wo- 
man’s cajolery of a single-minded, passion- 
ate man are examples of good acting, much 
better than we often see on the contem- 
porary stage. Miss Davenport's frenzies, to 
be sure, 2re apt to impress one as well-or- 
dered rather than terrifying, but her sym- 
bols are correct. Her Gismonda is there- 
fore a portrayal worthy of consideration. 

In her support she has a large company 
of actors, but, of them all, only Mr. Mac- 
Dowell, Mr. Roberts, and Mr. Elliott have 
prominent characters. The performances of 
these are satisfactory if not brilliantly ef- 
fective, and many of the minor personages 
are well acted, though in some cases the 
elgcution of the performers in lamentably 
bad. 

The dialogue has been rendered into ac- 
ceptable English prose. Little of it is ele- 
vating, but there are passages that stir and 
The theory expounded 
by a blind sage that the gods and godesses 
of ancient Greece were bad angels cast out 
of heaven at the time of Satan’s rebellion 
strikes the habitual playgoer as an odd 
fancy for a stage play that is designed to 
be popular, for there are so few ideas of any 
kind in the ordinary stage play. What may 
be called the Aphrodite motive of the 
drama, which is introduced by the diseov- 
ery near the Acropolis of a broken statue 
of Venus and is carried through the play, 
is ingenious and well executed. 

The play is not quite so good of its kind 
as “La Tosca,” but is decidedly better 
than the French ‘* Cleopatra,” and Miss 
Davenport’s portrayal of Gismonda will 
probably be ranked between her Tosca, 
which is the best thing she ever did, and her 
Egyptian Queen. We can imagine the thrill 
of horror Bernhardt excites when she climbs 
over the ruined pillars, in the moonlight, 
to secure the hatchet with which she is 
about to brain the archvillain. But Miss 
Davenport secures the weapon with skill 
and uses it with all desirable effect.

ARMENIA AND DIPLOMACY | 


Wise Avoidance of Commitment of 
America to Joint Action. 


TURKISH VIEW OF THE MASSACRES 


Consul Jewett Accompanies the Com- 
mittee of Investigation Only 
that He May Report the 
Exact Truth. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The Turkish 
Legation has received the following com- 
munication: 

“The Armenian agitators that made their 
appearance in the steep mountains of Ta- 
louri, situated between Sassoun, in the 
southeast of Morish (Vilayet of Bitlis) and 
the district of Call of the Mutessarifat of 
Guendj, combined their forces together at 
the instigation of a certain Hampartzoun, 
who, under the assumed name of Mourat, 
Was already giving trouble in those regions. 

This Hampartzoun, born in Hadjin, (Vila- 
yet of Adana,) after having for eight years 
studied medicine in the Civil Medical School 
of Constantinople and participated in the 
disorders of .Coum-Capon, fled to Athens 
and thence to Genoa. He afterward went, 
disguised and again under an assumed 
name, by way of Alexandretta, from Diar- 
bekir to the neighborhood of Bitlis, and he 
began then and there his seditious agita- 
tion, together with five other individuals. 

Hampartzoun was giving positive assur- 
ances to credulous people that he was .a 
foreign agent, backed by all the European 
powers in his plan to upset the Turkish au- 
thorities. He succeeded thus in gaining to 
his criminal ends the Armenians of the vil- 
lages of Siner, Simal, Gulli-Guzat, Ahi, 
Hedenk, Sinank, Chekind, Elffard, Mous- 
sone, Etek, and Akdijesser, as well as those 
of the small borough of Talouri, compris- 
ing four districts. 

** Now, these insurgents, under the com- 
mand of Hampartzoum, abandoning, toward 
the latter part of July last, their respective 
villages, and after having placed in inac- 
cesssible spots their wives, children, and 
belongings, and secured also the co-opera- 
tion of other armed insurgents that came 
from the Valley of Moush and from the 
Cazas of Cail and Selvan, assembled to- 
gether, numbering more than 3,000, at a 
place called Endouk-Dagh. Five or six hun- 
dred of them decided to fall upon Moush. 

“They began by attacking the tribe of 
Delikau, on the Mount Courlink, in the 
south of Moush, killed a few of them, and 
robbed them of their belongings. All Mus- 
selmans that fell into their hands were insult- 
ed in their religion and murdered in a most 
horrible fashion. The regular troops of the 
neighborhood of Moush were also attacked 
by these insurgents, who, however, did not 
dare to attack Moush itself, owing to the 
strong military forces of the town. 

“These rebels, together with those as- 
sembled at Endouk-Dagh, organized then 
separate bands, which assailed ferociously 
the tribes close at hand, committing hor- 
rible crimes and depredations. They burned 
alive the nephew of Eumer Agha and as- 
saulted and murdered Musselman women 
of three or four houses of the village of 
Gulli-Guzat. They also tortured many Mus- 
selmans, forcing them to kiss the cross, 
putting their eyes out, cutting their ears, 
and submitting them to the most horrible 
indignities, 

“The same rebels, at the beginning of 
August last, attacked the tribes of Favinar 
of Bekiran, and of Badikan, committing 
crimes similar to the above, The insurgents 
of the villages of Enligheunuk and of Yer- 
mouch, situated in the canton of Djenan, at- 
tacked in their turn the Kurds living there, 
as also the villages of KaiSser and of Tie- 
hatchat. 

“Toward the end of August last the Ar- 
menians were attacking the Kurds in the 
neighborhood of Moush, burning three or 
four villages, including Gulli-Guzat. 

“In relation to the agitators of Talouri, 
numbering more than 3,000, after having 
brought consternation and death among 
Mussulmans and Christians alike, they re- 
fused to surrender and continued their 
criminal proceedings. Regular troops were 
sent to the spot to put down their rebellion. 

“The chief Hampartzoun fled to a high 
mountain with eleven of his associates in 
crime. He was captured alive, not, how- 
ever, without his killing two soldiers and 
wounding six. By the end of August last 
all insurgent bands were dispersed. 
“Women, children, and invalids were 
treated with consideration and according to 
the dictates of Islamism and humanity. The 
insurgents who fell were those who refused 
to surrender, and preferred to fight the 
lawful authorities of their country. The in- 
surgents who were captured will be pun- 
ished according to the laws.” 

The President to-day sent to the Senate, 
in response to the Hoar resolution, the Ar- 
menian correspondence, consisting of a let- 
ter from the Secretary of State and a copy 
of a cable dispatch to Minister Terrell. 

The Secretary, after reciting the resolu- 
tion, says: 

‘The department has received no informa- 
tion ‘in regard to alleged cruelties com- 
mitted upon Armenians in Turkey,’ other 
than the statements that have been made 
by the Turkish Government, the current re- 
ports in the press, and two telegraphic re- 
ports from the Legation of the United 
States at Constantinople. Those state- 
ments and reports contain nothing ag to any 
cruelties committed upon persons who are 
now described in the resolution as ‘ citi- 
zens who have declared their intention to 
become naturalized.’ The undersigned is 
not aware that there are American citizens 
in Armenia, or elsewhere, who are such 
otherwise than by birth or naturalization. 
The department is not informed that Turk- 
ish subjects who have declared their inten- 
tion to become citizens of the United States 
and have acquired a domicile in this coun- 
try have, upon returning to the land of 
their birth, been subjected to’ crvelties. 


“In the absence of authentic information 
in regard to the matters.in question, no 
.*expostulation’ have been addressed to 
the Government or Turkey concerning them. 

“As to ‘proposals made to or by this 
Government to act in concert with other 
Christian powers,’ the undersigned has the 
honor to say that, on the 30th uplt., the 
American Minister at Constantinople tele- 
graphed that the Sultan had expressed = 
desire that a citizen of the United States 
should accompany ‘a Turkish commission’ 
to investigate the alleged cruelties. This 
solicitation, which is doubtless one of the 
* proposals’ referred to in recent public ru- 
mors, was, though fully appreciated, de- 
clined for the following reasons: 


“The position of the Christian subjects af 
Turkey is guaranteed by certain stipula- 
tions in the treaty of Berlin of 1878, »which 
forms part of what is known as the Euro- 
pean concert. The Government of the 
United States is not a party to that treaty. 
By its sixty-first article it is provided: 

«The Sublime Porte undertakes to carry 
out without further delay the improvements 
and reforms demanded by local require- 
ments in the provinces inhabited by the 
Armenians, and to guarantee their security 
against the Circassians and Kurds. It will 
periodically make known the step taken to 
this effect to the powers, which will super- 
intend their application.’ 

“It is obvious that the intervention of the 
United States, at the solicitation of Tur- 
key, in a matter to which three stipula- 
tions expressly relate, would not have been 
timely and judicious, either on the score of 
propriety or of expediency. On the con- 
trary, it might have proved to be éxceed- 
ingly embarrassing to the European whose 


duty it is to see that the guarantees in fa- 
vor of the Armenians are executed. 

“Subsequently, however, the British Gov- 
ernment, one of the principal signatories of 
the treaty, having taken steps in the mat- 
ter, expressed a desire that a capable and 
upright citizen of the United States might 
participate with the commission in an in- 
vestigation now to be made. 

“With this request, which was supported 
by the Porte, it was decided to comply, and 
Mr. Jewett, Consul of the United States at 
Sivas, was designated for the duty. 

“ The undersigned deems its superfluous to 
Say it is the desire of the department that 
a complete and impartial investigation may 
be made of the matters referred to in the 
resolution of the Senate, to the end that the 
facts may be fully elicited, and the require- 
ments of justice and humanity, as well as 
of the treaty stipulations, duly observed.

The following telegram was sent to Min- 
ister Terrell, at Constantinople, under date 
of Dee. 5: 

“Since my telegram of 2d inst., declin- 
ing participation of this Government in pro- 
posed investigation of reported occurrences 
at Sassoun, your supplementary telegram 
of the same date has been received. The 
Turkish Minister yesterday repeated the 
Sultan’s desire that an American join the 
Turkish Commissioners in the investigation; 
and, moreover, the British Government, a 
party to the treaty of Berlin, has expressed 
its desire that a capable and upright citizen 
of the United States participate and report 
his individual conclusions. The President 
therefore directs that Mr. Jewett, Consul at 
Sivas, aceompany the Turkish commission, 
rot, however, as a member of it, to the dis- 
trict in which the alleged atrocities were 
committed, and, after full and impartial in- 
vestigation, report the facts for the in- 
formation of his Government. He will not 


join the Turkish or other Commissioners in, 


any report. You will inform the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, and, if necessary, ask 
proper escort for Mr. Jewett. 

‘“ GRESHAM.” 

The following letter of transmission from 
the President accompanied the letter of 
Secretary Gresham: 

“TS the Senate of the United States: 

“T have received a copy of the following 
resolution of the Senate, passed on the 3d 
inst.: 

““* Resolved, That the President be re- 
quested, if in his judgment not incompatible 
with the public interest, to communicate 
to the Senate any information he'may have 
received in regard to the alleged cruelties 
committed upon Armenians in Turkey, and es- 
pecially whetherany such cruelties have been 
committed upon citizens who have declared 
their intention to become naturalized in this 
country, or upon persons because of their 
being Christians, and further to inform the 
Senate whether any expostulations have 
been addressed by this Government to the 
Government of Turkey in regard to such 
matters, or any proposals made by or to 
this Government to act in concert with 
other Christian powers regarding the same, ’ 

“In response to said resolution, I beg 
leave to inform the Senate that I have no 
information concerning cruelties committed 
upon Armenians in Turkey, or upon persons 
because of their being Christians, except 
such information as has been derived from 
newspaper reports and statements emanat- 
ing from the Turkish Government denying 
such cruelties, and two telegraphic reports 
from our Minister at Constantinople. 

‘One of these reports, dated Nov. 28, 
1894, is in answer to an inquiry by the State 
Department touching reports in the press 
alleging the killing of Armenians, and is as 
follows: 

*** Reports in American papers of Turkish 
atrocities at Sassoun are sensational and 
exaggerated. The killing was in a conflict 
between armed Armenians and Turkish sol- 
diers. The Grand Vizier says it was neces- 
sary to suppress insurrection, and that 
about fifty Turks were killed. Between 300 
and 400 Armenian guns were picked up 
after the fight, and reports are that about 
that number of Armenians were killed, I 
give credit to his statement.’ 

“The other dispatch referred to is dated 
Dec. 2, 1894, and is as follows: 

“Information from British Ambassador 
indicates far more loss of lives in Armenia 
attended with atrocities than stated in my 
telegram of the 28th. 

“Tf have received absolutely no informa- 
tion eoncerning any cruelties committed 
‘upon citizens who have declared their in- 
tention to become naturalized in this coun- 
try,’ or upon any persons who had a right 
to claim or have claimed for any reason 
the protection of the United States Gov- 
ernment. 

“In the absence of such authentic detailed 
knowledge on the subject as would justify 
our interference, no ‘ expostulations’ have 
been addressed by this Government to the 
Government of Turkey in regard to such 
matters. 

“ The last inquiry contained in the resolu- 
tion of the Senate touching these alleged 
cruelties seeks information concerning ‘ any 
proposal made ky or to this Government to 
act in concert with other Christian powers 
regarding the same.’ 

“The first proposal of the kind referred to 
was made by the Turkish Government 
through our Minister on the 30th day of No- 
vember, when the Sultan then expressed 
a desire that a Consul of the United States 
be sent with a Turkish commission to in- 
vestigate the alleged atrocities on Arme- 
nians. This was construed as an invitation 
on the part of the Turkish Government 
actually to take part with a Turkish com- 
mission in an investigation of these affairs 
and any report to be made thereon, and 
the proposition came before our Minister’s 
second dispatch was received; and at a 
time when the best information in the pos- 
session of our Government was derived 
from his first report, indicating that the 
statements made in the press were sensa- 
tional and exaggerated, and that the atroc- 
ities alleged really did not exist. This 
condition very much weakened any motive 
for an interference based on considerations 
of humanity, and permitted us, without em- 
barrassment, to pursue a course plainly 
marked out by other controlling incidents. 

“By a treaty entered into at Berlin in 
the year 1878 between Turkey and various 
other Governments, Turkey undertook to 
guarantee protection to the Armenians, and 
agreed that it would ‘ periodically make 
known the steps taken to this effect to the 
powers, who will superintend their applica- 
tion.’ 

*“‘Our Government was not a party to this 
treaty, and it is entirély obvious that, in 
the face of the provisions of such a treaty 
above recited, our interference in the pro- 
posed investigation, especially without the 
invitation of any of the powers which had 
assumed by tretay obligations to secure the 
protection of these Armenians, might have 
been exceedingly embarrassing, if not en- 
tirely beyond the limits of justification or 
propriety. 

“The Turkish invitation to join the in- 
vestigation set on foot by that Government 
was, therefore, on the 2d day of Decem- 
ber, declined. On the same day, and after 
this declination had been sent, our Min- 
ister at Constantinople forwarded his sec- 
ond dispatch, tending to modify his former 
report as to the extent and character of 
the Armenian slaughter. At the same time, 
the request of the Sultan for our partici- 
pation in the investigation was repeated, 
and Great Britain, one of the powers which 
joined in the treaty of Berlin, made a like 
request. 

“In view of the changed conditions and 
upon reconsideration of the subject, it was 
determined to send Mr. Jewett, our Con- 
sul at Sivas, to the scene of the alleged 
outrages, not for the purpose of joining with 
any other Government in an investigation 
and report, but to the end that he might be 
able to inform this Government as to the 
exact truth. 

“Instructions to this effect were sent 

‘ 


to Mr. Jewett, and it is suposed that he 
has already entered upon the duty assigned 
him. “ti 

“I submit with this communication/copies 
of _all _ corresnendence, and dispatches. i. 
the State Department on this subject, and 
the report to me of the Secretary of State 
thereon.

LONDON, Dec. 11.—The Manchester Guar- 
dian says that, as the result of a confer- 
ence between Lord Rosebery and Lord 
Kimberley yesterday, the British Govern- 
ment demanded absolute freedom in the 
matter of reporting upon the situation in 
Armenia, and that the demand was at once 
eonceded. Great Britain will immediately 
send to Armenia a special delegate, who 
will be selected by Sir Philip Wodehouse 
Currie, the British Ambassador at Con- 
stantinople. 

The Daily News’s correspondent in Con- 
stantinople says: 

“There is reason to believe that an ar- 
rangement will be made whereby the report 
of the Turkish Commission of-Inquiry will 
be controlled. Probably under this develop- 
ment, which is consequent upon united ac- 
tion by some or all of the powers, Mr. Jew- 
ett, the United States Consul at Sivas, will 
not be ordered to report on the result of 
the inquiry. The latest suggestion is to 
appoint only the foreign Consuls at Erze- 
roum, namely, those of England, France, 
and Russia.”’ 

The Daily News's correspondent in Berlin 
says that it is improbable that Germany 
will join in representations to the Porte, be- 
ing disinclined to support Great Britain. 

VIENNA, Dec. 11.—Dispatches from Con- 
stantinople indicate that the Armenian 
question is likely to lead to the resignation 
of the Turkish Ministry. The Sultan is be- 
lieved to be greatly exercised over the 
movement of the powers in the matter, and 
to await the result of the commission’s in- 
quiry. with concern. It is believed that 
Russia, France, “taly, and possibly Austria 
will support Great Britain, which is sup- 
posed to be awaiting the moral support of 
the powers before taking further action.

FRAUDULENT FOREIGN BANKING, 


Pierce’s Relation to the Business and 
His Present Abode. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—The legend “ Pierce, 
Wright & Co.” still indicates the occupancy 
by that exposed firm of the handsome 
offices which they fitted up at 52 New-Broad 
Street, E. C., where they conducted business 
as “ foreign bankers’’ and from which were 
issued the fraudulent Dakota school bonds 
which hastened the firm’s exposure. Pierce, 
however, has gone to parts unknown, and 
Wright has not been a member of the con- 
cern for some time. In 1892 Pierce bought 
out Wright’s interest in the business, and 


_ the latter is still a creditor on the firm’s 


books for an unpaid balance of the purchase 
money. 

The manager of the concern, In an. in- 
terview with a representative of the United 
Press to-day, sald that an examination of 
the accounts of the firm was being made in 
an endeavor to separate the good securi- 
ties from the bad. The forgeries already 
discovered amount to £150,000, and consist 
chiefly of forged tax certificates and other 
similar securities. These have been sent to 
the United States for verification, in the 
hope that some of them may prove valuabie. 

It is now apparent that Pierce was pre- 
paring for an immense scoop during the 
coming year. He began swindling in a small 
way in 1885. He lived extravagantly, and 
the chief sufferers from his fraudulent prac- 
tices are among his friends. 

He did not advertise his business, but 
still he had a large number of customers, 
and paid 7 per cent. interest regularly. This 
rate was a more attractive advertisement 
than a column advertisement in a néwspa- 
per. His father is a retired barrister. 
Pierce left London on Oct, 10, saying he 
was going to sail for New-York on the 
steamer Britannic, He did not sail on that 
vessel, and it is now thought that he took 
a steamer for Paraguay on Oct. 11. 


POLICE REVOLT IN HONDURAS, 


After Dispute About Wages, Mutineers 


Held Belize for Days. 


e 
LONDON, Dec. 11.—The latest news from 


British Honduras bring the news of a seri- 
ous revolt in the police force early in 
November... The revolt of the police, which 
is virtually a military body, was due to a 
wages dispute. The mutineers held Belize 
for days, retaining their rifles, bayonets, 
revolvers, and ammunition, each man hav- 
ing sixty rounds. 

They mounted small cannon in frent of 
the barracks, and the town was in danger 
of being sacked and burned. There were 
concurrent outbreaks in Orange Walk, Fort 
Cairns, and Fort Munday, where the 
mutineers finally yielded. up their arms, but 
when arrests were attempted they stormed 
the barracks with stones and other missiles. 

The military officers narrowly escaped 
with their lives, 

Ultimately the Governor granted the de- 
mands of the police and they were pacified. 
Citizens of Belize acted as special consta- 
bles during the trouble. The arrival of her 
Majesty’s ship Canada restored confidence. 

The incident, added to the official apathy 
in connection with the much-needed rail- 
way scheme, has given‘an impetus to the 
energetic demand for representative gov- 
ernment in British Honduras. 


BRITAIN OBTAINS AN ISLAND, 


Cession of Peregil by Morocco Is 
Agitating the Spaniards, 


MADRID, Dec. 11.—There is reason to be- 
lieve that Morocco has ceded the island of 
Peregil toGreat Britain for a coaling station. 
Peregil is a small inshore island situated op- 
posite Gibraltar, near the Spanish posses- 
sions of Ceuta. The Spanish Government 
is deeply agitated over the news and the 
newspapers are making indignant attacks 
upon Morocco and Great Britain.

ist Deputies who refused to respond to the 
President’s call for cheers for the Kaiser 
last Thursday. The Socialist Deputies were 
closeted in conference for some time before 
the beginning of the sitting, and the clauses 
of Prince Hohenlohe’s communication to 
President von Levetzow were separately 
considered. 

President von Levetzow opened the sit- 
ting by reading the result of the recent bal- 
lot for Secretaries, and afterward read the 
petition of the Public Prosecutor for the 
prosecution of the offending Deputies. After 
the reading the President suggested that 
the petition be handed over to the Busi- 
ness Committee of the Reihcstag for its 
consideration, which proposal was carried. 

Chancellor Hohenlohe then arose and adad- 
dressed the Senate Chamber. The Chancel- 
lor spoke in a low voice, his words being 
inaudible to the representatives of the press. 
He is understood to have said that if it was 
expected that a change in the office of Chan- 
cellor signified a change of system, the peo- 
ple were wrong; but he would not say that 
he would go in all things in the way in 
which others who had preceded him had 
gone. [Cries of ‘“ Bravo!’’] The Chancel- 
lor dwelt upon the necessity for finance re- 
form and a rearrangement of the relations 
between the empire and _ the individual 
States which would bring the empire into 
harmony with the States. He announced 
an increase in the appropriation for the 
colonies, and, as the commerce of Germany 
must be extended thereby, there would be 
required also an increase in the number of 
ships to protect German interests abroad. 
Domestic legislation to assist the rural pop- 
ulation was also intended, for, ‘ assuredly,”’ 
he said, the legislation of recent years had 
been much more favorable to manufactur- 
ing industries than to agriculture. 

Prince Hohenlohe continued to expand the 
ideas set forth by the Emperor in his 
speech from the throne, concluding by call- 
ing attention to the necessity of strength- 
ing the common laws against movements 
designed to undermine the authority of the 
State, and expressing hope that the Church 
and State authorities would co-operate in 
complete harmony in this task. The budget 
statement was then read. 

Prince Hohenlohe’s speech lasted about a 
quarter of an hour and was coldly re- 
ceived. 

At the conclusion of the reading of 
the budget statement Count Posadowsky, 
Secretary of the Imperial Treasury, ad- 
dressed the Reichstag in support of the 
Government’s financial proposals, partic- 
ularly explaining and defending the pro- 
jected financial reforms. 

Dr. Bachem, on behalf of the Centre 
Party, said that the Centrists had often 
been engaged in heated opposition to the 
first two Chancellors; nevertheless, they had 
supported Chancellors upon the more mate- 
rial questions and would continue to pursue 
the same policy. They would follow that 
course with prudence, however, in view of 
the mutability of certain human resolutions 
and the latter-day instability of Ministerial 
places. 

Count Posadowsky called attention to a 
charge made by Herr Richter in his paper 
that the Government had made an artificial 
budget showing a deficit, while there was 
really a surplus. This charge he emphati- 
cally denied. He admitted that a surplus 
existed, but this was due, he said, to the 
unexpectedly large revenue realized from 
the boerse tax. 

Herr Richter expressed the hope that no 
Prussian Premier would ever so far forget 
himself as to make the proposals of his 
Cabinet capable of realization only by a 
coup d’état.. High treason and revolution 
from above, he said, would proWfoke revolu- 
tion below. 

Dr. von Boetticher, replying to Richter, 
declined to divulge the Emperor’s reasons 
for accepting Chancellor Caprivi’s resigna- 
tion. He repelled the insinuation that any 
Minister sworn to support the constitution 
was capable of meditating revolution. 

Herr Richter denounced the Government's 
policy of having recourse to new taxes. He 
cast discredit ppon the so-called organic 
finance reform between the Empire and the 
Federal States. The Liberals, he declared, 
wculd never assent to anything which im- 
paired the right of the Reichstag to grant 
a budget annually. He referred to the fall 
of Chancellor Caprivi as inexplicable, A 
newspaper article had alleged the immediate 
cause, and its publication would possibly re- 
sult in a change of editors; but why, he 
asked the, Chancellor. Could Dr. von Boet- 
ticher, Minister of the Interior, who counter- 
signed Gen. Caprivi's discharge, reply? Per- 
haps as a Minister responsible to the Reichs- 
tag, he would explain. [Applause and laugh- 
ter.] 

In regard to Dr. von Lucanus’s private 
role in the matter of resignations, Herr 
Richter asked Chancellor Hohenlohe to pre- 
vent in future the chief of the Civil Cabinet 
from playing the part of bringing the silk 
cord to the various Ministers. [Laughter.] 


LORD ROSEBERY’S OPTIMISM. 


The Government Is Stronger, in His 
View, than Could Be Hoped. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—The Prime Minister, 
Lord Rosebery, in a speech in Devonport 
this evening, contended that the Govern- 
ment was now stronger than its most san- 
guine supporters ventured last Spring to 
predict. He compared the small loss of 
seats sustained by the Liberals in the pres- 
ent Parliament with the losses sustained by 
the last Government. The Ministers, he 
said, were determined, if the power should 
be given to them, to deprive the Lords of 
their absolute veto forever. ' 


AGREEMENT ON TRAFFIC RATES. 


Hamburg-American and Thingvalia 
Steamship Lines in Accord, 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—The Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Packet Company of Hamburg and the 
Thingvalla Steamship Company of Copen- 
hagen have agreed upon uniform traffic 
rates between New-York and Gothenburg, 
Copenhagen, and Hamburg. 


Regarding the cable report that the Ham- 
burg-American Line of steamships and the 
Thingvalla Line had consolidated on all 
traffic between Scandinavia and New-York 
and that arrangements had been perfected 
for a joint service between Copenhagen, 
Gothenburg, Christiania, and New-York, 
which would include regular weekly de- 
partures of steamers from both sides of 
the Atlantic, the agents of the companies 
concerned said yesterday that although 
they had reason to believe that such an 
idea had been consummated they were 
not sufficiently informed to verify it abso- 
lutely. ’

Mr. Emil Boas of the Hamburg-American 
Steamship Company, did not care to talk 
for publication, but from other sources it 
was learned that the deal was a successful 
move in a warfare now waging between the 
Continental Steamship Line and the British 
steamship lines. 

The Hamburg-American Line is one of 
thcse running to the Continent, while the 
Thingvalla as one of the British line’s sup- 
porters. 

The Thingvalla is a big Scandinavian 
freight and immigrant carrier, and its 
merging with the Scandia Line, which is a 
branch 93f the Hamburg-American Liue, is 
regarded as an important point gained by 
the latter company. 

H. Maitland Kersey, agent of the White 
*Star Line, said that the new alliance would 
not, in his opinion, affect his line in the 
matter of freight tonnage or in the number 
of immigrants carried; neither did he be- 
lieve. that passenger rates would suffer a 
change for the worse as a result of the 
consolidation. 


JAPANESE GAIN TWO VICTORIES. 


Field Marshal Yamagata Has Started 
for Home and Wu-Hu Is Quiet. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Tien-Tsin says the Jap- 
anese have landed in foree and captured 
Kin-Chow, fifty miles north of Shan-Hia- 
Kwan. 

All is reported quiet at Wu-Hu. 

A dispatch to the Central News from An- 
tong says that a Japanese division, on Mon- 
day, Dec. 10, defeated the Chinese near 
Kin-Kwa-Hu. Tre Chinese lost 100 killed 
and a large number wounded. The Japa- 
nese, whose loss was only forty killed and 
wounded, captured two banners, ten pris- 
oners, and a large number of rifles. Four 
thousand Chinese were engaged. The Chin- 
ese fled toward Tso-Hun-Kou. 

Field Marshait Yamagata has started for 
home. 

A dispatch from Hiroshima says Field 
Marshal Oyama is still at Port Arthur. 
The Chinese are concentrating at Foo-Chow 
and a Japanese brigade under Gen.. Noge 
is marching to attack them. 

About Canadian Cattle Imports. 

LONDON, Dec. 11.—Mr. Gardner, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Agriculture, made a 
notable speech at the banquet of the Cham- 
bers of Agriculture in London this evening, 
in which he alluded to the prohibition of 
the importation of Canadian cattle. The one 
bright spot in the dreary agrarian depres- 
sion in Great Britain, he said, was the im- 
munity from cattle disease. The British 
farmers owed this immunity to the powers 
which Parliament had granted to the Board 
of Agriculture. He was aware that those 
powers had not been exercised without 
friction. Many had complained bitterly of 
the board’s course. But he could not im- 
agine that anybody in his position as Presi- 
dent of the board would sacrifice or even 
jeopardize the vast national property com- 
mitted to his charge on account of passing 
unpopularity. He was frequently cheered 
during his speech. The Earl of Winchilsea 
lauded and thanked Mr. Gardner for his 
‘“‘ wise and brave policy,’’ and said that the 
agrarians of Great Britain ought to give him 
hearty support. 


Rehearsal of “The Chieftain.” 

LONDON, Dec. 11.—A full dress rehear- 
sal of “ The Chieftain,” the new opera by 
F, C. Burnand and Sir Arthur Sullivan, 
elaborated from their opera, ‘‘ La Contra- 
bandista,’’ produced in 1867, was held at the 
Savoy Theatre this afternoon. The libretto 
of the second act has been entirely re- 
written. Some of the music, however, is 
similar to that of the old opera. The story 
revolves upon the capture of an English 
tourist by Spanish brigands. One of the 
best songs is in Spanish, and many Spanish 
rhythms are introduced. The new work will 
be produced for the first time to-morrow. 
Sir Arthur Sullivan conducted the rehear- 
sal in spite of his recent painful acci- 
dent, from tne effects of which he is rapidly 
recovering. 


Firm of Prowse, Hall & Morris. 

LONDON, Dec. 11.—Concerning the sus- 
pension of the mercantile firm of Prowse, 
Hall & Morris, and its connection with the 
financial crisis in Newfoundland, Mr. 
Morris, junior member of the firm, said in 
an interview with a representegtive of the 
United Press this morning: ‘‘ The’ sus- 
pension was ordered owing to the death of 
our partner, Mr. Henry Hall, and the con- 
sequent necessity of carefully ascertaining 
the exact position of the firm. Our books 
have been handed over to an accountant 
for examination. I am unable to say to 
what extent our failure is due to the New- 
foundland crisis until I can obtain further 
information.”’ 


Auguste Burdeau Is Very Il. 


PARIS, Dec. 11.—M. Auguste Burdeau, 
President of the Chamber of Deputies, is 
seriously ill. 

Tt was announced at midnight that M.’ 
Burdeau’s condition was alarming. 


Auguste Laurent Burdeau is one of the 
eleven Deputies of the Rhone Department, 
forty-three years old, a former professor 
at the Louis-le-Grand College, a former 
Chief of Cabinet in the Ministry of Public 
Instraction, a former Minister of the Navy, 
a former Minister of the Finances, and one 
of the most learned and deservedly popular 
politicians of the French Republic. 


Heavy Weather Near Ireland. 

LONDON, Dec, 11.—The British steamer 
Dominion, Capt. Cross, at Avonmouth, from 
Montreal, reports experiencing heavy weath-, 
er on Dec. 3 and 4, when 450 miles off 
the north coast of Ireland. She lost twenty- 
two bullocks, five horses, and eleven sheep, 
and her cattle pens were damaged. She 
was compelled to lay to for sixteen hours, 
during which time she labored and rolled 
heavily. 


Seandal of the Danea Romana. 

ROME, Dec. 11.—Ex-Premier Giolitti pro- 
duced in the Chamber of Deputies to-day 
documents relating to the political men in- 
volved in the Banca Romana scandal. The 
Radical members demanded the immediate 
reading of the papers. Premier Crispi said 
he thought that Signor Giolitti should pub- 
lish them on his own responsibility. After 
a stormy debate the documents were re- 
ferred to a commission. 


Hiiness of Dr. Louis Pasteur. 


PARIS, Dec. 11.—Prof. Louis Pasteur, the 
eminent French chemist and physiologist, 
discoverer of the famous Pasteur treatment 
of hydrophobia and of the entire bacterio- 
logical system, has been seriously ill. He 
is seventy-two years of age. In the evening 
he was reported tq be improving.

BUDA-PESTH, Dec. 11.—A number of pri- 
vate and political socteties of Hungary have 
forwarded to Emperor Francis Joséph an 
expression of their extreme thankfulness 
to his Majesty for his action in assenting 
to the ecclesiastical laws.

Reports of the Primaries Seem to Favor 
Mr. Brookfield. 


THE CLAIMS MADE BY THE LEADERS 


Simpson Wins in the Fifth—Local 
Fight in Seventeenth— 


His 


the 
Brookfield Gets 
Own District. 


Primaries for the election of delegates to 
the Republican Assembly District conven- 
tions to be held in every Assembly district 
next Tuesday night, were held last night 
in the 1,141 election districts of this city. 

On the action of the men who were elected 
last night will depend the action of the 
delegates, which, as members of the As- 
sembly district conventions, they will send 
to the Republican County Committee, in the 
matter of Thomas C. Platt’s effort to defeat 
William Brookfield for the Chairmanship of 
the County Committee, and to secure full 
ecntrol cf the Republican local organization. 
While reports favor Mr. Brookfield, nothing 
can be definitely ascertained until the As- 
sembly district conventions have selected 
the 154 men who will form the new County 
Committee. As a mattcr of fact, all pre- 
dictions will savor largely of guesswork 
until the County Committee for 1895 meets. 

The number of delegates to each Assem- 
bly district Convention elected last night 
varied according to the proportion of the 
Republican vote. In the Fifth District 
seventy delegates were elected from forty 
election districts, and the redoutable John 
Simpson was one of them. Simpson claimed 
the election of a ‘full Brookfield delegation, 
with the possible exception of the delegates 
to the Assembly District Convention from 
the Twelfth and the Fifteenth Election Dis- 
tricts, where the Schulin faction was op- 
posing Simpson. 

In the Tenth Assembly District it was 
stated that there was no contest. Secretary 
George M. Haas of the Rutherford Club 
said that he had been to many of the-elec- 
tion districts and found that no pledges had 
been exacted from the delegates to elect 
men who would support Platt or Brookfield. 
“*T believe our delegates will go to the 
County Committee without having given 
their word to either faction,’’ said Mr. 
Haas. ‘‘ We want the right man for Chair- 
man. Last year we were for Brookfield, and 
I do not know why the Republicans of this 
district should change their views.”’ Joseph 
Wilkinson, who was First Vice President of 
the Milholland movement, was one of the 
delegates elected in this district. 

The drift of opinion seemed to favor Mr. 
Brookfield. In the Seventeenth Assembly 
District the general opinion was that Brook- 
field delegates were elected in almost all of 
the election districts. There were contests 
in some of the districts over the claims of 
Assemblyman-elect Robert Miller and Alder- 
man-elect Andrew Robinson for the leader- 
ship of the district. The Brookfield-Platt 
controversy did not enter into this conten- 
tion. Mr. Miller seemed to have the better 
of it. He said that every election district 
tut the Eleventh was a Brookfield district. 

In the Twenty-third Assembly District 
Abraham Gruber was talking himself 
hoarse about the probability of Platt having 
earried the district, but the conservative 
members of the party were very certain 
that Brookfield would easily carry the As- 
sembly district convention. 

It was stated at the headquarters of the 
Eleventh Assembly District, 642 Sixth 
Avenue, that almost all of the delegates 
elected were for Mr. Brookfield. 

The Twenty-first Assembly District; in 
which Mr. Brookfield lives, is practically, if 
not absolutely, solid for him. 

In the First Asaembly District 
fight between the Healey 
Messrs. James More, Jr., 
Lawrence was in progress again. At the 
close of the primaries the Healeys were 
claiming that twenty-eight out of thirty- 
four election districts were for Mr. Brook- 
field. The Healeys are also claiming a 
victory for themselves on the leadership 
question. So were their opponents. 

In the Second a Brookfield delegation 
Was claimed, and the same might be said 
of the Eighth. There was, however, no 
means of determining the accuracy of these 
claims. In the districts where 
strong Brookfield claims were made, equal- 
ly strong Platt claims were advanced, 

Leader Campbell of the Twentieth Assem- 
bly District claimed that the returns from 
seventeen out of the twenty-four election 
districts of the Twentieth Assembly District 
showed a victory for Platt’s men. In the 
Fourteenth John Hesselberger, Col. S. V. R. 
Cruger’s lieutenant, claimed that the Brook- 
field faction had carried at least thirty-four 
out of the forty-one election districts. H. C. 
Rees, the principal Platt leader, was one of 
the delegates elected, however. 

A clean sweep for Brookfield was claimed 

in the Twenty-fourth, and the Platt people 
claimed ,the Twenty-sixth, where the fight 
was close. The Twenty-seventh was de- 
clared to be for Brookfield. 
_ Some of the other districts, like the Sixth, 
where George Hilliard is the leader; the 
Third, where Charles H. Murray, Police 
Commissioner, is the leader; the Eighteenth, 
where George W. Wanmaker is the leader, 
and the Nineteenth, where John Reisen- 
weber is leader, were stoutly claimed for the 
Platt side of the contest.

BROOKLYN 


MeGarry, and Bell 
Little Trouble to Win, 


The “machine’”’ Democrats of Kings 
County held their primaries in the 685 elec- 
tion districts of the county last night. Of 
the districts 682 are in the city and three 
in the town of Flatlands. The primaries 
were held for the election of delegates to 
the General Committee and also for the 
election of district association officers. 

It was expected that the main battle- 
ground would be in the Tenth Ward, the 
ward which for years has been controlled 
by the McGarry family, and the police had 
instructions to be extra cautious in that 
ward, as it was feared there would be a 
lively struggle to capture the delegates. 
The fight was between Alderman John J. 
McGarry and Assemblyman Hennessy. The 
latter was successful by a very small ma- 
jority on election day, and he accused Al- 
derman McGarry of having done his ut- 
most to defeat him. There has been a bad 
feeling existing between the two men since 
election day, and Assemblyman Hennessy 
promised that he would down the Alderman 
at the primaries. 

Lawyer Brandt, who is opposed to Alder- 
man McGarry, applied to Police Justice 
Tighe yesterday for warrants for the arrest 
of several persons. who, he claimed, had 
no legal residence in the ward. Justice 
Tighe refused to grant the warrants, and 
said that if there were any persons who 
tried to vote illegally at the primaries the 
police who would be in attendance could 
make the arrests. 

But the primaries took place in the twen- 
ty-seven districts in the Tenth Ward, and 
no arrests were made, and when the ballots 
had been counted it was found that the 
Alderman had carried the majority-of the 
districts and still remained the leader of 
the ward. 

Alderman McGarry visited many of- the 
district primaries last night and gave en- 
couragement to his supporters, while As- 
semblyman Hennessy was not as happy as 
is his nature. Even after the declaration 
had been made that McGarry was a win- 
ner he declared that such was not the 
case and that it would be found at the 
meeting of the General Committee, which

is to be held to-morrow evening, that the 
young Alderman was not as victorious as 
he led others to believe. 

James D. Bell, the present Chairman of 
the General Committee had a hard fight in 
his ward, the Nineteenth. He is a candidate 
for re-election as Chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic General Committee, and his oppo- 
nents determined to defeat his re-election as 
a delegate from his own district. He came 
out with flying colors, and not only was 
selected in his own district as a delegate, 
but captured the majority of the districts in 
the Nineteenth Ward. 

Ex-Senator P. H. McCarren, who was 
given a terrible lecture a few months ago 
at a meeting of the General Committee, 
and who was told that the General Commit- 
tee would be better off if he and others of 
his kind were not members, and who took 
his medicine in a very ill-natured manner 
on that occasion, made a determined fight 
to show his strength at the primaries in 
his ward, the Fourteenth, and last night 
he claimed that he had carried no less than 
sixteen districts out of the twenty-one, be- 
sides re-electing himself a delegate. 

He will make a strong fight in the 
next General Committee to defeat any as- 
piration that James D. Bell may have for a 
re-election as the Chairman of that commit- 
tee. His man for the place is Bernard J. 
York, who is *Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, and who was Chairman of the 
Campaign Committee during the last elec- 
tion. 

There are some who favor as a com- 
promise candidate for the Chairmanship 
Edward M. Bassett of the Twenty-third 
Ward, a young man of ability, who was 
a member of the Brooklyn Democratic Club 
for some time. 

The Democratic Reform organization also 
held its primaries for the election of district 
association officers and delegates to the 
General Committee of the Democratic Party 
in Kings County last night. The primaries 
were conducted in a quiet manner. There 
is some talk that Edward M. Shepard will 
not accept a re-election as Chairman of that 
committee, and that Charles J. Patterson, 
who was the Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, will be elected to the position 
held by Mr. Shepard during the struggling 
days of the reform organization. j 


PASKOLA DEMURRER ARGUED 


The Case of Drug Clerk Oecesper Dis- 
cussed in Court—A Decision to be 
Rendered To-morrow. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 11.—The demur- 
rer filed by the defense in the case of the 
State Food and Dairy Commision against 
John Oesper was argued before Justice 
Winkler this morning. Oesper, who sold a 
botle of Paskola to Assistant Commissioner 
G. G. Luebbin, is charged with violating the 
drug law in disposing of an article which 
fell below its professed standard of quality. 

Ex-Judge Miller Outcalt, who appeared 
for the defendant, this morning, argued that 
the affidavit on which the arrest was made 
failed to show what Oesper was charged 
with, and also failed to state what was the 
standard in question. 

Messrs. Dye & Dye, representing the com- 
mission, urged that the affidavit was suffi- 
cient, in that it charged the defendant with 
selling an article which failed to come up to 
representations; first, because it was claimed 
to contain a sufficient’ percentage of albu- 
men to take the place of meats, and con- 
tained no albumen; and, second, because it 
was represented to be a cure for wasting 
diseases, the prosecution alleging that it 
was not a cure for such diseases. 

Justice Winkler said that he would give 
his decision on the demurrer on Thursday. 


THE PARK NATIONAL BANK SUES 


Payments ow Two Large Promissory 
Notes Are Sought. 


Edward De Witt was yesterday appointed 
referee by Judge Patterson of the Supreme 
Court in two actions brought by the Park 
National Bank against James M. Ashley, 
Jr., Vice President of the Toledo, Ann 
Arbor and North Michigan Railway Com- 
pany, and also against F. M. Larcher, to re- 
cover $44,000 and $50,000 respectively, be- 
ing the value of promissory notes made in 
favor of the bank which have not been paid. 

Ashley executed a promissory note on 
July 1, 1892, for $50,000, in favor of the 
Park National Bank, which was indorsed 
by the railroad company. It was a demand 
note, and as collateral security for its pay- 
ment eighty-two consolidated gold bonds 
of the railroad company were deposited 
with the bank. Ashley paid $6,000 on the 
note and received ten of the bonds back, 
so that there is still due $44,000 on the note 
which has not been paid. 

The note given by Larcher, about the 
same time, was for $60,000. He deposited 
as collateral security for the payment of 
the note 100 gold bonds of the railroad com- 
pany. The sum of $10,000 was paid on this 
note, and sixteen of the bonds were re- 
turned. Fifty thousand dollars is still due 
upon the note of Larcher. No def2nse has 
been interposed to either of the suits, and 
the bank seeks to have the lien upon the 
bonds deposited as collateral security fore- 


closed and the bonds sold and the proceeds 
applied to the payment of the amount due 
on’ the notes.

THE JURY 


The Testimony in Ex-Police Captain 
-Stephenson’s Case All In. 


LAWYERS TO MAKE THEIR ARGUMENTS 


Decision Expected This Afternoon— 
The Accused Denies All the 
Allegations — His Wife 


to the Rescue. 


All the testimony for and against ex- 
Police Captain John T. Stephenson for ac- 
cepting a bribe of four baskets. of peaches 
from Martin W. Edwards, was taken yes- 
terday. Three sessions of Judge Ingra- 
ham’s court were held. This morning the 
lawyers will make their arguments, and the 
case will then go to the jury. A decision 
is expected to-day. 

Col. Fellows made a short address yes- 
terday morning outlining the course which 
would be taken by the prosecution. 
examination of witnesses was then begun. 

William Delamater, First Deputy Clerk 
in the Police Department, swore to Stephen- 
son’s appointment as a policeman, May 2, 
1877. He identified the signature of Stephen- 
son, 

Martin W. Edwards related the circum- 
stances of the alleged bribery. In March, 
1891, he was in the fruit business at 187 
Duane Street. His partner’s name was 
Wistell. In the Summer Mr. Edwards said 
that he. was obliged to use the sidewalk. 
In March, 1891, Policeman Augustus J. 
Thorne of the Leonard Street Station told 
him: 

“We've got a new Captain in the district. 
I am the Captain’s private man. The Cap- 
tain uses considerable fruit, and, if you 
don’t object, he will accept fruit from you 
instead of money for protecting you on the 
sidewalk.”’ 

“T asked him if he had an order for the 
fruit. He said he had not, but would come 
the next day. He did, and gave me a card 
inscribed, ‘Capt. John T. Stephenson, 2,074 
Washington Avenue, Tremont.’ ”’ 

Mr. Edwards said he wrote this on the 
boxes of fruit to be sent and destroyed the 
eard. The address was entered in the firm’s 
book. Thorne said at this time: ‘‘ The Cap- 
tain says he would like a barrel of apples. 
Send ‘it by American Express.’’ Mr. Ed- 
wards said he did so. 

The witness said he had a conversation 
with James Kelly in April, 1891. Kelly was 
then what they called the “‘ sidewalk man,” 
Kelly was not in uniform. He said: 

“The Captain wants a box of oranges.” 

Mr. Edwards told him that he did not 
have any oranges, and Kelly went away. 

Mr. Shafer had been shouting objections 
at nearly every sentence. They were gen- 
erally overruled by Judge Ingraham. When 
Mr. Shafer was overruled jhe showed his 
rage by shaking his huge frame and by 

‘roaring something that was generally in- 
distinguishable, 

“In August,” said Mr. Edwards, ‘I got 
a notice to appear for violation of the side- 
walk ordinance, and sent $20 to the office 
of the Corporation Counsel to settle the 
matter. In September, 1801, Kelly told me 
thta tne Captain would like four baskets 
of peaches, and I sent them to his address. 

“A little later I got another notice, and 
took it around to Capt. Stephensons sta- 
tion house. The Captain took me in his 
private office. He said that it was a mis- 
take and that he would fix it. 

‘* About ten days later I got a notice from 
the Corporation Attorney’s office that a 
judgment had been taken against me for $10. 
I took it to Capt. Stephenson. I said: 

“* Captain, here’s a notice of judgment 
against me.’ 

“He replied: 
care of that, but he has forgotten it. 
fix it all right.’ 

“T said: ‘We have sent you fruit from 
time to time as you wanted it; why don’t 
you take care of me?’ 

“He replied: ‘As you have sent me the 
fruit, I’ll take care of these notices. It isn’t 
customary for me to do work of this kind. 
I never lay myself liable to those people 
down town. But whatever arrangements 
you make with Mr. Kelly I will abide by.’ ”’ 

Mr. Edwards said that Kelly came to him 
Nov. 10 and asked for $50 for the Captain. 
He asked Kelly what the Captain wanted 
the money for, and this conversation fol- 
lowed: 

“ Well,” said Kelly, “it’s cost the Captain 
$10,000 to get his place, and he wants to 
make it up.” ® 

I said: ‘‘ We can’t pay so much money. 
Times are hard. We have sent him fruit 
as agreed. See the Captain and find out 
if $25 won’t do?” 

When Kelly came back he said: ‘ The 
Captain will not accept $25.”" I told him we 
couldn’t afford it, but Kelly said that the 
Captain had threatened to discharge him 
if he didn’t bring those people to terms. 

I then put $25 in an envelope and gave 
it to Kelly. He took it to Capt. Stephen- 
son, but came back in half an hour. 

He threw the envelope on the desk and 
said: ‘That won’t do; it must be $50 or 
nothing, and you needn’t pay it unless you 
want to,” 

Then I sat déwn and made out a bill to 
Stephenson for the peaches and apples, 
amounting to $12.50, and inclosed it in an 
envelope with $38.50 in money, which made 
up the $50. 

Mr. Shafer began the cross-examination. 
He asked his questions in a voice which 
could have been heard in the Tombs across 
the street, but he did not shake Mr. Ed- 
wards’s testimony materially. 


A recess was taken and the cross-exami- 
nation was continued afterward. 


The prosecution called Sergt. Norman 
Westervelt, Acting Captain of the Leonard 
Street Station, to identify a book of rec- 
ords of reperts of sidewalk violations. 
Walker Fletcher, in charge of a branch 
office of the American Express Company, 
identified a way bill showing the shipment 
of four baskets of fruit Sept. 15, 1891, to 
‘J. F. Stephenson.” William F. Herbert, 
driver for the American Epress Company, 
said he delivered four baskets to 2,074 
Washington Avenue, where they were re- 
ceipted for by Mrs. John T, Stephenson. 
He had written the number 2,084 on the 
delivery sheet, instead of 2,074, the number 
on the way bill, because he knew that to 
be the right number. 


Col. Fellows protested against Mr. Sha- 
fer’s method of cross-examining this wit- 
ness. He thought Mr. Shafer’s questions 
suggested criminality. 


“Col. Fellows is so faniiliar with criminal 
law that he thinks all my questions involve 
criminality,’’ sarcastically observed Mr. 
Shafer. 


“Oh, no, I don’t,” dryly responded the 
District Attorney. ‘‘I shouldn’t imagine for 
a moment that any of your questions re- 
ferred to criminal law.” 

Mr. Shafer subsided.. 

Deputy Clerk Thomas Feeley of the Police 
Department identified an ordinance com- 
plaint he received from Stephenson in July, 
1891, and forwarded to the Corporation At- 
torney’s office; also others in June and other 
months of 1891, which he disposed of in the 
same way. All these complaints were signed 
by Stephenson. 

Herman Stiefel swore to receiving these 
papers in the Corporation Counsel’s office. 
Louis C. Bruns, an attaché of the First Dis- 
trict Court, proved by the records that Ed- 
wards had been fined, the case going by de- 
fault. 

Melvin Wistell, formerly Mr. Edwards's 
partner, told of two visits of Kelly to the 
store, when Kelly and Edwards went into 
the cellar and had long talks, 

Mr. Edwards took the stand again to tes- 
tify that Kelly had told him, when he had 
been served with notice to appear at the 
First Judicial Court in answer to a charge 
-of violating the sidewalk ordinance, that he 
should tell Judge Mitchell that he would 


*I told scmebody to take 
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be more careful in the future, and that the 
Judge would do the right thing. 


This closed the people’s case. 

Mr. Shafer made his opening speech, lay- 
ing great stress on the fact that if Mr. Ed- 
wards had given a bribe to Capt. Stephen- 
son he was as guilty as the accused, and 
that his evidence was incompetent. | 

The defense began by the introduction of 
testimony to the good character of the ac- 
cused. It was understood that there was a 
large number of men in attendance for this 
purpose. But only two were called. They 
proved such bad witnesses that Mr. Shafer 
desisted. 

Francis H. Leggett said he had known 
Capt. Stephenson slightly for three of four 
years. He had always heard him well 
spoken of. Most of his testimony was 
stricken out. 

Andrew J. Whiteside, 
said he had known Capt. Stephenson 
eighteen years. Until the recent occur- 
rences he had never heard anything said 
against him. 

Col. Fellows asked if he had ever heard 
anybody .speak well of Capt. Stephenson. 

“In nineteen years a great many men 
have.”’ : 

“Who? Name some of them.” 

‘““Well—er—there are so many of them 
I can’t recall any one.” 

“Oh! Then you don’t know the name 
of anybody who has spoken well of him?” 
The witness reluctantly said he did not. 

Mrs. Sarah L. Stephenson, the defend- 
ant’s wife, a very pretty woman, testified 
that the signature on the American Express 
Company’s delivery sheet of Sept. 15, 1891,: 
was not in her handwriting. She acknowl- 
edged the signature on another delivery 
sheet was hers. 

Martin Waller, 2,082 Washington Avenue, 
the present number of the house next to 
the one occupied in 1891 by Capt. Stephen- 
son, said the numbers were changed a year 
ago. 

After another recess ex-Capt. Stephenson 
took the stand in his own defense. He de- 
nied one after another every charge that 
had been made against him. He said that 
he had not approved of having Kelly as a 
ward man. Kelly had been sent to him 
against his will. 

Inspector Steers, he said, had told him to 
use ‘‘good discretion’ in proceeding 
against men for violation of sidewalk ordi- 
nances. 

‘Did you tell Kelly to get four baskets 
of peaches for you?’ 

“No. That is false.’’ 

** Was there any understanding, expressed 
or implied, that in return for fruit Edwards 
might violate the law?’’ 

‘“*No, Sir.’’ 

“Did you have any such understanding 
with any other man?” 

“* Never,” 

Mr. Stephenson said he had yever known 
that Kelly had asked Edwards for $50. 
An anonymous letter had once been sent to 
the Police Headquarters charging that Ed- 
ward Hayes, a Roundsman under kim, had 
gone to certain places and collected stuff 
in his name. When he wanted to prefer 
charges against Hayes, the people would 
not appear against him, and Hayes was 
transferred. Other men in his command 
had, he claimed, made collections in/his 
name unauthorized by him. 

After denying that he had received a 
check for $100 from Ryan and two checks 
from other men, and giving the number of 
his house as 2,074 in 1891, his direct exam- 
ination was concluded. 

Col. Fellows, in the cross-examination, 
brought out the fact that Kelly had been 
at the Leonard Street Station before Ste- 

phenson went there as Captain, and that 
therefore he had not been “sent” to him 
against his will. 

Mr. Stephenson gave the record of his 
promotions: Roundsman, Noy. 14, 1881; Ser- 
geant, Jan. 3, 1884, when his pay was ad- 
vanced to $1,600 a year; Captain, Dec. 27, 
1887, when he began to receive $2,750 a year. 

Col. Fellows asked a number of questions 
about his properts including a farm of 265 
acres in Sullivan County, for which he him- 
self paid $4,100 -and on which he had made 
many improvements, and a house worth 
$21,000, on which the Germania Insurance 
Company held a mortgage of $15,000 and T. 
C. Smith a second mortgage of $3,400. 

Mr. Stephenson said he was worth about 
$10,000, clear of everything. He had met 
interest payments and paid his taxes, be- 
sides supporting a wife and three children. 

Col. Fellows also went into the record of 
Capt. Stephenson on the police force, and 
got him to admit that charges for brutality, 
for failing to close gambling -houses, and 
other things had been preferred against him 
and that he had been proved guilty. 

Mr. Stephenson testified that he did not 
believe the receipt for the four baskets of 
peaches was his wife’s signature. On the 
trial before the Police Board, which re- 
sulted in his dismissal, he admitted that 
the signature resembled his wife’s “a lit- 
tle.’ This testimony was read to him, but 
he would not acknowledge as much now. 

This closed the case for eagh side. 

Mr. Shafer moved to quash because the 
indictment read that the peaches belonged 
to Edwards, while the testimony showed 
that Edwards’s partner, Wistell, had an 
interest in them. The motion was denied. 

Mr. Shafer then moved to instruct the 
jury to acquit on the same ground. This 
was also denied. 

The court then adjourned to 10:30 o’clock 
this morning. ’ 


WILL OF THE REV. FATHER CLANCY 


Most of the Estate to be Held for the 
Support of His Mother. 


The will of the Rev. Father J. Clancy, 
late pastor of St. Ann’s Roman Catholic 
Church, in East Twelfth Street, was filed 
for probate yesterday in the Surrogate’s 
office. Father Clancy was one of the best- 
known priests in New-York, He succeeded 
Mgr. Preston in the pastorate of St. Ann’s. 
His estate is valued at $10,000. 

By the terms of his will he leaves $500 for 
the saying of masses for the repose of his 
soul, gives his violin to the Rev. James W. 
Kelly, his chalice to St. Joseph’s Convent, 
Rutland, Vt., and.his library to St. Joseph’s 
Seminary of this city. 

The residue of the estateisleftto the exec- 
utors in trust, who are to pay the income 
of it to the testator’s mother, Catherme 
Clancy. If the income of the residue of the 
estate is not sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of his mother, then the executors 
shall pay to her such sums as she may need 
froin the principal of the estate. The testa- 
tor says that it is his intention that his 
mother shall not want for anything, and, if 
necessary, the whole estate may be ex- 
pended for her support. 

After the death of his mother the will pro- 
vides that $1,000 shall be given each to St. 
Joseph’s Seminary of this city and to 
the Mission of the Immaculate Virgin for 
the Protection of Homeless and Destitute 
Children in the City of New-York; $500 each 
to the Sisters of the Poor of St. Francis in 
charge of St. Joseph’s Hospital, the Sisters 
of the Poor of St. Francis in charge of St. 
Francis Hospital, the Little Sisters of the 
Assumption, and the Sisters of St. Vincent

CHICAGO 


Police Force to be Reorganized ona Sys- 
tem of Competitive Examinations 
for Appointment. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 11.—Comprehensive plans 
for the immediate reorg&inization of the 
Police Department on a civil-service basis 
were submitted to Mayor Hopkins this 
afternoon by John W. Ela, John H. Ham- 
line, and Harry Rubens, the members of the 
commission appointed by the Mayor. Within 
a week it is expected that the department 
will be under the administration of the 
board. The temporary commission will be 
reappointed as the ps rmanent commission. 

The proposed plan requires all present 
members of the force who have not served 
ten years or more to pass the examination 
which will be set for new applicants, with 
the exception that they will not be sub- 
jected to the physical examination required 
from beginners. Applicants for posi- 
tions on the force will be required to pass 
competitive examinations, both mental and 
physical, and nothing outside of the man’s 
own merit will have any weight in his selec- 
tion. 

All charges against policemen will be tried 
before a non-partisan T'rial Board of citi- 
zens, to be selected by the commission, and 
changed at will, and the commission may 
also sit as a Trial Board in any case. 


LAW ENFORCERS TAKE A NEW NAME 


Brooklyn Organization the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Crime. 


Now 


The society recently formed in Brooklyn, 
and up to the present time known as the 
Law Enforcement Society, met in the Ar- 
buckie Building, opposite the City Hall, 
last night and adopted articles of incor- 
poration, which will be presented to Justice 
Brown, in the Supreme Court, Brooklyn, to- 
day, for his approval, and then forwarded 
to Albany. 

The new organization will be known as the 
Society for the Prevention of Crime, and 
its objects are stated to be of a benevolent, 
charitable, and scientific character.

On the wall of the meeting room was 
displayed a large map, containing black 
spots and red seals. There were 125 black 
spots and only three red seals. The black 
spots represented the saloons in the vi- 
cinity of the City Hall, and the red seals 
represented the churches. The great ma- 
jority of the black spots surrounded one 
of the red seals. This map the leaders of 
the new society intend to have printed and 
distributed throughout the city. 


IN COMPETITION WITH THE STANDARD 


Vhe Manhattan Company Enters the 
Ohio Oil Field. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Dec. 11.—It developed 
to-day that the real parties behind the re- 
cent boom in oil leases on State lands 
about and in the Mercer County reserve 
are the Manhattan Oil Company of New- 
York and the Standard Oil Company. 

Secretary Holmes of the Manhattan Com- 
pany was here to-day and had leases for 
nearly 1,000 acres transferred to his com- 
pany. The leases of 1,920 acres more which 
are pending are in the hands of the Man- 
hattan, 

The Mars Oil Company, an adjunct of the 
Standard Company, also took a hand in 
some leases to-day. The. Manhattan will 
put oil boats on the canal and deliver crude 
oil for fuel to its customers in that man- 
ner. This promises lively competition with 


the tank lines controlled by the Standard 
Company.

He said 
he had hoped to put in other papers to Judge 
Truax in the Wysong suit, but that Judge 
Truax had made a decision involving ‘* some 
rather remarkable things in the way of 
law.” 

‘ Better tell that to him,’”’ said Judge Pat- 
terson. 

“That’s what I’m going to do,’” answered 
Mr. Russell. 

William C. Trull, representing the de- 
fendants, referred to the Wysong decision. 
He said the company had consents of more 
that half the abutting property owners 
along the whole line. On Forty-second 
Street there was an excess over half of 
$164,175, on Tenth Avenue of $116,625, on 
Thirty-fourth Street of $1,996,800, and on 
the same street, between Lexington and 
Sixth Avenues, of $456,000. 

‘The plaintiffs in every case shield them- 
selves behind the statements that they are 
‘advised and believe’ such and such to be 
fact,”’ concluded Mr. Trull. 

Judge Patterson took the papers and re- 
eerved decision.

VICTIM OF A PRACTICAL JOKE 


Death Likely to Result from a Brutal Exhi- 
bition of Barroom Humor on Thanks- 
giving Night. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Dec. 11.—As the 
result of a cruel practical joke played on 
him on Thanksgiving Day, William O’Hearn, 
thirty years old, of Wappinger’s Falls, is 
lying at the point of death from blood 

poisoning. 

O’Hearn was asleep in a chair in the bare 
room of Rush’s Hotel, when, according to 
the story he télls, ex-Coroner Philip Rion 
and the hotel proprietor, George Rush, 
applied a hot copper penny to his leg, 
burning him so that he shrieked with pain.

Nothing more was thought 
of it until O’Hearn’s leg became quite sore, 
and he was finally stricken down witb 
blood poisoning. To-night he is unconscious, 
and Dr. Couse, the physiciam who is attend- 
ing him, says that he cannot recover. 

Warrants were issued for Rion and Rush 
They were arraigned before a Justice, wha 
released them upon their own recognizance, 
to await the result of O’Hearn’s injuries. 


A. J. CAMPBELL’S PECULIAR WILL 


A Codicil Which Disinherits a Grand« 
son from Sharing Any of the Estate. 
. ' 


There was evidently a skeleton in the 
family closet of the late Andrew J. Camp- 
bell, Congressman-elect, who defeated Gen. 
D. E. Sickels in the Tenth District at the 
last election. It was made manifest yester- 
day, when the will of Mr. Campbell, whe 
died last week, was filed for probate in the 
Surrogate’s office. 

Attached to the will, which is a type 
written document, and pinned to it, was 4 
memorandum in Mr. Campbell’s own hand< 
writing, which, he says, is a codicil. It 
contains this peculiar clause: 

“If it should so be that my daughter, 
Anna Teresa (De Motte) should die before 
becoming possessed of her share of my 
property, and her son, Andrew C. De Motte.

THE DEED OF GIFT CAUSES TROUBLE 


Mr. Kersey Trying to Effect a Com- 
promise Between Royal Yacht 
Squadron and New-York 
Yacht Club. 


No reply was received from Lord Dun- 
raven yesterday, and there is still consid- 
erable doubt in the minds of yachtsmen 
here whether there will be a race for the 
America’s Cup next year. The trouble lies 
between the determination of the Royal 
Yacht Squadron to ignore the deed of gift 
on the one hand ana the determination of 
the Cup Committee of the New-York Yacht 
Club to have the deed of gift of 1887 up- 
held on the other. 

H. Maitland Kersey tried to straighten 
matters somewhat after the Cup Com- 
mittee’s cablegram had been sent on Mon- 
day, and late in the evening cabled to Lord 
Dunraven suggesting that the terms be 
agreed to and a proviso be signed by the 
Commodore and Vice Commodore of the 
Royal Yacht Squadron, and that it should 
read as follows: 

“We hereby agree to hold the America’s 
Cup under precisely the same conditions 
under which we won it.” 

This message is thought to be inspired by 
the Crisp Committee, and suggested as a 
compromise, which would be accepted by 
the New-York Yacht Club. Mr. Kersey had 
a long cvonference with the Cup Com- 
mittee on Monday afternoon after the reply 
of the committee had been cabled to Lord 
Dunraven. 

Mr. Fersey received no message from 
Lord Dunraven yesterday, and is still of 
the opinion that the chances for a race are 
very slim. He said: ‘“ In England the deed 
of gift is regared as very unsportsman- 
like, and I don’t think any yacht club over 
there would ag:ee to indorse it as the Cup 
Committee wants it acknowledged. I think 
too, that the majority of the members of 
the New-York Yacht Club are opposed to 
the terms of the deed and that the mem- 
bers of the Cup Committee wish there was 
no deed. 

“T see it has been reported that Lord 
Dunraven stated positively, last night, that 
there would be no race. I think that is in- 
correct. The cablegrams sent yesterday, by 
Mr. Smith and by myself, could hardly 
have reached him, but his positive Geciina- 
tion to race was flashed back. Lord Dun- 
raven does not epeak so positively without 
well weighing the question. I think. he 
will discuss the question with what few 
yachtsmen there are in England before 
answering. He is very anxious to have 
a race, and the Royal Yacht Squadron is 
also anxious that there should be a con- 
test.” 

Ex-Commodore James D. Smith said: “I 
have not given up hope yet that there 
will be a race next year, and IL can’t see 
what objection the challenger can make to 
our reply. The Cup Committee has to abide 
by the rules laid down in the deed of gift, 
and if Lord Dunraven won the cup, or if 
he does win the cup, the question would 
have to come up as to how the receipt for 
the cup should be signed by the Royal 
Yacht Squadron. 

According to a cable dispatch the reply 
of the Cup Committee has caused general 
disappointment among yachtsmen in Lon- 
don. Lord Dunraven, in discussing the mat- 
ter, said the deed of 1887 practically stops 
all chances of a race next year. He said 
the challenge was in the hands, of the 
Royal Yacht Squadron, and he did not know 
how the squadron would act. 

Mr. Smith, referring to this, said: ‘*‘ We 
did not hold him to the ten months’ notice. 
We were willing, if possible, to advance 
the dates. Lord Dunraven should have 
confidence enough in the committee to know 
that it would grant every possible con- 
cession that would not jeopardize the club. 
In any event, the receipt for the cup would 
have to be signed whether won under the 
new deed of gift or according to Lord 
Dunraven’s present challenge, as legally it 
could not be delivered without a receipt. 
Besides, no club has the power to add to 
or take from any of the conditions of 
the deed of gift. The mutual agreement 
clause gives any club which is the custodian 
of the cup the power to make any terms 
it is willing to, and as that is a question 
which had to be met it is just as well to 
meet it now. 

“If the Royal Yacht Squadron will agree 
to attach to Lord Dunraven’s challenge the 
agreement cabled by Mr. Kersey, I think a 
race can be arranged. That point seems 
the only one of difference between Lord 
Dunranven and the New-York Yacht Club.” 

“In 1892 the committee allowed Lord 
Dunraven to attach a clause to his chal- 
lenge setting forth the conditions under 
which the cup should be held if won. I 
hardly think that clause should have been 
allowed. The receipt which the committee 
insists upon is simply the last paragraph 
of the deed of gift which reads as follows: 


“And the said party of the second part 
hereby accepts the said cup subject to the 
said trust terms and conditions, and here- 
by covenants and agrees to and with said 
party of the first part that it will faithfully 
and fully see that the foregoing conditions 
are fully observed and complied with by 
any contestant for the said cup during the 
holding thereof by it, and that it will as- 
sign, transfer, and deliver the said cup to 
the foreign yacht club whose representative 
yacht shall have won the same in accord- 
ance with the foregoing terms and condi- 
tions, provided the said foreign club shall 
enter with said party of the second part 
into the like covenants as are herein ent- 
ered into by it, such instrument to contain 
a like provision for the successive assign- 
ees to enter in the same coyenants with 
their respective assignors, and to be ex- 
ecuted in duplicate, one to be retained by 
each club, and a copy thereof to be for- 
warded to the said party of the second part.’ 

“The committee has written to Lord 
Dunraven, and the letter will go on to- 
day’s steamer, The cablegram sent was 
the essence of the letter.’”’ 


The time for the race and the declination 

of the Cup Committee to waive the ten 
months’ notice at present is not regarded 
as a serious hitch. The only trouble is 
the hair-splitting over the terms of the 
deed of gift. Last year, at Lord Dunraven’s 
request, an earlier date than that called for 
in the challenge was set for the first race, 
and there is little doubt that the same 
would be done next year, 
_ Archibald Rogers thought ten months 
short enough time to make arrangements 
for the defense of the cup. He said: ‘ The 
syndicate to defray the cost of building 
the cup defenders has to be formed, the 
yachts designed and built, then got in rac- 
ing trim, and the best boat of the lot se- 
lected. All this will take a lot of time.. I 
think the outlook for.a race a poor one.” 

Latham A. Fish, a member of the commit- 
tee said: ‘‘It is my experience that when- 
ever the Englishmen had a yacht with which 
they thought they could win a race they 
gent her over, regardless of deeds of gift.”’ 

Lord Dunraven’'s objections to the deed of 
gift were made public in 1892, when he chal- 
Jenged for last year’s. race, This is what 
he said then: 


We object to the deed as unfair in the 
abstract: I am unwilling to do anything 
that van be construed as implying that we 
thiuk it fair in the event that we are chal- 
leviged. Please understand that in my con- 
jidential challenge I ask no sort of favor 
from the New-York Yacht Club, I do not 
ask for conditions which, in my humble 

inion, should govern international races.

It may send me a midship section, 
the length of her lines, or the vessel her- 
self, if it likes. I could not possibly object. 
On the contrary, I should be exceedingly 
obliged. My proposal in no way limits the 
powers of a. future challenger. It does 
not involve any admission on the part of 
the New-York Yacht ‘Club that, in its opin- 
ion, the conditions of the deed of gift are 
too onerous. Nor will it prevent it in fut- 
ure challenges from giving in its challenge 
all the dimensions mentioned in the deed. 
I only insist that it be perfectly clear that 
I hold the cup on the same terms under 
which I challenged, and that I in no way 
sanction rules which, as applied against 
myself, I consider unfair, 

There will be another meeting of the 
Cup Committee to-day at Mr. Smith’s of- 
fice, and it is expected that there will be 
g0ome reply from Lord Dunraven or from 


the Royal Yacht Squadron. 
BLAMES THE CUP COMMITTEE. 


London Post Says Englishmen Won't 
Have the Deed of Gift. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—The Morning Post, in com- 
menting on Lord Dunraven’s challenge for the 
America’s Cup, will say to-morrow: 

‘““The New-York Yacht Club’s provisional 
answer to the challenge is not likely to meet 
Lord Dunraven’s objections. If the Cup Com- 
mittee maintain the position taken under the 
deed of gift of 1887, the proposed match must be 
abandoned and the holders of the cup will only 
have ‘themselves to blame for the course forced 
upon the challenger. It is unfortunate that the 
deed of gift should be introduced again just at 
the moment when it was confidently expected 
that a match would be arranged. 

“The Americans must see that English yachts- 
men will not have anything to do with the docu- 
ment. Nobody knows this better than Commo- 
dore Smith of the New-York Yacht Club, The 
ten-months-notice difficulty could be easily over- 
come by a mutual arrangement. It must be, re- 
gretted that the Cup Committee has apparently de- 
clined to adopt a course in the interest of inter- 
national yachting. It is to be hoped that a way 
will be found to escape from the apparent dead- 


lock.”’ 


Clyde Yachtsmen Satisfied. 

LONDON, Dec. 11.—The Clyde yachtsmen are 
satisfied with the reply of the New-York Yacht 
Club to Lord Dunraven’s challenge, although 
they think that an eight months’ term of notice 
would be preferable to a ten months’ notice. 
The consensus of opinion among yachtsmen is 
that Carter, as Captain of the British boat, 
would be preferable to Cranfield. 


SENT UNDER MISAPPREHENSION. 


Cup Challengers Did Not Understand 


“Mutual Agreement” Clause. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

Inasmuch as recent developments have revealed 
to yachtsmen the truth of my letter published 
in Saturday’s Times, if you will allow me more 
space in your yachting columns I will say a 
few words, this time addressing* myself to 
Lord Dunraven’s representative, Mr. Kersey, 

Again going back to 1892, when Lord Dun- 
raven’s challenge was accepted, Mr, Kersey will 
remember that The New-York Times pointed 
out at that time that Mr. Kersey did not under- 
stand the situation. It is scarcely any wonder 
that Lord Dunraven was unconsciously led into 
racing, and thereby recognizing the ‘‘ new deed 
of gift,’ for the letters of the America’s Cup 
Committee touching the conditions under which 
the cup should be held in case it should be won 
by the Valkyrie were so obscure that many 
yachtsmen on this side of the water could not 
understand the situation. But for Mr. Kersey 
there is scarcely any excuse unless, indeed, there 
were representations made to him by members 
of the committee other than those that ap- 
pear in the correspondence, 

As Lord Dunraven’s “ official representative,’’ 
Mr. Kersey was expected to understand the sit- 
uation, and in Mr. Kersey, in fact, was placed 
the trust of England’s yachting relations with 
us. The America’s Cup Committee, by beating 
about the bush, got Mr. Kersey, whether inten- 
tionally or otherwise, to believe that in case the 
Valkyrie won the cup would be held under con- 
ditions satisfactory to English yachtsmen and 
not in exact accordance with the obnoxious new 
deed. Mr. Kersey declared, in the face of plain 
evidence to the contrary, that the New-York 
Yacht Club would not enforce the new deed on 
English yachtsmen, and it has taken Mr. Kersey 
two years to learn his error. It was plainly his 
business to protect English yachtsmen against 
the new deed if, as seems to be the case, they 
would not agree to enforce it. Did Mr. Kersey 
thus protect his brother yachtsmen? 

Whatever criticism may be made of Lord Dun- 
raven’s methods of gratifying his international 
ambitions, it cannot be said that he has any 
desire to betray English yachtsmen into recog- 
nizing the new deed. If Lord Dunraven had 
curbed his impetuosity and withheld his 1892 
challenge the new deed would have been wiped 
out of existence or modified to suit the require- 
ments of the sport. A movement looking to this 
end was well under way then. But of course 
the defenders of the new deed could not have 
asked for anything better than a race while the 
deed was in ‘force, thus putting to an end the ef- 
forts to change the conditions governing the cup. 
If Lord Dunraven had been better advised he 
would have pursued an entirely different course 
and the present deplorable misunderstanding 
would have been avoided. 

All of the foregoing is written with the idea in 
mind that English yachtsmen are still sincere in 
their objections to the new deed. 

Now a few words in relation to the new deed 
itself. The difference between the New-York 
Yacht Club and English yacht clubs hinges main- 
ly upon the clause calling for the dimensions of 
a challenging vessel. English yachmen claim 
such a clause should not be in the-deed, But the 
New-York Yacht Club maintains that, under the 
‘““mutual agreement ’’ clause of the deed, the di- 
mension clause can be waived. In fact, the New- 
York Yacht Club maintains that any arrange- 
ments whatever may be made by“ mutual agree- 
ment.”’ It is reasonably certain that English 
yachtsmen have never understood the real scope 
of the New-York Yacht Club’s interpretation of 
‘**mutual agreement.’’ If they did, the only 
question left for them to decide would be whether 
they would recognize a deed at all that contains 
the dimension clause, even though it might be 
waived, If they positively insist upon the dimen- 
sion clause being stricken out of the deed, 
whether it can be waived or not, then, of course, 
there can be no legitimate race until the deed is 
modified in this respect. It must be plain to all 
now that the challenge of 1892 was sent under a 
misapprehension, for which Mr. Kersey and the 
America’s Cup Committee are both responsible. 

The only criticism of the Cup Committee fair to 
the committee is that, in its desire to be ex- 
cessively polite, it so murders the Queen’s Eng- 
lish that its meaning is obscure. Its sentences 
are involved, and it seems to be afraid to say 
what it means—namely, that the cup, if won, 
must be held subject to the full terms of the new 
deed, without any modifications or additions 
whatsoever. 

And what will Dixon Kemp think now?

MISSING FRANK LENZ. 


Pears that the Cyclist Has Been Mur- 
dered by Brigands. 


EAST LIVERPOOL, Ohio, Dee. 11,—Attorney 
J. J. Puripton of this city, who had been making 
an active effort to find some trace of Frank 
Lenz, the missing Pittsburg bicyclist, who started 
out to circle the globe on his wheel, and who was 
last heard from at Tabreez, Persia, on April 28 
of this year, received a letter yesterday from 
R. W. Graves, British Consul at Erzeroum, 


Turkey. Mr. Graves states that he has made 
every Gort to discover Lenz’s whereabouts, but 
has failed. He’ has little doubt that the 
adventurous young wheelman has fallen in with 
the brigands which infest the eastern portion 
of Asiatic Turkey and been robbed and murdered. 
Lenz, he says, passed through Diadin, just 
west of the Persian border and 150 miles from 
Tabreez, on May 7. Mr. Graves asked the Gov- 
ernor of the province to make a thorough search. 
Ziegler & Co. of Erzeroum had received an order 
from Tabreez instructing them to honor a draft 
for £10 presented by Lenz, but the draft was 
never presented.

The Subject of Many Complaints to 
the Health Board. 


NO PUBLIC STATEMENT BY THE VESTRY 


Col. Cruger Accepts the Full Respon- 


sibility for the Condition of 


the Tenements—Official 


Records, 


“The Vestry of Trinity Church,” said 
Col. S. Yan Rengselaer Cruger, the Controller 
of the Trinity Church Corporation, yester- 
day, to a reporter for The New-York Times, 
“has decided not to make any public 
statement in regard to the condition of its 
tenement property. That is all there is to 
Say on the matter.” 

Col. Cruger was asked if the Board of 
Health had ever had complaints about the 
Trinity tenements, or if the police had ever 
had occasion to raid them. 

‘To the best og my knowledge, no,” he 
replied. 

No information was obtainable yesterday 
as to what took place on Monday night at 
the meeting of the Vestry of Trinity. It 
Was said no action was taken in regard to 
the disclosures by tie Tenement House 
Commission as to the condition of some of 
Trinity’s ‘tenements. 

it was learned that several influential 
members of the Trinity Church Corporation 
have become deeply interested in the reve- 
lations made by The New-York Times. 
These Vestrymen do not regard the stories 
Which have appeared in this paper as being 
published with any hostile feeling toward 
that church, or with any purpose or idea of 
creating a sensation. The revelations meet 
the approval of the Vestrymen referred to. 

Reporters have not yet been able to 
learn from the members of Trinity Church 
Corporation whether it proposes to act in 
accordance with the Health Board’s rules 
and recommendations, or whether it con- 
Siders that its tenements are above just 
criticism as to their condition. 

It is a fact that several members of the 
Trinity Church Corporation are not per- 
6onally familiar with the condition of the 
tenements owned by that church. This is 
indicated by the replies they have made 
to the questions of the reporters for The 
New-York Times. 

Col. Cruger, the Controller of the cor- 
poration, accepts the full responsibility for 
the condition of the tenements. In his inter- 
view on Monday with a reporter for this 
Paper, he said: 

“I am fully informed as to the condition 
of every piece of property owned by Trin- 
ity, and no one under me is guilty of any 
dereliction of duty in having kept me in 
the dark as to the condition of our tene- 
ments. We are going ahead in our own 
way of caring for our property.” 

it is not to be expected that Col. Cruger 
could carry in his mind the condition of all 
of the Trinity tenements, much less remem- 
ber much as to complaints, where so many 
houses are involved. It is, therefore, not at 
all surprising that his mere general recol- 
lection does not agree exactly with the 
records of the Board of Health. 

It appears from these records that the 
Health Board received repeated complaints 
as to the condition of the tenements and 
other taxable property of Trinity Church. 

The Health Board registers every com- 
plaint against the sanitary condition of 
dwellings. , 

One-third, or 33 per cent., of all the houses 
and buildings owned by Trinity Church in 
New-York have been the subject of com- 
plaint to the Board of Health within the 
last three years. 

This result is shown in the following fig- 
ures: Trinity owns 336 houses, and eight 
vacant lots. Complaints were magie to the 
Board of Health in 1891, 1892, and 1893 
against 114 of these houses.

The total number of complaints was 199. 
In all except thirty-nine cases ground was 
found, according to the record, to exist for 
the complaints, and the same were ordered 
abated. 

Thirty-nine of the complaints were 
marked ‘‘ negative” on the records of the 
Health Department, by which was meant 
either that no cause of complaint was de- 
cided by the Inspector to exist, or that the 
trouble had been abated before the In- 
spector visited the premises. There is no 
way of telling, save by an exhaustive search 
of the Inspectors’ reports, which of these 
reasons led to the indorsement ‘“ negative.” 
The usual meaning is, however, that the 
complaint is abated when. the Inspector ap- 
pears on the scene. 

The following table shows the total num- 
ber of Trinity houses, (including the va- 
cant lots,) the number complained against, 
the total number of complaints, and.the per- 
centage of houses complained against: 
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In the above table the comparison is great- 
ly in favor of Trinity, because over one- 
half of the buildings are stores, warehouses, 
and other structures not tenements. There 
are only 145 houses owned by Trinity which 
are classed by Col. Cruger, the controller 
of the corporation, as tenements. 

Among the tenements owned by Trinity is 
the two-story-and-attic building at 623 
Washington Street. A saddler and his wife 
occupy the ground floor and sleep in a lit- 
tle room in the rear, 6 by 8 feet in dimen- 
sions. The saddier has made several com- 
plaints to the agent of the premises. He 
said yesterday to a reporter for The New- 
York Times: ‘‘I pay $14 a month for my 
apartments. The water leaks down through 
the roof on my bed. I have complained 
without effect.’ 

The saddler sublets from Thomas J. Deff- 
ler, who lives on the second floor. Mr. Deff- 
ler said: ‘‘ When I moved in I asked the 
agent for water on my floor. He refused to 
put it in. I put in water at my own ex- 
pense, and also papered the walls.”’ 


TUE CORPORATION'S GREAT WEALTH 


Its Princely Income Expended in the 
Support of Chapels and Schools. 


Trinity Church was organized under the 
provisions of an act passed by the Colonial 
Assembly of 1693. It was four years later 
that the royal charter establishing the 
Parish of Trinity was granted. 

The first services were held in the old 
St. Nicholas Church within the fort until 
1697, when a small frame building was put 
up op the site now occupied by Trinity 
Church, and used as a house of worship. 
This building stood for nearly forty years, 
when a new edifice was erected. At the 
close of the Revolution tle Episcopal 
Church was not in high favor, on account of 
the loyalty to the King of its members, but 
after a while, when the name of the King 
was omitted from its rituals, it was restored 
to favor. 

The new order of things and the real 
foundation of the Great Trinity Parish be- 
gan with the consecration of the first Amer- 
ican Bishops, in 1784, followed by the Gen- 
eral Convention in 1785. 

For a long time Trinity, St. George’s, and 
St. Mark’s were the only Protestant Episco- 
pal Churches in the city. Christ Church was 
organized in 1794. The church has grown 
until there are now eighty-four churches 
and chapels in this city, with 35,000 com- 
municants and a number of parochial chari- 
ties. 

Trinity is to-day the wealthiest single 
church corporation in the United States. 
Its annual income of over $600,000 comes 
from what remains, after many generous 
gifts, of the royal grant of the Queen’s 
farm, made in 1705. That grant comprised 
a large tract of land along the North River, 
between Christopher and Vesey Streets. 
This property is valued at over $9,000,000. 

Trinity Church, at the head of Wall 
Street, was destroyed by the great fire in 
1776. The second church was built in 1788; 
the third, on the same site, was finished 
in 1846. 

The independent parish of St. George’s 
was opened in 1753, and endowed by Trinity 
with a gift of over $250,000. St. Paul’s was 
built in 1764, and is the oldest church 
edifice now standing in the city. Then 
came St. John’s in 1807, Trinity Chapel in 
1856, St. Chrysostom’s in 1869, St. Augus- 
tine’s in 1877, and St. Agnes’s and St. Luke’s 
in 1892. 

Trinity has over 6,000 communicants. Its 
rector is the Rev. Dr. Morgan Dix. Of the 
large income enjoyed by Trinity, it is said 
that not a cent is hoarded. It is used for 
the support of chapels, keeping up the es- 
tate, yearly grants to twenty-four parishes, 
maintenance of several parochial schools, 
and the payment of taxes and assessments. 
Of the former rectors of Trinity three have 
been made Bishops of the Church, and one 
vas banished from the State for his Royal- 
ist proclivities, and became Bishop of Nova 
Scotia. 


The Army Wants Periodicals. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The Second 
Controller recently had some _ interesting 
correspondence with the Adjutant General’s 
office over the purchase by an officer at a 


Western post of a set of Shakespeare. The 
argument was amusing, as showing the 
strictness with which the Treasury Depart- 
ment views the purchase of books and the 
efforts of the army officer to demonstrate 
that Shakespeare was a military authority. 
An officer at the Military Academy, Prof. 
Postlewaithe, has suggested to the War De- 
partment that in the next appropriation bill 
the item which is usually set aside for text 
books and maps for the use of instructors 
mention specifically ‘ periodicals,’’ so that 
current literature may be obtained. He 
points out that many of the publications 
contain historical and geographical informa- 
tion which is interesting and valuable.

FATE OF THE MYSTERIOUS STAR 


SCUTTLED AT SEA AND LEFT BY HER 
CREW TO DESTRUCTION. 


The Crime Discovered by a New-Bed- 
ford Whaler, Who Saw the Men 
While Escaping in Their Boats. 


NEW-BEDFORD, Mass., Dec. 11.—Capt. 
E. C, Reed of the whaling bark Petrel, of 
this port, in a letter just received by his 
wife, in this city, relates a thrilling story of 
adventure upon the high seas and discloses 
the incidents connected with the destruc- 
tion of a noble and substantial vessel by 
her crew. 

By a fortunate combination of circum- 
stances, he was to al) intents and purposes 
an eye witness of the crime, and secured, 
before the vessel sank, evidence which con- 
vinces him that the sinking of the craft was 
carefully planned. The object was un- 
doubtedly to sell the vessel to the insurance 
companies for considerably more than her 
full value, cargo included. 

In September, the bark Petrel, which left 
this port in October, 1893, was in St. Mi- 
chael’s. Later, she left on a whaling cruise. 
On the 22d of October, in latitude 17.25° 
north and longitude 26.46°, and in the vi- 
cinity of the Cape Verde Islands, Capt. Reed 
Saw the boats of a bark some distance away 
from his vessel lowered. His first thought 
was that she was a whaler, and he ordered 
the boats on his own vessel lowered. He 
took after the boats of the other vessel, and 
almost immediately their actions aroused 
his ‘suspicion. The men appeared to be 
trying to baffle and elude him. He then 
gave them chase, with a determination to 
overhaul them, and ordered his men to work 
at the oars as if their lives depended upon 
their exertions. He followed the boats for 
nearly ten miles, and then became convinced 
that it was useless to attempt to overtake 


“them, 


He had become satisfied that something 
was wrong aboard the vessel, and as soon 
as possible he returned and went aboard the 
bark the men had deserted. It was clearly 
to be seen that she had been scuttled, and 
in a very short time would sink. Capt. 
Reed at once began to secure such evidence 
as he could of the crime. He found the 
vessel to be the Mysterious Star of Liver- 
pool. His first thought was of the ship's 
log and papers. The crew, before deserting 
the craft, had taken nearly everything in 
the nature of documents and records. From 
what papers were left behind, Capt. Reed 
learned that the bark was bound for a 
Chilean port, and was loaded with coke. He 
also ascertained that she was heavily in- 
sured, 

While aboard of her, Capt. Reed heard 
the water running into her hold, could see 
her gradually sinking, and was admonished 
to make his investigations quickly. Every- 
thing indicated that the arrangements for 
the bark’s destruction had been made with- 
out haste, and in such a manner that but 
for the unanticipated appearance of Capt. 
Reed’s vessel the true fate of the craft 
would never have been known. The story 
of the crew would, -no doubt, have been 
accepted by the insurance companies, as 
no flotsam would have remained to dispute 
the recital 

The men had chosen a propitious time for 

the carrying out of thsir nefarious purpose, 
and there was nothing to hinder them from 
reaching the Cape Verde Islands in their 
boats without accident. After making as 
thorough an examination as the time per- 
mitted, and finding that the vessel was 
doomed to sink, Capt. Reed, to aid the work 
of destruction, fired the deck, that no 
wreckage might remain to menace naviga- 
tion. ‘ 
The Mysterious Star was of 883 tons bur- 
den, and was surveyed in Belfast in 1892. 
She was an able and seaworthy vessel, and 
was built in Sunderland, England, in 1807. 
She was 121.9 feet in length, was 28.5 feet 
in breadth, and 17.5 feet deep. Her hailing 
port was Liverpool, and she was engaged 
by R. T. Telford. 


HIS RACE MAY COST HIM A LEG 


Ten-Year-Old Charles Weber Tried to 
Cross Before a Trolley Car. 


Ten-year-old Charles Weber of 540 East 
One Hundred and Thirty-fourth Street is 
likely to lose a leg as the result of a fool- 
hardy exhibition of bicycle riding he gave 
to his companions yesterday afternoon. 

He was doing some fancy riding in East 
One Hundred and Thirty-eighth Street, 
when a Port Morris trolley car came along. 
Young Weber started to race with it. He 
kept pace with the car for a while, and 
then gained a little. Next he attempted to 
cross in front of the car. Louis Quinn, the 
motorman, did not divine the boy’s inten- 
tion until it was too late. The bicycle sped 
across the street, but the moment it struck 
the slippery rails it slid sideways and 
threw the lad under the car. The wheels 


passed over the boy’s right leg just below 
the knee. 

He was eaken to the Harlem Hospital, 
and the motorman was arrested. In the 
Harlem Police Court Quinn was held to 
await the result of the lad’s injuries.

Good Prices Paid for Stamps.

A CONTEST OVER MRS. DAY'S WILL 


A Sister Living in London Charges 


Undue Influences. 


An interesting will. contest that will be 
most stubbornly fought was begun yester- 
day. 

Mrs. Sarah Ann Day died some time ago, 
leaving an estate valued at several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Her principal heir 
was her brother, W. P. Brixey, to whom 
was left practically the entire estate. The 
will was admitted to probate, but Mrs. 
William P. Huett, of London, England, a 
sister of the testatrix, began proceedings 
to have the probate revoked. The hearing 
on this proceeding was opened yesterday 
before Surrogate Fitzserald. 

Mrs. Day was the Widow of Austin C. 
Day, who owned valuable patents for insu- 
lating electric cables, out of which he made 
a large fortune, 

The first witness called was Mr. Crook, 
who was Mrs. Day’s lawyer, and who pre- 
pared the will. He testified that Mrs. Day 
made a will in 1890 in which she left all 
her property to Mr. Brixey. In 1891, when 
Mr. Brixey was going to Europe, Mrs. Day 
made another will containing practically 
the same provisions. Mrs. Day went to 
Europe June 21. 1892, and a month later 
died at the house of her sister, the present 
contestant, in London. The will was pro- 
bated on Sept. 19, 1892. 

The relatives veut off under the will all 
live in London. They are two children of 
her brother Edward Brixey—Rose and 
Willie; a dependent sister, Nancy Brixey; 
a widowed sister, Mrs. Smith; and the pres- 
ent contestant, Mrs. Huett. Undue influ- 
ence and pressure are the charges alleged 
against Mr. »rixey. 

It was brought out on the examination 
of Mr. Crock that the testatrix had given 
several powers of attorney to Brixey, and 
that she had sold the office fixtures, patent 
rights, and good will of her husband’s busi- 
ness some time after the latter’s death. 
These, it appears, were bought by Mr, 
Brixey. 

Mr. Choate cross-examined the witness, 
He asked what the property sold under the 
bill of sale brought. The witness could 
not remember exactly. 

“Did it bring $10?” asked Mr. Choate, 
insinuatingly. 

“Oh yes; the furniture brought $140,” 
was the answer. 

“Now, what did the good will and all 
the patent rights bring?”’ 

“TI think it was $3,106.” 

“And these were the oatents that made 
from $50,000 to $60,000 a year for Mr. Day, 
were they not?” ‘ 

The witness admitted that they were. 
He said that the sale was conducted by 
Auctioneer Hartnett, who had sold the 
rights for what they would bring, and had 
done the advertising that he thought neces- 
sary. 

“Where are the auctioneer’s 
asked Mr. Choate. 

The witness produced the one for the fur- 


niture. 

‘IT want the one for the patents and good 
will,” said Mr. Choate, “and I want also 
the clippings showing how the sale wos 
advertised.’

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POLICEMEN AND PENSIONS 


The Lexow Committee Learns that 
Able-bodied Men Draw from the Fund. 


A CAPTAINCY OFFERED -FOR $2,000 


—— 


Evidence Given About M. B. Brown 
& Co, and the Printing of 
Ballotse—Support for Cos- 
tello’s Charges. 


Senator Lexow, Chairman of the Senate 
investigating committee, declared yester- 
day morning in open session that he did not 
believe it practicable to legislate the present 
Police Department out of office. 

Mr. Moss, assistant counsel to the com- 
mittee, said he thought it could be done, 
and the discussion would have lasted for 
some time if Mr. Goff had not objected to it. 

It was not the first time that Senator 
Lexow and the counsel have openly dis- 
agreed on important points in the course of 
the committee’s inquiry,’ but Senator Lex- 
ow’s statement was more than usually sig- 
nificant, as indicating his probable attitude 
on the question when it becomes a subject 
for legislative action. 

It created no little surprise, and its effect 
upon Mr. Goff and Mr. Mcss was plainly 
disappointing. 

The morning session was mainly devoted 
to the examination of retired policemen. 

The object was to prove that the police 
pension roll has become an enormous and 
extravagant burden upon the taxpayers of 
the city, and that many retired policemen 
ere now capable of performing active duty. 

Ex-Ward Man Samuel J. Campbell, the 
original ‘‘ Pantata,’”’ was questioned about 
his large real estate transactions, and was 
quite badly, confused before he left the 
stand. 

Ex-Sergt. Polhemus declared that he was 
offered a Captaincy for $2,000 on behalf of 
the late Police Commissioner Sidney Nich- 
olls, and that he rejected it. 

Ex-Policeman James Curry declared that 
his Republicanism prevented him from re- 
gaining a position at Jefferson Market Po- 
lice Court, and Miss Annie Rosenthal relat- 
ed the story of her arrest on Friday night 
by Policeman Thomas Gili on a false 
charge. @ 

Most of the afternoon session was taken 
up by Augustin E. Costello, who told again 
of the assault upon him by Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin and the persecution to which he, 
fwas subjected by the police on account of a 
book which he had tried to sell by sub- 
scription. 

Father Ducey was a conspicious spectator, 
though he did not get to the hearing until 
noon. Alderman W. R. Kerr of Chicago, 
Chairman of the sub-committee of the 
Common Council appointed to investigate 
the Police Department of that» city, was 
also present. Mrs. Lallade was present at 
the morning session. 

Mr. Moss prefaced the examination of re- 
tired policemen with a brief address to the 
Senators. He said the law retiring police- 
men after twenty years’ service on the force 
was arbitrary, and that any policeman hav- 
ing served that period of time could claim 
the right to a pension. 

Pension Fund’s Great Increase. 

He gave the following table showing the 
increase of police pensions during the past 
eight years:

Mr. Moss said that the pension roll had 
grown to such proportions that the Police 
Commissioners were at a loss to provide 
for it. Laws have been passed providing 
that police fines, rewards for special service, 
unclaimed money in the hands of the Po- 
lice Department, license fees received from 
engineers, 25 per cent. of excise licenses, 
pistol permit fees, fees for masked balls, 
and unexpended balances remaining from 
police salaries should all be turned into 
the Police Pension Fund. The latest scheme 
to swell the fund was an imposition of a 
tax of $2 levied upon every steam boiler in 
the city. 

The number of retired policemen on the 
pension roll in 1893 was 105, twenty-seven 
widows and three orphans. There are at 
present, Mr. Moss said, 760 retired police- 
men on the list, 387 widows, and forty- 
seven orphans. Thirty applications for re- 
tirement are now pendirig, and 512 police- 
men have reached the retiring age. Of 
these, Mr. Moss said, 200 are waiting until 
Jan. 1, 1895, when the increase of police 
salaries will give increased pensions. 

Ex-Sergeant Charles U. Combes, who is 
now employed as day watchman by the 
National Shoe and Leather Bank, said he 
Served twenty-six years and six months on 
the force, and was retired at his own re- 
quest on Nov. 10, 1898. Besides his salary 
from the bank he receives a pension of 
$1,000. 

Ex-Policeman Alfred P. Schultz of 414 
‘West One Hundred and Forty-seventh Street 
said he was retired from the force June 1, 
1880, and has since been employed in the 
National Park Bank. He was formerly de- 
tailed at the bank in citizen’s clothes, and 
served there about nine years. 

While serving at the bank the bank paid 
the full amount of his salary to the Police 
Department. He was retired when forty- 
seven years old, on a pension of $500. 

Ex-Policeman Peter Kelly was retired 
from the police force Dec. 16,1892, after serv- 
ing twenty-two years and eleven months on 
$600 pension. He now keeps a liquor store. 

James McCall of 447 West Fifty-sixth 
Street said he retired from the police force 
in 1892 because he had served twenty years 
and had had enough of it. He receives a 
pension of $600. He is now forty-nine years 
old, single, and never felt better in his life. 

Samuel J. Campbell, ex-ward man of 
Capt. Gunner’s precinct, said he retired 
from the Police Department in January, 
1892, after a service Of twenty years. His 
pension is $600. He said he wag a war 
veteran and drew another pension of $12 a 
month from the Government. He is now a 
coal and wood dealer at 402 East Sixty- 
gecond Street. 


' About Campbell’s Real Estate. 


Mr. Moss asked Campbell what were his 
real estate possessions. Campbell replied 
that he owned an apartment house at 119 
East Ninety-second Street, which he bought 
three years ago for $27,000. He paid $5,000 
cash and $2,000 later, so that there is now 
a mortgage on it of $20,000. Campbell said 

. he also owned a lot in Bedford Park valued 
at $600. This was purchased while he was 
on the force. His home, 368 East Sixty- 
ninth Street, was bought by his wife for 
$8,500, and there is a mortgage on it of 
$5,000. 

He said he paid $3,500 for his interest in 
his.coal and wood business. His account in 
the Bowery Bank amounted to $7,000. His 
wife aiso, he said, had an account there. 
He said he had no bonds or securities of 
any kind. 

Campbell said he inherited $5,000 from 
his father fifteen years ago, and that start- 
ed him in his real estate dealings. He also 
dealt in horses while a member of the police 
force. 

Campbell was asked about the character 
of the houses in -the Twenty-fifth Pre- 
dinct, and he declared that while he was 
ward man he never knew of but one 


suspicious house in the precinct. That was 
on East Sixty-fourth Street, between Third 
and Lexington Avenues. 

Q. (By Mr. Moss)--What were your duties 
at Guttenberg? A-—I never was there in 


my life. 
-—What, never? A.—Not that I know of. 


I don’t know where Guttenberg is. 

Mr. Moss asked Campbell if he knew of 
any thieves’ revert dn the Twenty-fifth Pre- 
cinct. Campbei) answered that Battle Row, 
in Sixty-unrd £treet, near First Avenue, 
was the oniy one he knew of, but that they 
were all cleaned out. 


. Q. (By Mr. Moss)—You knew the North- 
ampton Bank robbers had friends there 
and that impressions of the bank keys were 
found there? A.—I don’t know of that. I 
never heard that impressions of keys were 
found there. 

This statement aroused Mr. Goff’s ire, and 
he rose, with his cheeks flushed. 

“I tried the Northampton Bank case,” 
Mr. Goff said to Campbell, ‘‘and it was 
in Sixty-third Street that the impressions 
of the keys were found, and you know if, 
for your name came up in the trial.” 

Campbell looked downward and said noth- 
ing. 

Mr. Moss questioned Campbell about the 
money that the witnesses Pospisil and Si- 
cardi swore they gave to him for protect- 
ing the Bohemian saloon keepers who vio- 
lated the excise law, and Campbell said he 
never received a cent from them. : 

Campbell was unable to tell the name of 
the person who held the twenty-thousand- 
dollar mortgage on his house, but he 
thought it was a Wall Street lawyer named 
Wally. He said he was enabled to save his 
salary for five years through the kindness 
of the owner of a mansion at the foot of 
East Seventy-sixth Street who let him live 
in the house rent free, and gave him all the 
fruit on the premises. He made money by 
selling the fruit, 

He did not know the name.of his benefac- 
tor, but thought it was Taylor, and that 
he, too, was a Wall Street lawyer. He 
said he used to receive Christmas presents 
of cigars and liquors, which were sent to 
his house, but he had no idea from whence 
they came. 

Senator Lexow told Mr. Moss that he had 
received a letter from him in which he 
again mentioned his plan to abolish the 
present Police Department. 


Mr. Lexow and Police Reforms. 

“If your suggestion to legislate the Police 
Department dut of office is adopted,” asked 
ee Lexow, ‘‘ Would it affect the pension 
ist?’’ 

“It could not affect the pensions now in 
force,” was the answer. ° 

“If the department were legislated out of 
office, would not the city be left for some 
time without any police?” 

“I wolud have no such interregnum. 
There could be a new force ready to take 
the place of the old one.” 

“What proportion of the 4,000 men,” 
asked Senator O’Connor, “are not con- 
taminated?”’ 

““A very small proportion,” answered Mr. 
Moss. 

** How in the world,” asked Senator Lex- 
ow, “are you going to legislate 4,000 men 
out of office without producing a condition 
of anarchy in the city?” 

“That is a matter requiring considera- 
tion,’ interrupted Mr. Goff. ‘‘ Mr. Moss 
should not be forced ‘to make known his 
views at this time. That is a matter for 
consideration in executive session, We 
will first try to complete the structure on 
which we are working.” 

“Did you read Carl Schurz’s letter on the 
subject?’’ asked Senator O’Connor. 

‘““Not yet,’”’ said Mr. Goff; “I shall read 
it at the first opportunity.” 

“It doesn’t seem practical “to legislate 
the whole department out of ‘office,” de- 
clared Senator Lexow. 

“That is a mere matter of detail,’ said 
Mr. Moss. ‘‘ We can’t get rid of it by a 
scratch of the Governor’s pen. It is easy 
to dismiss, the whole force and re-enroll 
the worthy members of the department.” 

James Curry, who was retired from the 
force in 1891, said he was stationed in Jef- 
ferson Market Police Court, but afterward 
was sent on patrol duty. He was unable 
to return to his position in the court be- 
cause he was a Republican. He said Com- 
missioner McClave was supposed to be a 
Republican, but would do nothing for him. 
Then Commissioners Martin and Voorhis 
“sent for him.” Tammany leaders Calla- 
han and* Douris told him, he said, that if 
he would join Tammany Hall he would be 
taken care of. 

Ex-Sergeant Daniel Polhemus testified he 
was retired four years ago on a pension of 
$1,000. He declared that a Kingston politi- 
cian once told him that he had a pull with 
Commissioner Sidney Nicholls, and that he 
could get ‘promoted to a Captaincy for 
$2,000. He refused and never was promoted. 
He said it was generally understood that 
promotions in the department were pur- 
chased. He thought disorderly houses and 
gambling houses could be closed if the po- 
lice wanted to close them. 

Miss Anna Rosenthal, the young wom4n 
whose arrest by Policeman Thomas Gill 
aroused so much indignation on Saturday, 
was called to the stand, and in answer to 
Mr. Goff’s questions she repeated the story 
of her arrest. 

Mr. Goff, in commenting upon the Rosen- 
thal case, said he knew of an innocent 
young woman having been sent to the Island 
for two months on a similar charge. 

It was decided to invite Gill to appear 
before the committee and vindicate himself. 

Nearly all the afternoon session was used 
in placing upon the record testimony cor- 
roborative of that given last Thursday by 
Augustin E. Costello, in relation to the 
treatment received by him at the hands of 
Inspector Williams and Capt. (now In- 
spector) McLaughlin. Costello swore that 
he was assaulted by Capt. McLaughlin and 
one of his detectives in front of the Old 
Slip Police Station, while he was under ar- 
rest on the night of Nov. 7, 1888. Capt. 
McLaughlin, according to Costello’s state- 
ment, struck him in the face with brass 
knuckles. 


Lawyer Hummel on the Stand. 


Abraham H. Hummel, the lawyer, was 
the first witness who testified in corrobo- 
ration of Costello. He said that he had 
known Costello very well for a number of 
years, but when he saw him in court on 
the morning after the assault he was 
scarcely recognizable. His face was bat- 
tered and cut, and his clothing was muddy 
and torn. He had been retained at the spe- 
cial solicitation of Costello to appear on 
his behalf in the proceedings at the Tombs 
Police Court, 


Q.—What is Mr. Costello’s reputation? 
A.—It is irreproachable. woul take 
his word as soon as that of the President 
of the United States. I always regarded 
him as a first-class, honorable newspaper 
man, and I cannot say anything higher 
than that in commendation of any one. 

Q.—Did he tell you how he had received 
his. injuries? A.—He said he had been as- 
saulted at the station house. 

Q.—Did_he mention Capt. McLaughlin’s 
name as one of the assailants? A.— best 
recollection is that he did, and I said that 
whoever committed the assault ought to 
be “ broken.” Q.—(By Senator Bradley)— 
Did he say that he had been assaulted with 
brass knuckles? .A.—I cannot remember 
positively, but I imagine he did. I don’t 
think the injuries could have been inflicted 
with the naked hand. 


Charles T. Duffy, a lawyer at 318 Broad- 
way, who had knowr Costello’ for fifteen 
years, and once had charge of legal busi- 
ness for him, testified that he had-always 
regarded him as a thoroughly honorable 
man. He was summoned to the Tombs on 
the morning that Costello was arraigned 
there. 

Q.—What was his condition? A.—His face 
was battered and bruised in a horrible man- 
ner. There was a deep cut on his nose. 
He was totally unnerved, and asked me to 
protect him. 


.—What did he tell you about the as- 
savit? A.—He said that he had been as- 


saulted and brutally beaten in front of the 
Old Slip Police Station. He said that one 
of his assailants was Detective Oates; that 
when he got in front of the station house 
Capt. Mebaughiin said: “ Let go,” and he 
was immediately s@ruck a terrible blow on 
the side of the face and was thrown into 
the gutter. He. said that McLaughlin was 
one of the men who had assaulted him. 

Q.—Did he say that brass knuckles had 
been used? A.—Yes, he did. 

Q.—Could the injuries haye been caused 
by the naked hand? A.—Possibly they could, 
but probably not. . 

Q.—Was Capt. McLaughlin in court the 
next morning. A.—He was. 

Q.—And you spoke to him about the as- 
sault? A.—Yes. He did not deny it, but 
he said that he and his detectives would 
swear that they didn’t assault Costello. 
anew wees swear that he injured himself in 

s cell. 

Q. (by Senator Pound)—Was there any 
charge of disorderly conduct made against 
him, or that he resisted arrest? “A.—No 
such charge was made. 

Q.—Did Costello ever prefer a complaint 
against his assailant? A.—He did not. The 
matter was discussed and we came to the 
conclusion that it would be of no use: 
There were a Captain of Police and two 
detectives to swear against him, and we did 
not think that Justice White, who was on 
the bench at the time, would entertain 
the complaint. 

Q.—Did you institute a civil suit for dam- 
ages? A.—We did. not consider that it 
would be of any use. 

“It is but proper to state here,’’ Mr. 
Goff said, ‘* that, owing to the rule of law, a 
suit of damages for assault by a police- 
man can only be against the assailant and 
cannot be maintained against the city. 
There have been few civil suits for dam- 
ages instituted against policemen. Nearly 
every policeman who has property holds it 
in his wife’s name, and it is almost impos- 
sible to recover judgment against mem- 
bers of the police force.” 

“In the case of Stanton against a police- 
man named Schellenberger,”’ said Mr. Moss, 
‘“‘where the policeman, who boasts of be- 
ing an athlete, smashed Stanton’s nose and 
beat him so badly that he was compelled 
to go to a hospital, the Corporation Counsel 
put in'an answer on behalf of the police- 
man. That is a rather queer state of af- 
fairs, The wronged citizen has to pay for 
counsel, while the counsel for the corpora- 
tion defends the policeman without fee. 
This policeman has been indicted by the 
Grand Jury, yet he has never been sus- 
pended and ‘is still on duty.” 


More Support for Costello. 


Michael Stanley, Mr. Costello’s bookkeep- 
er, testified that he was with his employer 
when he was detained at Police Headquar- 
ters by Inspector Williams, and accom- 
panied Costello and the detectives on the 
elevated railroad train. At the foot of the 
steps leading to the railroad station, one of 
the detectives suggested that Stanley should 
go in search of Justice Duffy, who, the de- 
tective said, was at the Stevens: House. 
This was a ruse to get rid of Stanley, who 
went to the Stevens House and found that 
Justice Duffy had not been there for two 
years. Then he went to the Astor House 
in search of the Judge, but failed to find 
him there. - 

““When I returned to the police station,” 
continued the witness, “I saw Costello in 
the Captain’s private rcom washing the 
blood off his face. His elothing was torn 
and muddy, and his hat was battered. I 
started to go into the room, but was inter- 
cepted by Capt. McLaughlin. He pulled 
open my overcoat and searched all my 
pockets. I asked: ‘ What does this mean?’ 
and the Captain replied: “‘ You know well 
what it means.’ When he got through 
searching me, he ordered the doorman to 


open the door, and he said to me, ‘ Get out. 


of here,’ and I went out.”’ 


Q.—Did Costello tell you about the assault 
the next morning? A.—He said that Capt. 
McLaughlin and another man had beaten 
him with brass knuckles. Both his -eyes 
were blackened and swollen, and his face 
and nose were cut. He wore a pair of blue 
goggles in court, and I have those goggles 
yet. I kept them as a souvenir. 

Costello. repeated some of the details in 
relation to the assault. He said that he 
took the letter, which hé was charged with 
having destroyed, out of a book which had 
been found in the possession of one of his 
agents under arrest, in the presence of 
Capt. McLaughlin, who made no. objection 
at the time. 

In regard to Inspector Williams’s state- 
ment, published in the newspapers, in which 
he is reported to have said, ‘‘ Poor Cos- 
tello; if I told all I know about him, he 
would be sorry that he had been born,” 
Costello said: 

“Tf Williams has the audacity to come 
here and make false statements under oath 
about me, I will have him indicted for per- 
jury. I am not afraid of Inspector Will- 
iams, and never have been.” 

Then Gostello told about his book, ‘‘ Our 
Firemen,”’ and a rival work, published by 
Michael Crane, called ‘‘ Our Fire Laddies.”’ 
Crane, he said, had a “ pull” at Fire Head- 
quarters, and did all he could to stop the 
sale of Costello’s book. 

‘*I was told,’ said the witness, “that I 
didn’t ‘show up’ at Fire Headquarters 
often enough, but. I hardly knew what con- 
struction to put on that. County Clerk 
Purroy, when he was Fire Commissioner, 
said that he would protect me, but he didn’t 
appear to be able to. 


Complained to Richard Croker. 


“TI sent a letter to Richard Croker in 
1893, giving him a history of the treatment 
I had received by the repeated arrests of 
my agents, and also giving him the details 
of the assault upon me by Capt. McLaugh- 
lin and his detectives, but he paid no atten- 
tion to it. I suppose he could not concern 
his powerful mind with so small a mat- 
ter.’’ 

Mr. Moss produced two letters, one from 
Richard Cullen, Presidemt of the Volun- 
teer Firemen’s Association, and the other 
from George P. Gott, the Treasurer’s book- 
keeper in the Police Department, certifying 
that Costello had fully complied with the 
terms of his contract with the Volunteer 
Firmen’s Association and with the Police 
Department. 

Costello said he had taken part in an ex- 
pedition to free Ireland, and had _ been 
captured and sentenced tod twelve years’ 
penal servitude, but had been released 
through the intervention of the United 
States Government. He had been an inmate 
of British prisons, but had never received 
such brutal treatment as he was subjected 
to in the Old Slip Police Station. 


“IT am an honorable citizen of this coun- 
try,” said the witness, in concluding his 
testimony, “‘and an honorable Irishman. I 
am told that my enemies on the police 
force are hatching some plot against me, 
which they will make public when the com- 
mittee adjourns. If they have anything 
against me, let them come and say it to my 
face."’ 

Senator Bradley~If you had the _ true 
Celtic blood in you, there would have been 
two or three funerals in this city. 

Costello—I am not'only a true Irishman, 
but a true Catholic, and murder is repug- 
nant both to my faith and my nature. 

The audience applauded, and Senator 
O’Connor called them to order with the re- 
mark: ‘ This is no theatre.”’ 

Samuel J. Young, a middle-aged hotel 
keeper of Willimantic, Conn., told how in 
April or May last he came to this city in 
response to a “ green-goods”’ circular, and 
was met by George Appo, who took him to 
121 Washington Street, where he met “ Al”’ 
Sloan and was swindled out of $300. A po- 
liceman was standing almost directly oppo- 
site the place where he was swindled. ,

William Wood, a foreman in the employ 
of J. J. Little & Co., printers, related the 
experience of the firm in endeavoring to get 
the job of printing the official ballots for 
the last election. This work was given out 
without advertising, in accordance with a 
resolution passed by the Board of Aldermen. 
Several firms. were, however, invited to bid, 
and among them J. J. Little & Co. 

The bid of this firm was $2.30 per thou- 
sand, which was in the aggregate $248 
lower than the bid of M. B. Brown & Co. 


“There was an informality in the bid pre- 


sented by Little & Co., and in the pres- 
ence of President Martin and Commissioner 
Murray, Wood was allowed to correct it. 
Then Radford Kelso, the representative of 
M. B. Brown &Co., said that his firm would 
do the work at the same figure as bid by 
J. J. Little & Co. After this statement was 
made the Board of Police went into execu- 
tive session, and the result was, as an- 
nounced by President Martin, that the con- 
tract was given to Martin B. Brown & Co. 
for $40,000, which was nearly $3,000 less 
than the origina) bid of J. J. Little & Co. 

This witness said he had been told M. B. 
Brown & Co. were engaged in printing the 
ballots before the eontract was awarded. 
As this was hearsay testimony it was 
stricken from the record, but Mr. Moss said 
that he would make further inquiries in 
this connection. 

The committee adjourned until 10:30 this 
morning. 

Among the witnesses who were present 
during the afternoon session were ex-Chief 
Inspector Henry V. Steers, ex-Capts, Gun- 
ner, Clinchy, and Yule, and a large number 
of Sergeants and patrolmen now on the re- 
tired list.

GARDNER GETS ANOTHER TRIAL 


THE AGENT OF THE PARKHURST SO- 
CIETY HAS ONE MORE CHANCE. 


Judgment Against Marvin, the Green- 
Goods Man, Is Affirmed—Other 
Important . Decisions. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Dec. 11.—The Court of 
Appeals to-day, in the case of the people, 
appellants, -against Charles W. Gardner, 
sustained a reversal of the judgment of con- 
viction and ordered a new trial. 

This was an appeal from a judgment of 
Géneral Term reversing for errors of law a 
a judgment of conviction of an attempt 
to commit extortion rendered against 
the defendant, Gardner, ‘by the Court 
of General Sessions of New-York. City 
in February, 1893. Jardner was in- 
dicted Dec. 8, 1892, for attempting to 
extort $100 from Lilly Clifton, alias Catha- 
rine Amos, keeper of a disorderly house on 
West Fifty-third Street. Police Captain 
Devery and his men laid the trap for Gard- 
ner and captured him in company with the 
Clifton woman. The police claimed that he 
threw. the marked money away after he 
was arrested. 

The court reversed the order of the Gen- 
eral Term and affirmed, with costs, the 
judgment of the Special Term in the case of 
the Prospect Park and Coney Island Rail- 
road Company, appellant, against the Coney 
Island and Brooklyn Railroad Company. 
This was an appeal by the plaintiff from a 
judgment reversing a judgment of Judge 
Cullen at Special Term compelling the de- 
fondant and respondent to specifically per- 
form a contract to run a connecting car to 
the plaintiff and appellant’s Greenwood Sta- 
tion, at Ninth Avenue and Twentieth Street, 
Brooklyn. The opinion was by Judge Bart- 
lett. All concur except Chief Judge An- 
drews, who dissents on the ground that the 
plaintiff, having established a rapid-transit 
route, although the propulsion is by elec- 
tricity, has met the condition of the con- 
tract which entitled it to terminate such a 
contract or at least has placed itself in such 
a position that a court of equity will not 
erforce specific performance. 

The court affirmed judgment in the case of 
the people against Eugene A. Marvin, ap- 
pellant. This was an appeal from a judg- 
ment of the General Term, affirming a judg- 
ment against the appellant by the Court of 
General Sessions of New-York City upon 
his conviction of a felony in violating Sec- 
tion 527 of the Penal Code, in having printed 
a circular and paper purporting to advertise 
end offer for sale counterfeit paper money, 
One point of the defense was that the al- 
jeged circular did not on its face refer to 
counterfeit money or state what kind of 
goods was intended for sale; it, however, of- 
fered for $350 ‘‘ $4,000 in my goods.”’ 

The court affirmed, with costs, the order 
of the lower court in the case of the peo- 
ple ex rel Tiffany & Co. against Frank 
Campbell as Controller and James A. Reb- 
erts as Controller. This was an appeal from 
an order of the General Term affirming 
the determination of the State Controller in 
the assessment of a tax against the re- 
lator. Controller Campbell assess2d the re- 
lator as a corporation for twelve years, 
ending Nov. 1, 1891, in the sum of $237,600. 
In 1893 this was modified on a _ rehear- 
ing so as to exempt the relator prior to 
1889 and to reduce the balance to $6,000. A 
writ of certiorari was sued out by Tiffany 
& Co. to review this decision. The Attorney 
General, for the State, contended that the 
relator was liable to pay at least $36,000 
for the years after 1889. The General Term 
dismissed the writ, holding that the Con- 
troller had imposed an insufficient amount, 
and ordered a rehearing. From this an ap- 
peal was taken to the Court of Appeals. 

The court reversed the verdict of the 
lower courts which gave Lizzie Breil a 
judgment of $1,953 in her suit against the 
City of Buffalo for injuries received in 
June, 1890, caused by a buggy in which she 
was seated being upset on Niagara Street, 
in Buffalo, by reason of a pile of dirt which 
lay in the roadway. The court orders a 
new trial. .

Gentlemen: You will appreciate the deli- 
cacy of the situation in which I am placed 
by your kind and affecting communication 
just received. The victory of Nov. 6, and 
the love and confidence of my fellow-citi- 
zens, are more than ample reward for all 
the services I have been able to render; 
nor ought it to be forgotten that while I 
had a art, and a disagreeably conspicuous 
part, n initiating the movement in our 
city, it is not by my efforts, but the efforts 
of great numbers working in concerted con- 
Secration of purpose, that that movement 
has.been brought to its splendid consum- 
mation. It hardly need be said to you, 
therefore, that if it lies in your hearts to 
show, by any added means, the cordiality of 
your regard, such demonstration would re- 
quire to take a shape that would not 
even be suggestive of personal enrichment 
to myself 

If I am to answer your question as frank- 
ly asyit is frankly asked, I should have to 
say that no action on your part would seem 
to me apposite which did not look in the 
direction of hélping to establish and per- 
petuate the municipal results already se- 
cured. The success of Nov. 6 needs to be 
made permanent. My own efforts in that 
direction will be put forth primarily through 
the agency of the City Vigilance League, 
an organization which has been in existence 
now for two years, which has established 
a specific basis of operation in each of the 
thirty Assembly districts of the city, and 
considers so much municipal success as it 
has already helped to achieve rather the 
beginning than the end of its hopes. The 
league is mortgaged to no sect and to no 
school of politics; its members are not 
seeking office, and we are bound by the 
terms of our constitution to put forward 
no candidates for office. Our aim is to ac- 
quaint ourselves with our city, to study its 
needs, to publish existing abuses whatever 
may be the party or whoever may be the 
man that may be responsible for them, 
and to stimulate, especially among the 
young men, both of our native and foreign 
ee that understanding of municipal 
nterests that shall help to make the mu- 
nicipal ballot intelligent, and that apprecia- 
tion of civic duties that shall help to ren- 
der the municipal ballot clean and honest. 
In a word, the league represents a con- 
tinuance of that straight line of rectitude 
and individual self-regardlessness needed 
in order to win the victory of November, 
and just as much needed in order to ren- 
der the fruits of that victory an abiding 
possession. 

This league needs a local habitation suf- 
ficiently central to be easy of access from 
all quarters of the town; sufficiently com- 
modious to meet the growing requirements 
of its multiplying membership and enlarg- 
ing interests.

HELPLESS IN A HAYSTACK 


Thomas P. Murth Found with a 
Wound in His Nose and Frozen Legs. 


NEWARK, Dec. 11.—Thomas P. Murth 
of Baltimore was discovered in a haystack 
on a farm adjoining that of Thomas Vin- 
cent, at West Livingston, on Sunday morn- 
ing, with both legs frozen and a bullet 
wound in his nose. He was taken to the 
Orange Memorial Hospital. 

Dr. Rogers, the house physician at the 
hospital, found that the bullet, which had 
gone through the man’s nose, had come out 
through his throat. It was not a serious 
wound, however. The . man’s legs. will 
probably have to be ampmtated. 

Murth said he had come from Baltimore 
looking for work, and that he went to sleep 
in the haystack about twelve nights ago. 
The night he sought shelter in the hay- 
stack was a very cold one, and the follow- 
ing morning he was so cold and exhausted 
from want of food that he could not move. 
He suffered great agony, he said, and last 
Thursday he removed a revolver which he 
had in his right hip pocket because it was 
uncomfortable to tie upon, and by acci- 
dent it exploded and the bullet penetrated 
his nose. When he was shot, he says, he 
cried for assistance as loud as he could, but 
no one came to his aid and after a few 
hours he became unconscious, in which 
state he was found by a farmer Sunday 
morning. 

He is about fifty years old and appar- 
ently fairly well educated. 


HE COMMITTED SUICIDE WITH DYNAMITE 


His Body Was Torn into Thousands 


of Fragments. 


WALTON, N. Y., Dec. 11.—Michael Davis, 
son of Joseph Davis, living in Marvin Hol- 
low, near here, committed sucide with 
dynamite Sunday evening, literally blowing 
his body into thousands of fragments. 

About 9 o’clock in the evening Davis left 
the house, saying he was going to kill him- 
self. He went direct to the quarry and into 
‘the storehouse, built a fire, and thawed out 
a stick of dynamite. This . took about 
three-quarters of an hour. Then, returning 
to the house, Davis left his watch and 
started for the fields. 

His father, who was in bed, on being in- 
formed of what young Davis had threat- 
ened, dressed himself as quickly as possible, 
and just as he reached the door heard an 
explosion a few rods away. Hurrying to 
the spot, all that could be, found was a 
large hole in the ground. 

The trees and bushes near were found to 
be covered with flesh, and at a distance and 
in different directions, both legs, one arm, 
and the head were discovered. The head was 
found at a distance of about 500 feet. ‘It 
had gone nearly 300 feet before striking the 
ground the first time, and had bounded 
nearly a dozen times in the other 200 feet. 


HE WAS MISSING THREE YEARS 


James F. Brook Came Home After 


Having Been Mourned as Dead. 


TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 11.—James F. 
Brook, Superintendent and General Man- 
ager of the Brook & Oliphant Rubber Com- 
pany, disappeared from his home in this 
city very mysteriously on March 24, 1891. 
He was a member of the Trenton Board 
of Aldermen at the time. He was finan- 
cially embarrassed. 

What became of him was not known to 
anybody here, and his family mourned him 
as dead. This morning he appeared at his 
old home, and received a cordial welcome. 
He has been in Texas and other Southern 
States, and during his absence his financial 
affairs were straightened out by relatives.

Ex-Senator Thomas C. Platt has on han@ 
just now a wholesale job at ‘“‘ molding pub- 
lic opinion.”” Only yesterday he gave out 
for publication in New-York a statement 
in which he claimed the recent victory as 
Republican pure and simple, leaving no 
ground for any one who swallowed his 
statement to make any substantial claim 
that it was non-partisan. 

He was speaking this time, not ‘‘as one 
under oath,” as he did last Summer, but 
as one whose “hind sight’’ is much more 
distinct than his “ foresight.’ 

With an absolute ignoring of the Com- 
mittee of Seventy, just as absolute silence 
concerning Dr. Parkhurst, who has been 
annoying Mr. Platt of late, Mr. Platt de- 
clares that Republicans “ did it,” and he 
intimates that the party is entitled to the 
fullness of the fruits of such victory. 

Coming just @he day before Mr. ,Platt’s 
battle at the primaries for supremacy in 
the county organization, this was regarded 
as a cross between a threat and a promise— 
a threat that those who did not support 
Platt need not expect any of these 
“fruits”; a promise that those who did 
support him might expect his influence in 
securing such “‘ spoils’’ as he could reach. 

Mr. Platt’s decision that this victory wag 
a Republican one dates from about the 
time Dr. Parkhurst began to tell the peopie 
to look out for the “‘ bossism”’ of Mr. Platt. 

Mr. Platt was one of the first Republicans 
to declare in favor of a combination ticket. 
He did that during the Summer solstice, 
when his brow was being cooled by the 
breezes at Manhattan Beach,~-at a time 
when so manyeother Republicans were de- 
claring the party had not the ghost of a 
chance to elect a Republican for Mayor, 
unless on a combination ticket.

Accompanying this letter was a quantity 
of printed matter for use as “ editorial” in 
the country newspapers to which Mr. 
Platt’s letter was addressed. This was a4 
long and well-written statement intended 
to show that Mr. Platt was a patriot, a 
statesman, and a leader. It cast some 
slurs at Dr. Parkhurst and the Committee 
of Seventy, and contained hints that it 
would be wise to ignore ‘‘ reformers” and 
stick to the good old dyed-in-the-wcol Re- 
publicans at Albany this Winter. 

The document which editors are asked to 
use as expressing their sentiments in their 
editorial columns contains this fling at Dr. 
Parkhurst: 


The excellent Dr. Parkhurst issues daily 
bulletins from this retirement at- Lakewood 
to let it be known that he was the great 
author of Republican success, and that he 
must direct the new Governor and the new 
Mayor and the new Legislature in al! they 
do. The Committee of Seventy is equally 
impressed with its importance, It, too, is- 
sues bulletins and talks about “our vic- 
oni “our fights,” and “our new offi- 
clals.” They are engaged in manufacturing 
new proposed legislation, and are reeling 
it off like tape from a ticker. They are go- 
ing to reorganize everything and make 
an entire change in the solar system. They 
have appointed a committee on legislation 
which is to boss the Republican officiais at 
Albany and a committee on finance with 
functions not yet quite discernible. 

It is said that this is simply Mr. Piatt’s 
jocose way of telling the Assemblymen in

Mayor Gilroy Tells Why He Made the 
Police Board Bi-Partisan.

“I appointed Police Commissioners Mure 
ray and Kerwin because I believe that so 
long as the Police Board has to do with 
elections it should be bi-partisan, and, be- 
cause I believed that Messrs. Murray and 
Kerwin were dyed-in-the-wool Republicans.” 

“What is your opinion of Mr. Platt’s 
claim that the victory in this city was a 
Republican victory?” 

“T have no opinion whatever to express 
upon that.” 

Mr. Gilroy was also asked yesterday 
whether he proposed to remain in politic + 
after his term of office expires. He said 
that no good citizen could retire absolutely 
from politics. ‘“‘Every man,” he said, 
“should take such interest in the political 
affairs of the country and the city in which 
he lives as good citizenship dictates. J 
shall continue to take such an interest in 
politics after Jan. 1,” he declared.

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The Pooling Bill Passes the House of 
~ Representatives. 


ROADS MAY POOL THEIR EARNINGS 


. 


Unexpectedly Large Majority for the 
Measure—No Strong Opposi- 


tion in the Senate 


Feared. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The pooling bill 
was passed by the House late this afternoon 
by a vote of 166 to 110, after the opposition 
had exhausted every filibustering motiofi 
possible under the order of the Committee 
on Rules. 

The outcome was gratifying to those who 
had been working Tor the bill, and it was a 
surprise to its opponents, who had hoped for 
a closer vote if not a controlling vote in the 
negative. 

The opponents of the measure were dis- 
posed to insist upon protracted debate, and 
when that was refused and Mr. Patterson 
determined to bring the issue to a vote, the 
refusal to give longer time was referred to 
as an excase for opposing the bill. 

The House declined, on the vote on pend- 
ing amendments, to sustain the Cooper sub- 
stitute, which referred to the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission the settlement of 
all differences arising out of pooling ar- 
rangements, evidently preferring the plan 
suggested by the Patterson bill of determin- 
ing those differences in the courts. The 
theory was in the minds of the supporters 
of the Patterson biti that there was and 
would be lack of authority in the Commis- 
sion, which is an administrative bureau 
enly. The friends of the Cooper substitute, 
on the other hand, objected to making the 
judicial officers of the Government a part 
of the executive power. The conclusion 
reached by many members was that dis- 
putes referred to the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission might eventually go to 
the courts, and that the most direct way 
of dealing with disputed cases was to refer 
them to the courts by law. 

The closing speech against the bill was 
made by Cannon, (Rep., Ill.,) while Sibley, 
(Dem., Penn.,) Harter, (Dem., Ohio,) and 
Black and Springer (Dems., Il.,) advoceted 
its passage. An effort was mad@ by Ding- 
ley (Rep., Me.,) to secure additional debate 


upon the bill under the five-minute rule, but ¢ 


Patterson, (Dem., Tenn.,) in charge of the 
bill, insisted upon his demand for the pre- 
vious question, at 3 o’clock, in accordance 
with the notice he gave Saturday. The 
vote seconding the demand—i74 yeas to 100 
nays—was something of a surprise even to 
the friends of the bill, who did not expect 
more than’25 or 30 majority for the motion. 

The opponents of the bill exhausted every 
parliamentary device to prevent the passage 
of the bill, but as they could muster no 
more than 111 votes at any time they ac- 
complished nothing. The substitute for the 
bill proposed by Cooper, (Dem., Fla.,) giv- 
ing the Inter-State Commerce »Commission 
final jurisdiction over all questions relating 
to the operations of pooling arrangements, 
cutting off the right of appeal by the rail- 
roads from the decisions of the commission, 
was rejected—yeas, 109; nays, 175. The 
House also refused to recommit the bill, 
either with or without instructions. 

The committee amendments, two in num- 
ber, were agreed to without division. Only 
one is of importance. It provides that in 
construing and applying the provisions of 
the bill the act, omission, or failure of any 
person acting for or employed by a rail- 
road company shall be deemed the act, 
omission, or failure of the company. 

The third reading and engrossment of the 
bill was ordered by a vote of yeas, 170; 
nays, 111. Then followed a period of fili- 
bustering, motions, to.recommit the bill, to 
amend it, and to adjourn following each 
other. Finally the ‘questiofi recurred on the 
passage ofthe bill, and it was agreed to— 
yeas, 166; nays, 110. 4 

Of the eight sections of the bill, only one— 
the first—relates directly to pooling. That 
reads as follows: 

Be it enacted, That Section 5 of an act 
entitled ‘‘An act to regulate commerce,” 
approved Feb. 4, 1887, be amended so as to 
read: Section 5. That it shall be unlawful 
for different and competing common car- 
riers, subject to the provisions of this act, 
to enter into any contract, agreement, or 
arrangement for the division or apportion- 
ment among themselves or with other car- 
riers of the whole or any portion of their | 
traffic, or any of their gross or net earn- 
ings; and each day of the continuance of 
any such contract, agreement, or arrange- 
ment shall be deemed a separate offense; 
provided, however, that under the following 
condition it shall be lawful for such com- 
mon carriers to enter into such contracts, 
agreements, or arrangements, enforceable 
between the parties thereto, that is to say, 
every such contract, agreement, or ar- 
rangement (hereinafter termed contract) 
shall be in writing and filed with the com- 
mission created by this act, and shall be- 
come lawful:and enforceable between the 
parties thereto at the expiration of twenty 
days from the filing thereof, unless the 
commission shall, in the meantime, and 
upon inspection thereof, make an order dis- 
approving the same; and it shall be the 
duty of the commission to make -such order 
of disapproval whenever, upon such inspec- 
tion, it shall be of opinion that the opera- 
tion of any such contract would result in 
unreasonable rates, unjust discrimination, 
inferior service to the public, or otherwise 
contravene any of the provisions of this 
act. 

Iteshall also be the duty of the com- 
mission to observe the working, operation, 
and effect of every such contract, which has 
become operative upon the transportation 
and business of the country, and of the sev- 
eral contracting parties, making such ex- 
aminations and investigations in relation 
thereto as the commission may deem neces- 
sary and toinvestigate all complaints relating 
to the rates, charges, facilities, or practices 
maintained by or under any such contract, 
or by any party thereto; and whenever the 
commission, after due notice and reason- 
able opportunity to be heard, shall find that 
any such rates, charges, facilities, or prac- 
tices are excessive or unreasonable, or re- 
sult in any ‘unjust discrimfhation as be- 
tween individuals, localities, or communities, 
or are otherwise in contravention of any of 
the eens of this act, the commission 
shall issue an order requiring such rates, 
charges, facilities, or practices maintained 
by or under such contract,,or by any party 
thereto, to be changed, modified, or cor- 
rected as therein specified; or, in any such 
cases, the ‘commission may, if it deem 
necessary, make an order disapproving the 
contract itself and requiring the same to 
be terminated at a date therein fixed, which 
shall not be less than thirty days from the 
date of such, order. The effect of any 
order of disapproval shall be to render the 
contract to which the same relates unlawful 
and non-renforceable from and after the 
date so fixed, except as to any claims. be- 
tween the parties to such contract arising 
prior to that date. : 

Orders and findings of the ‘commission 
disapproving any such contract, whether 
made upon inspection thereof as aforesaid 
or in any subsequent proceedings after the 
same has gone into effect, shall be sub- 

ect to review by any Circuit Court of the 

nited States sitting in equity in a judicial 
district in which any party to the contract 
has its principal office, upon petition filed 
by any party to such contract, stating the 
facts and the action of the commission 
relative to such contract, and making the In- 
ter-State Commerce Commision, under that 
name, a party defendant; said court shall 
proceed to hear and determine the matter 
speedily, as a court of equity, in the manner 
provided by Section 16 of this act, as nearly 
as may be, and shall make such order or 
decree as may be just and equitable, de- 
termining whether the contract in question 
shall be lawful and enforceable notwith- 
standing the disapproval thereof by the 
commission, From the decree or order of 
said Circuit Court an appeal shall be al- 
elowed to any oi the parties, if taken within 
thirty days, to the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and shall be advanced for 
hearing thereir -as appeals in which the 
United States are a party. Provided, how- 
ever, that’ the contract to which such or- 
der of disapproval relates shall remain un- 
lawful and nonerforceable during the pend- 
ency of the proceedings in the Circuit 
eee and during the pendency of any 
appeal therefrom to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 

If the parties to such contract shall 
not comply with the requirements of any 
guch order, other than an order of dis- 
approval, then the commission or any per- 
. gon interested may proceed to enforce. such 


rder of the commission by petitioning any 
‘Sisous Court of the United States sit- 
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1 papers, exhibits, and testimony, 
(or copies thereof certified by the Secretary 
of the commission) filed with or adduced be- 
fore the commission at the hearing. or hear- 
ings had in the course of its investigation 
resulting in the order to enforce which 
the petition is Glad, and, if upon consider- 
ing the record so presented, the court shall 
be of opinion that the order of the com- 
mission is prima facie lawful and _ proper 
to be enforced, then the court shall, upon 
motion of the complainant, issue at once

CHICAGO AND NORTHERN PACIFIC 
Receivers Pay and Retire Their Entire 

Issue of $200,000 of Certificates. 


Receivers Van ‘Orden, Morgan, and How- 
land of the Chicago and Northern Pacific 
Railroad have, within the past two days, 
taken up and retired the $200,000 of out- 
standing receivers’ certificates. That amount 
embraces all of the certificates issued by 
the receivers, and it is believed that any 
further issue will be unnecessary. The 
money used to pay off the certificates had 
accumulated in the receivers’ hands, partly 
from earnings and partly from the settle- 
ment of an old claim against the Wisconsin 
Central Road. 

The fact that the receivers of the Chicago 
and Northern Pacific were able to pay this 
debt of $200,000 without borrowing, or con- 
verting securities in their hands, is regarded 
as a progressive step in the affairs of the 
road, It shows a decided improvemeht in 
the condition of the property, and brings 
reorganization nearer to accomplishment. 

The Reorganization Committee, of ,which 
J. Edward Simmons is Chairman, has met 
with various obstructions in its efforts to 
rehabilitate the company. One of the ob- 
structions is an Illinois statute that requires 
a non-resident Trustee of any corporation to 
deposit $200,000 before doing business. in 
that State. The Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, trustee for the Chicago and 
Northern. Pacific bonds, proposes to contest 
this point, and there will be a hearing be- 
fore Judge Jenkins, in the United States 
Circuit Court in Milwaukee; on the 17th 
inst. Other matters in which the Reorgani- 
zation Committee is interested will come up 
for hearing at the same time. 


TROLLEY FOR STATEN ISLAND. 


Incorporation of an Electric Railroad 
with $1,250,000 of Capital. 


Articles of incorporation were issued to 
the Staten Islend Electric Railroad Com- 
pany, ‘in Albany, yesterday. The capital 
stock of this new company is stated at 
$1,250,000, and its avowed object is to con- 
struct and operate an electric line twenty- 
two*miles in length in the villages of New 
Brighton and Edgewater, on Staten Island. 
The Directors are: George B. Harvey, Mil- 
ton L. Bauden, J. J, Wals, William H. 
Hurst, J. ‘ff. Mills, Eugene Leland, A. G. 
Hummel, and J. Henry Haggerty, all of 
New-York City, and’ John A. Hilton of 
Jersey City.

Big Street Railway Consolidation. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Dec. 11.—The details 
of the biggest street railway consolidation 
ever effected in Pittsburg were completed 
to-day. The new system, under the name 
of the Second Avenue Traction Company, 
will be in operation by Jan. 1, and has a 
paid-in capital of $5,000,000. There are 
four branches, with a total of sixty miles 
of track. The main line extends from 
Market Street, Pittsburg, to McKeesport, a 
distance of ten and a half miles. This dis- 
tance will be traveled in forty-five minutes, 
and the fare will be 20 cents. A power 
house of 22,000 horse power is now nearing 
completion at Glenwood. On the line the 
company has purchased a large farm, which 
will at once be changed to a park. James

Yegular Dividends for Manhattan and 
Western Union—st. Paul Earnings 
Mincouraging—No Engagements 


“of Gold for Export. 


Trading on the Stock Exchange fell off 
materially yesterday, the transactions foot- 
ing up only 150,000 shares, or considerably 
less than was done on several days recently 
in Sugar alone. Operations also were al- 
most wholly of a .-proiessional character. 
There #vas some buying back of stock sold 
on Monday, particularly of Erie and St. 
Paul. ‘The covering in the.first named was 
based on the Drexel-Morgaa circular, which 
omits to say specifically that the stock is 
to be assessed. St. Paul's earnings for the 
first week in December were regarded as 
encouraging, although the ccmparison is 
with a week of very poor results in 1893. 

Prices were stronger as the day advanced. 

Manhattan was the most active stock out- 
side of the industrials. It was weak in the 
morning on rumors that the dividend was 
to be reduced, but it recovered nearly all its 
decline on the declaration of the quarterly 
dividend at the usual rate. The Executive 
Committee of the Western Union Company 
also recommended that the usual quarterly 
dividend be declarea by the Directors at 
their meeting to-day. The stock, however, 
was not active, and closed unchanged at 
88%. The Granger stocks were dull, but 
closed fractionally higher. 
. Sugar manipulation was less pronounced, 
the fluctuations being confined to 1% points, 
and the volume of trading greatly curtailed.

BOSTON, Dec. 11.~Local stocks were 
quiet, and there were few changes in prices. 
Bay State. Gas was stronger than yesterday, 
selling up %, to 11%. The seconds were 
quiet at 58%. Mexican Central 4s sold at 
54. Bell Telephone was steady at 198, with 
Erie up %, to 51%.

Tamarack was strong at 161, a 
few shares selling at 162. The Directors of

a share, payable Dec. 31. Franklin rose to 
15, and Osceola went to 22%. Quincy sold 
up to 9%, with the scrip at 35. Butte. ad- 
vanced fractionally to 11%, but receded 
later to 11. The continued strength of cop- 
pers is die in part to rumors of an agree- 
ment to limit the production of copper at 
the mines, and the consequent advance of 
ecpper in London, though doubtless it is to 
a considerable extent owing to the manip- 
ulation of the bull crowd. Copper in Lon- 
don sold at yesterday’s closing price of 41 
for spot and 41% for futures. A bid of 9% 
cents cash for 250,000 pounds lake copper 
was refused in Boston this morning. It 
is also stated that the Calumet Company 
will not sell a pound of copper under 10c.

SUPERINTENDENT CAMPRELL LEC- 
TURES HIS POLICE CAPTAINS. 


A Dozen More Robberies Reported 
Yesterday—Arrests Do Not Com- 
pare in Number with Crimes. 


The number of burglaries in Brooklyn ig 
on the increase, and the police, from all 
appearances, are not able to deal with them, 

The returns of the Police Captains to the 
Superintendent of Police are filled every 
morning with these records of crime, but 
the arrests for the burgiaries are few and 
far between. 

So frequently are the police notified that 
burglaries have taken piace, that it has at 
last been decided to take more action to 
apprehend the offenders. 

Commissioner Welles is not at all pleased 
with the criticisms that have been made 
about the inefficiency of the police to deal 
with these criminals, and he at last sug- 
gested to Superintendent Cempbell that the 
police, apparently, were not doing their duty 
and gave the Superintendent material to 
ponder over. 

Superintendent Camybell resented the idea 
that.he should be held responsible for the 
inactivity of the police, and he was not in 
a very pleasant frame of mind when he 
summoned all the Police Captains before 
him yesterday morning. When the Captains 
left his room, thev did not seem to be in 
@& very cheerful mood, and they had evi- 
dently been lectured by the angry Superin- 
tendent. But, whatever passed between the 
Captains and the Superintendent was not 
made public, the Superinténdent refusing 
to speak about it, and the Captains being 
equally reticent. 

It was learned that the law had been 
laid down by the Superintendent, and that 
he had instructed the Captains to send 
their men out in citizen’s dress to search 
for burglars. 

Speaking of this important matter, Super- 
intendent Campbell sail he thought that 
the large number of robberies was due to 
the hard times, and that men unable to get 
work had become burglars. The people of 
Brooklyn are not inclined to think much of 
this explanation. The Superintendent also 
says: “‘As it now stands, our detective 
force is worked almost to death. The men 
work from sixteen to eighteen hours a ‘ay, 
but still they never murmur. They are 
willing to do their work. The detectives re- 
port every morning suspicious characters 
walking the streets at night. They cannot 
arrest them. The next day, however, rob- 
beries are reported from the-vicinity where 
the men were seen.” 

One of the reasons that the detectives are 
unable to do better work is the fact that 
they are known all over Brooklyn. They 
are hailed on the streets by the residents, 
and their buSiness is known to any passer- 
by. The detectives of the Central Office 
squad are, perhaps, better known on the 
street than any other officials in the city; 
consequently their work is handicapped, as 
the burglars will not work when they know 
the detectives are in the vicinity. 

Twelve robberies were reported on the re- 
turns of the Police Captains vesterday 
morning. The/Captains do not think it 
will do any good to keep their men on duty 
in citizens’ dress after they have performed 
their regular patrol work in uniform. 

The idea of having extra vigilance be- 
tween midnight and 6 A. M. is not known 
in Brooklyn, for the majority of the burg- 
laries reported take place before’ midnight. 


WALKED OFF WITH ANOTHER MAN’S VALISE 


Charles D. Maxwell Had Pawn Tickets 
for Many Traveling Bags. 


Charles D. Maxwell, thirty-five years old, 
of Boston, was arrested at the Grand Cen- . 
tral Station Monday afternoon as he was 
walking off with a large valise left in the 
waiting room by some traveler. 

The valise had been left on the floor with 
another one, and a detective watched them 
for a long while, expecting the owner toe 
return for them, Up to yesterday no claime- 
ant had appeared. The owner is supposed 
to be -a traveling salesman for Stewart 
Warren of 29 Howard Street. ~ 7 

When Maxwell was searched a mumber of 
pawn tickets was found, most of them for 
valises. The tickets all have recent dates. 
The prisoner had a package containing six 
large roller towels such as are used in the 
public lavatories of hotels; a box of silver 
paint, a number of atomizer bulbs, and 
some fancy articles. Maxwell admitted that 
he had stolen the towels from a Third 
Avenue hotel, but declared that he found 
the other articles.

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POPULIST BILLS KILLED 


The Senate Done with Legislative 
Patent Remedies. 


WITTILY DENOUNCED BY MORRILL 


the Ab- 
surdity of Trying to Make 


The Senator Points Out 


Kverybody Happy and 
. Prosperous by Law. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—The venerable 
Senator from Vermont, Mr. Morrill, enter- 
tained the Senate to-day with one of his 
witty speeches. It was on the subject of 
Populistic panaceas for financial troubles, 
and, on his motion, all the bills introduced 
as such measures of universal prosperity 
and happiness were postponed indefinitely. 

Senator Morrill referred to the nine Sen- 
ate bills which he had been directed by 
the Committee on Finance to report ad- 
versely, and asked for their indefinite post- 
ponement. In order that the Senate might 
have some conception of these bills, he 
asked the Clerk to read the list presented 
by their number and titles, with such ad- 
ditional words as will indicate their lead- 
ing propositions and the probable appro- 
priation carried. Then’ was presented the 
following showing: é 


S. 1,787—A_ bill directing the Treasurer of 
the United States, upon the receipt of non- 
interest-bearing twenty-five-year bonds, not 
to exceed one-half of the assessed value of 
the property of any State, Territory, coun- 
ty, township, municipality, or incorporated 
town or village, said bonds to be retired at 
the rate of 4 per cent. per annum,, to issue 
full legal tender Treasury notes to the face 
og of said bonds (estimated)—$12,000,000, - 
O00, 

S. 1,892—A bill to provide for the issue of 
$2,500,000,000 in legal tender Treasury notes, 
to be loaned to States, counties, townships, 
villages, and individual citizens, without in- 
terest—$2,500,000,000, 

S. 1,900—A bill authorizing a sufficiency 
of declaratory—not promissory—full—not 
partial—legal tender money, not in excess 
of the sum of $1,000 per capita, to estab- 
lish systems of co-operation, and for other 
purposes—3$68,000,000, 000, 

S. 825—A bill to increase the circulating 
medium by issuing Treasury notes to the 
amount of. $300,000,000, payable in lawful 
money of the United States—$300,000,000, 

5S. 486—A bill to authorize the issue of 
$600,000,000 in declaratory legal tender 
money and for other purposes, and forth- 
with call in all bonds for immediate re- 
demption—$600,000,000, 

S. 916—A bill to direct the Secretary of 
the Treasury to purchase all silver bullion 
mined in the United States that may be 
mined at $1.29 per ounce, less the charge 
for coining, and that full legal-tender notes 
shall be issued to eight times the value of the 
silver bullion so purchased, not exceeding 
$50,000,000 per month, and to continue for 
three years—$1,800,000,000, F 

S. 1,050—A bill directing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to have coined all gold and 
silver now in possession of the Government, 
and also to have coined a sufficient amount 
of legal-tender paper money to make the 
whole amount of paper, gold, and silver 
money $6,000,000,000—$6,000, 000,000, 

S. 1,177—A bill directing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to prepare and issue Treasury 
notes to an amount equal to $38.50 for every 
$1 worth of gold and silver coin and 
bullion belonging to the United States, not 
set apart or reserved by law (estimated)— 
$300, 000,000. 

S. 2,020—A bill directing the Secretary to 
pay off all interest-bearing obligations, all 
Treasury notes, gold and silver certificates, 
and national bank notes, and to issue paper 
money to the amount necessary to pay as 
aforesaid, and also to pay all salaries of 
officers, or wages, and all appropriations 
made by Congress whatsoever—$2,000,000,- 
000. 

Then said Senator. Morrill: ‘‘ There are 
three more bills now lying on the table, 
half born, like Milton’s King of Beasts, 
‘pawing to get their*hinder parts,’ with the 
umbilical cord not yet severed, and I will 
ask the Clerk also to read this list, from 
which they will be seen to have a morgan- 
atic connection with those already present- 
ed, though it may not be acknowledged, as 
such connections seldom are acknowledged.”’ 

The following were then read by the 
Clerk: 

S. 1,300—A bill to appropriate $6,300,000 for 
immediate use in relieving want and desti- 
tution, but not to exceed in any State $1 
for every ten inhabitants—$6,300,000. 

S. Y76—A bill to establish a bureau of 
loans @n real estate and personal property 
and to provide for the issue of Treasury 
notes equal in amount to $1.50 for every $1 
worth of gold and silver coin: and bullion 
belonging to or coming into the possession of 
the United States, except the redemption 
fund (estimated)—Ss800, 000,000, : 

S. 595—A bill to provide for the immediate 
issue and circulation of $250,000,000 of 
Treasury notes—$250,000,000, 


Bills Offered by Request, 
The Senator then proceeded on some vig- 
orous comments, saying: 


It is hardly necessary to say that these 
hungry bills, big, bigger, and biggest, nine 
of them asking for nine or ten times more 
money than there is now in use by 
the whole world, were unanimously 
reported adversely by the Committee on 
Finance. Nothing more, as the committee 
conceived, could have been expected, saving 
brief post-mortem obituaries. The bills, 
many of them, may have been reluctantly 
introduced by request, and therefore not 
very tenderly nursed, even by their eminent 
and able godfathers, Responsibility for 
such eccentricities ought not to be asked of 
Senators, and should any member be 
charged with their real authorship I hope 
he would be able to plead in defense an 
alibi. With no reasons offered for the intro- 
duction of these multitudinous billion-dollar 
bills, a sufficient reason for the adverse re- 
port would appear to have been that they 
were all death-stricken from an overdose 
of the legal-tender nostrum at their birth, 
administered by the accoucheur., 

One of these bills proposed an issue of 
legal-tender money forty times greater per 
capita than any we have ever had. An- 
other proposed to purchase all the silver 
bullion that might be offered at $1.00 29-100 
per ounce, Figuratively speaking, the bills 
were all of one brood and of the same 
feather—birds of inflation, none game, none 
worth a charge of powder, but legislative 
dodos, unlikely ever to be seen on earth 
again. No one who reads these bills will 
need to be bored by further arguments for 
their condemnation without benefit of 
clergy. , 

I do not suppose there are more vagaries 
or political tomfooleries put afloat here than 
in other countries. Occasionally they come 
forth here without fatherhood, frisk about 
through dog days, and then disappear, leav- 
ing no bubble in sight to show where they 
sank. We also have some pushing, fanati- 
cal theories wearing the mask of political 
reform, and as sure to give the world the 
millennium, and not mere so, than was the 
philosopher’s stone to turn everything it 
touched into gold. 

Some minor political parties come and go 
like those diseases which afflict nobody but 
once. Such parties, usually destitute of con- 
stitutional stamina, are ephemeral, and are 
soon compelled to hoist any flag and set 
sail for ‘‘ Cowes and a market.” A recent 
example of such an ephemeral, advertised 
with as much technical yeracity as any pat- 
ent medicine, is the ‘“* Populist,’ and lead- 
ing astray many good men, appears to have 
politically pockmarked and discredited two 
or three of our sister States, but the gro- 
tesqueness on its face is likely to prove a 
deterrent against its further domination. 
The eagerness of many politicians and of 
some parties in the minority to obtain as- 
cendancy in the control of public affairs 
leads them to present pretentious and 
kite-flying platforms for support, which, 
after the gusty winds of a single season, 
only fatally bewitch antiquated office seek- 
ers, wire puliers with no wires to pull, and 
a few juvenile cranks tarrying at Jericho. 


The Populist Creed. 


A synopsis of a crotchety creed, as propa- 
gated by the Governors of Kansas and 
Colorado, and in second-hand use by such 
brotherly charlatans as Coxey and Debs, 
may be briefly epitomized as follows: 


1. The Government must reduce the stand- 
ard of a legal tender dollar to 50 cents 
worth or less of silver, and coin paper 
declaratory money for circulation not less 
than ney per capita. ; 

2. e Government must issue declara- 
tory money and call in all bonds, and loan 
without interest $800,000,000 in paper money 
to such persons as the Shylocks on the 
Rialto refuse to trust. 

3. The Government must repeal all tariff 
and internal revenue laws, impose an im- 
partial income tax on the rich, and furnish 
work and provide %6,000,000,000 to pay all 
those who may stupidly desire to work. 

4, The Government must have dll rdil- 
roads under its control, and carry freight 
without profit, and provide parlor cars for 
all passengers without extra charge or tips 
to waiters. . 

5. The Treasury Department must issue 
sufficient paper monev to pay all salaries,, 
pensions, and appropriations made by Con- 
gress for the support of the Government. 

6 The Government must make its last 
will and testament with the State of Kan-

These cranks’ overtures and many more 
eq) sane, ‘perhaps e of Ab- 
salom when he sought the life of David, his 
father, and said: ‘‘Oh, that I were made 
ju e in the land, that every man which 
ath any suit or cause might come unto 
me, and I would do him justice.”’ ‘So the 
people,” it is written, ‘‘ went out into the 
field against Israel, and the battle was in 
the wood of Ephraim. And Absalom met 
the servants. of David. And Absalom 
rode upon a mule, and the mule went under 
the boughs of a great oak, and he was 
taken up between the heavens and the 
earth; and the mule that was under him 
rode away.” . 

This party needs to be reminded, gvhile 
fighting against ‘Israel, that the mule under 
Absalom rode away. And we must not 
forget that this party has, not presented 
its measures anywhere as bdshful jests, but 
has paraded them as the crowni wisdom 
of modern statesmanship, for which those 
like Gov. Waite are ready to ride up to 
their bridle bits in blood. 

Some rude and unhealthy theories are 
separated from the bills now adversely re- 
ported by such thin partitiens that it might 
seem invidous to give them no general or 
particular attention, especially as their sup- 
porters might prefer—like Lord Brougham— 
to go without commendation rather than 
without any notice at all. 


Only Few Rich Senators. 


Senator Morrill referred to the “ splenetic 
charges’”’ that great wealth had been 
wrongfully distributed—especially to Sena- 
tors—and has created ‘‘ abounding pluto- 
crats.”’ ‘He briefly expressed the declaration 
that there is no entailed wealth under our 
Constitution, and that here the children 
of the wealthy, trained neither to economy 
ner to labor, often exchange places in suc- 
ceeding generations with the children of the 
poor, schooled to industry and frugality, 
and said: 


“Few men of great wealth here obtain 
political preferment, and those who have 
come to the front have generally succeeded 
on personal merits,’’ and among those whom 
he showed as reckoned among those who 
had received few or no political decora- 
tions, he mentioned such wealthy cele- 
brities as Capt. Clapp of Portland, Billy 
Gray of Boston, (once Lieutenant Governor 
of Massachusetts;) Stephen Girard of Phila- 
delphia, John W. Garrett of Baltimore, and 
Coreoran of Wasnington. “The Astors, 
Vanderbilts, and Goulds of our great com- 
mercial metropolic,’’ he said, “appear to 
be equally negiected, or, possibly, equally 
destitute of political ambition. 


“ The financial fortunes of nearly all of our 
Presidents,’’ continued the Senator, ** were 
limited. The fortunes of those foremost in 
popular favor, like Jefferson, Monroe, Jack- 
son, Lincoln, and Grant, were especially 
limited. 3 

Persons of moderate wealth, living gener- 
ously often have their estates large- 
ly overestimated. From the loud 
braying of long-earned political don- 
keys, many have supposed that the 
Senate of the United States was a 
selected body of millionaires, when penne 
not more than two or three of its eighty-odd 
members have any valid title to that much- 
envied epithet of opprobrium. Though a few 
were born with a silver spoon in_ their 
mouth, some part of the members achieved 
in early vocations some substantial success, 
and yet it is probable that a large majority 
of the body would be unable to maintain 
their families in Washington during the 
sessions of Congress but for their salaries. 
They have the blessing of Agur, neither 
poverty nor riches. 

It is also to be feared that we are over- 
stocked with amateur cobblers, eager in 
every emergency to bring out from the 
profound recesses of their vest pockets 
ready-made constitutional amendments, 
adapted, when slightly lubricated, to their 
own peculiar circumstances. Some smart 
Americans will not be overlooked, as they 
have precociously discovered that they are 
not village Hampdens, ‘*‘ born to blush un- 
seen,”’ and shouid no longer be estopped 
from holding and adorning tip-top official 
positions. This obvious injustice is hard to 
bear by the unappreciated when lofty posi- 
tions are so often in sight, (a Consul in 
China, or Peru, perhaps, died last week,) 
and, as Lincoln once quaintly observed, 
than holes,’ the 
grievance, it is claimed, must be reformed, 
not by fewer pers, nor by more holes, but 
by a fundamental constitutional remedy 
that will make it easy to obtain public 
trusts without’ civil-service bolting, and 
without obtrusive competition. In the: old 
Bay State one cobbler out of a job would 
give the executive all power to make ap- 
pointments without the advice or concur- 
rence of any co-ordinate branches of the 
Gcvernment. In the Old Dominion other 
constitutional crezy-quilt makers would not 
have United States Senators chosen by the 
Legislatures of States, but would have them 
nominated by a party convention, and 
elected as quick as lightning by the people. 

Madison, a statesman for all time, never 
dreamed how flippantly the Constitution, 
made by him and signed by Washington, 
might be blasphemed or botched and per- 
verted. Rich in her country’s historic fame 
as the Old Dominion may be, she can ill 
afford, for cheap pinchbeck bijoutry, to im- 
peach and diseard her ancient and price- 
less jewels, ‘‘ that, on the outstretched fore- 
finger of all time’ were placed to “ sparkle 
forever.”’ 


Immigration Not an Unmixed Blessing. 


Our country. often appears to have been 
afflicted with too much of prosperity, of 
having an excess of what heretofore have 
been regarded as, the best evidences of pros- 
perity. The growth of the United States 
in population has been phenomenal, but for 
some years the increase on the gallop of 
European emigrants has been so largely of 
an undesirable and incongruous character 
as to wholly confound its claims as a bless- 
ing, and the motley influx now adds little 
to our grandeur or pride, whether figuring 
in rotund statistics or in the shame of 
bloated municipalities. If we have not shut 
out Chinamen, Japan appears willing to 
make them all stay at home, and we can 
give some attention to other hoodlums 
whose ways are also “dark and peculiar.”’ 
‘The tariff was claimed by those in power 
to have been excessive on foreign trade and 
productive of too much revenue, but the 
protracted agony and Caesarian delivery of 
the tariff reform bantling, andthe progres- 
sive Treasury deficiency thus provoked, far 
transcends the sentimental agony of a sur- 
plus, which long ago ceased to vex any 
financiers, It is always something too much, 
whether of a surplus or of a deficiency. 
Two years ago some thought that we had 
too much of McKinleyism. More now think 
that we have got too much of Wilsonism. 
The tariff pendulum swings to and fro be- 
tween protection and free trade, tiring out 
ven the President in dreaming dreams, alas, 
of iron and coal. 

The recent unparalleled output of our sil- 
ver mines has been so excessive as to de- 
preciate the value of silver one-half 
throughout the commercial markets of the 
world, and now everywhere threatens the 
stability of money standards. A legal ten- 
der of 412% grains of silver, worth only 48 
cents, will merely reduce the old standard 
dollar to 48 cents and nominally double the 
value of all rich estates. As the boy told 
his father, calling a calf’s tail a legal tend- 
er leg will make a five-legged calf. Queerly 
enough, we have the misery of too much of 
a good thing, clearly demonstrating that 
one-half of the annual silver product, re- 
quiring but one-half the labor cost, would 
be of equal value to that of the present 
total,output. Surely we might be “ happy 
with the half were the other dear half 
away.” 

Senator Morrill thought the majority of 
the mereantile world would agree with him 
that ‘‘our Government, by the purchases, 
under the act of 1890, of silver bullion at 
the market price, greatly stimulated its 
production ’’; but, instead of increasing its 
value, as was predicted, iis price fell from 
$1.12 per ounce to 69 cents per ounce, and 
the loss on the silver so purchased would, 
at its present value, now be computed at 
over $51,000,000. He added: 

Danger of Free Coinage. 


Based on this recent experience, is it not 
manifest, if the measure of the free coin- 


‘age of silver were now by any possibility 


to prevail, that 100 cents for 412% grains of 
silver instead of 48 cents, the present mar- 
ket price, would again temporarily largely 
increase its production and soon reduce its 
value so low that its sufferance as a stand- 
ard money metal would be abandoned by 
the commercial world? Certainly the recent 
loss by our people of $51,000,000 on depre- 
ciated silver would be ery eclipsed. We 
can escape from this catastrophe if we only 
wait—and we shall not have to wait long— 
and leave silver unentangled by vain talk 
about our miraculous flat power to do the 
impossible alone until all Hurope will co- 
operate with us for its more universal use— 
the only way, as it seems to me, in which 
its practical value can ever be restored. 

The prodigious excess of about 2,000,000 
bales of cotton more than is wanted at 
home and abroad is another real grievance 
that has reduced its price from 10 to 5 
cents per pound, and this has not failed to 
create unrest throughout the cotton belt, 
with urgent demands for some prompt rem- 
edy. Whether the system of rewarding 
labor employed in the produptioe of cotton 
by a fixed share of the Sor S not calculat- 
ed to perpetuate an excessive appropriation 
of every plantation to its eulture, and to 
limit the training of laborers does not seem 
to have been thoroughly investigated. But 
the free coinage of silver appears to be 
commended by acclamation as a remedy for 
the low price of cotton and its excessive 
production. What benefit would accrue to 
the planter or to the laborer by giving the 

urchaser of cotton an Opportunity to pay 
or it with a cheaper standard of money 
does not yet appear, 


‘The Senator referred to the large excess 
of the wheat crop and, as in the case of 


silver and cotton, the sudden collapse in its 


selling price, and “one of the hurriedly 
patent remedies proposed,’ he said, “is a 
much lower cost of transportation. Contin- 
uing, he said: 

That would be legitimate, if legitimately 
obtainable, though it might not be suffi- 
client. But the past sharp competition for 
such freights has already made the busi- 
ness unprofitable, and many railroads are 
now in the hands of receivers. As a final 
and sovereign remedy, therefore, the Gov- 
ernment is to be asked either to purchase 
or to confiscate the railroads, and to run 
them for nothing and find itself. Of course, 
it would be wrong to wait for a sufficient 
growth of consumers to absorb the surplus 
wheat, and only a heroic remedy can now 
double its cash price. Ere long it is to be 
hoped that all parts of-our country will shun 
dependence upon a single crop, and learn 
that the culture of a variety of crops, in 
the long run, insures the safest aggregate 
return, and the combined usefulness of gold 
and silver is greater than either can be 
alone. , 

I do not imagine that any political party 
long exists without some defects, and one of 
the highest duties of its members should be 
some effort to cure such defects and make 
the party to which they have, on the whole, 
the greatest affinity an ideal political asso- 
ciation. True, we do not see ourselves as 
others see us, and our vision of the motes 
in any brother’s eye is much sharpened by 
the light of the party torch held in the 
hand. The chief potency of third parties is 
destructive of ‘the rule of the majority, and, 
however eccentric the mission of a third 
party may be, it is apt to be tolerated by 
some greater party, though in the minor- 
ity, in order to conquer the majority. 

Thus the smallest of three parties may 
sometimes impose decrees upon the country 
which no other party holds itself responsi- 
ble for. Nobody is responsible but myself 
for the opinions I have expressed, and, if 
they have any value, ‘they must rest solely 
on their truth. I have mainly considered 
the bills adversely reported in a group and 
in terms as gentle as possible. It will be 
obvious, I hope, that I have little respect for 
political quack nostrums, and, while others 
may be bound to have more, I can only 
pray for their early deliverance. 


Mr. Morrill closed his speech by moving 
the indefinite postponement of the various 
financial bills which had been adversely re- 
ported, and Mr. Peffer moved to include a 
bill introduced by Senator Palmer, (Dem., 
Ill.,) which Mr, Palmer himself called “ the 
best embodiment of Populism to be found in 
political history.”’ 

After some badinage between Mr. Palmer 
and Mr. Peffer, all the bills were indefi- 
nitely postponed except Mr. Palmer’s, which 
was ordered to lie on the table. 


HILL'S ANTI-ANARCHIST BILL 


EFFORT BEING MADE TO PUSH IT 
THROUGH THE HOUSE. 


Mr.,Warner of New-York Among Those 
Who Are Opposed to It—Ne Action 


ixpected Before the Holidays. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 11.—At a meeting 
this morning, the Judiciary Committee of 
the House directed its Chairman, Mr. Cul- 
bertson of Texas, to endeavor to have the 
Committee on Rules fix a day for the con- 
sideration and the taking of a vote on Sen- 
ator Hill’s Anti-Anarchist bill. It was ex- 
pected that the bill would come up in the 
House this week, but Mr. De Armond of 
Missouri objected in committee room this 
morning, and, in deference to his wish, the 
committee agreed to postpone action until 
some time after the holidays. Representa- 
tive William A. Stone of Pennsylvania in- 
troduced a bill last July, providing that no 
alien immigrant should be admitted to the 
United States unless he should exhibit to 
the Inspectors at the place of admission a 
certificate signed by the United States Con- 
sul at the nearest point to the immigrant’s 
place of residence, which should set forth 
that he was not bound by any agreement 
or contract to perform labor in this coun- 
try. 

The bill passed the House, and when it 
reached the Senate was referred to the 
Committee on Immigration, of which Mr. 
Hill is Chairman. Mr. Hill reported it back 
to the Senate with an amendment which 
struck out all of Mr. Stone’s bill and insert- 
ed several provisions which provided that no 
alien Anarchist hereafter should be permiIt- 
ted to land at any port of the United States, 
but that the law should not be so construed 
as to apply to political refugees or political 
offenders@ It further provided that aliens 
eharged with being Anarchists should be 
subjected to an examination by a special 
board of inquiry, and that the duty of the 
board should be to inquire as to the accused 
person’s antecedents and political opinions, 
whether he belonged to any society or asso- 
ciation, or had any known Anarchistie ten- 
dencies. Power was given the board to ac- 
cept evidence of the immigrant’s common 
reputation as an Anarchist. On the fact be- 
ing deetermined that the immigrant was an 
Anarchist, the Secretary of the Treasury 
should report him, back to. the country 
whence he came. 

To the Secretary of the Treasury also was 
given power to appoint Inspectors abroad 
for the purpose of apprehending Anarchists 
about to embark for this country. The bill, 
as amended by Mr. Hill, passed the Senate 
and was returned the House for that 
body to concur in. A conference of the 
two houses was ordered, and at first the 
conferrees refused to agree, but, after a 
long discussion, it was decided to allow the 
Senate bill to go before the House.. An at- 
tempt was made to have the bill considered 
a few days before the adjournment of Con- 
gress, but objection was made by several 
members, the most prominent being Mr. 
Warner of New-York and Mr. Goldzier of 
Illinois. Their objection was based on the 
grounds that the measure did not give an 
accurate definition of the word ‘ Anarch- 
ist,”” and that it gave power to Government 
Inspectors to exclude almost any immigrant 
they saw fit. So strenuous was their ob- 
jection that they prevented any consid- 
eration of the bill that session. Both of 
these gentlemen are still as vigorously op- 
posed to the measure, and say that they 
will leave nothing undone to defeat it. It 
is said that the members of the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary are almost unanimous- 
ly in favor of its passage, and Representa- 
tives Boatner of Louisiana and Stone of 
Pennsylvania, who are its two most active 
champions, say that they have no doubt 
that when it shall be brought to a vote 
it will be sanctioned by the House and 
signed by the President.

A WEALTHY BANKER INDICTED 


‘ 
e of Perjury on the Purchase of a 


Traction Franchise from the City 
of New-Orleans, 


NEW-ORLEANS, Dec. 11.—Henry Bier, 
one of the wealthiest bankers in Louisiana, 
was to-day indicted by the Grand Jury for. 
perjury. Bier was the purchaser last 
Spring of the traction company franchise 
from the city for the sum of $700,000. 
Within a few days he transferred the fran- 
chise to the traction people for $800,000. 

The general accusation was that the $100,-. 
000 difference between the two figures was 
used in influencing the City Council! to grant 
the franchise. When the Grand Jury investi- 
gated these charges, Bier testified that the 
$100,000 was his profit as broker for mak- 
ing the purchase. He also stated to the 
Grand Jury that there was no understand- 
ing between him and the traction company 
at the time he bought the franchise from 
the city. 

It now transpires that Bier had entered 
into a contract with a Philadelphia banker 
named Dennison, then President of the 
traction company, under which the pur- 
chase and transfer were made, and upon 
this fact the indictment of to-day is based. 
The matter has createi a tremendous sen- 
sation, Bier having heretofore been regard. 
ed as one of the most respectable leadert 
in local financial circles.

W. W. MacFarland Asks for Alimony 
for His Daughter, Mrs. Furniss. 


'NHUMAN TREATMENT IS ALLEGED 


William’ P. Furniss’s Counsel Says 
the Wife Deserted Her Hus- 
band and Refused to 


Live with Him. 


William W. MacFarland, the well-known 
lawyer, formerly partner of ex-Secretary 
of the Navy Benjamin F. Tracy, appeared 
in court yesterday as the advocate of his 
daughter in a divorce suit, in a motion to 
compel the payment of alimony. 

The unusual spectacle of a father in this 
roéle was made doubly interesting by the 
eloquence of Mr. 
and by the fact that the defendant, his 
son-in-law, is William P. Furniss, a mem- 
ber of one of the best-known .families in 
New-York. 

“This unhappy little woman,” said Mr. 
MacFarland, ‘“ married this man against 
the protests of her parents.- All too late 
she discovered her horrible mistake. She 
was finally compelled to take refuge in her 
father’s house to save her life.” 

Mr. MacFarland added that the defendant 
had brought a secret and fraudulent action 
for divorce in New-Jersey. 

Mr. MacFarland’s daughter, who is Mrs. 
Hettie Furniss, is suing for a limited di- 
voree, alleging brutality, inhuman treat- 
ment, and other causes. 

In opposition to the motion for alimony 
J. A. Welch, counsej for the husband, stated 
to the court that Mr. and Mrs. Furniss had 
lived at Bergen Point, N. J., where, the 
lawyer said, the defendant always provided 
for his wife and children. Early in 1885 
Mr. Furniss was taken to a sanitarium at 
Vineland, N. J., and at that time the plaint- 
iff "deserted her husband and went to live 
with her father. 

By this act, it was claimed, the plaintiff 
waived her right to any support from her 
husband, especially as the husband offered 
her a home and support subsequently. 

But two years ago the plaintiff sent a let- 
ter to her husband, in which she said that 
when she left him he promised to support 
her should she ever ask for it, and there- 
upon he made her an allowance of half his 
income. In January last, it is stated, Mr. 
Furniss heard that his wife was talking 
disparagingly of him, and he at once shut 
off her allowance and brought an action in 
New-Jersey for divorce on the ground of 
abandonment. 

This action by the plaintiff, Mr. 
said, Was brought to forestall the New- 
action. The plaintiff, he said, had 
lived apart from her husband for years, and 
now, when the burden on the father be- 
came somewhat heavy, she comes to the 
husband for support. 

in answer to an allegation that the wife 
left her husband because the latter wanted 
his wife to live with his mother, Mr. Welch 
said that this was occasioned from the 
fact that it became necessary for the de- 
fendant to leave the sanitarium at Vine- 
land, and he asked his wife and mother 
to go over to a hotel preparatory to their 
returning to the home at Bergen Point. 
The sanitarium was discovered to be a 
very bad piace, being under the control of 
a class of people calling themselves ‘ The 
Order of the New Life.’””’ A certain Dr. 
Bowen was at its head, and Mr. Welch 
Stated that the place became so bad and 
the stories of the morals there so shocking 
that the inhabitants of the town of Vine- 
jand finally raided it and drove the pro- 
prietor and the ‘“‘ Order of the New Life” 
out of town. : 

Mr. Welch characterizes the complaint of 
the plaintiff as trivial and inconsequential, 
““a mere mass of stuff in which there was 
not one allegation on which a suit for sep- 
aration could be based.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Welch’s ad- 
dress, Mr. MacFarland said that there was 
new matter in the affidavits presented by 
the defendant, and Judge Patterson, before 
whom the motion was made in the Su- 
preme Court, set the further argument for 
to-morrow, to give the plaintiff time to 
examine the defendant’s affidavits and re- 
ply thereto. 

Solon Humphries, formerly receiver, of 
the Wabash Railroad and a trustee of the 
Morgan estate, has been made a party to 
the suit as trustee of the estate of Mr. Fur- 
niss. A preliminary injunction ,is now 
pending against Mr. Humphries, as trustee, 
restraining him from paying to the defend- 
ant any part of the latter’s income, the in- 
junction having been issued pending the 
disposition of yestercay’s motion.

CHARGES AGAINST AN ALBANY BANK 


Receiver of the Treadwell Company 
Given Permission to Sue. 


Arthur L. Andrews, receiver of the George 
C. Treadwell Company, has been granted 
permission by Justice Patterson of the Su- 
preme Court to bring an action against the 
First National Bank of Albany to set aside 
a judgment for $20,996.16 which was ob- 
tained against the company last February. 

It is charged that the judgment was col- 
lusively obtained by the bank, with the con- 
sent of some of the officers of the company, 
eased upon a false and fraudulent claim 
of the bank against the company, upon 
promissory notes which the company never 
made or authorized and which the bank 
knew were never authorized. 

It is stated in the petition that the notes 
fwere unlawfully and collusively signed’ by 
the President of the company about Aug. 
11, 1893, and were without consideration 
and without the authority of the company. 
For these notes goods to the amount of 
about $26,000 were transferred to the bank 
as collateral security for the pretended in- 
debtedness and are now held by the bank. 
it is desired to prevent the bank from dis- 
posing of this property until steps can be 
taken to set aside the judgment. 


A DECISION AGAINST MISS HUNT. 


She Must Pay a Five Per Cent. Tax on 
a Legacy of\ $706,000, 


Surrogate Fitzgerald has decided that 
Ellen D. Hunt, niece of the late Wilson G. 
Hunt, who died some months ago, leaving 
an estate estimated to be worth $7,000,000, 
will have to pay a tax of about $35,000 upon 
the bequest of $700,000 which was given to 
her under the will of her uncle. 

She claimed that her legacy should be 
taxed at the rate of 1 per cent. only, upon 
the ground that for ten years prior to his 
death, Mr. Hurt stood in the relation of 
parent toward her, instead of 5 per cent. 
required to be paid upon bequests to col- 
lateral heirs. 

When Miss Hunt went to live with her 
uncle, he exacted a promise from her that 
she would never leave him, and for nine 
years prior to his death she was never away 
from him. She received one-tenth of her 
uncle’s estate, and the bulk of it he gave to 
his brother, to whom Mr. Hunt was very 
grateful for having saved him from, bank- 
ruptey at a critical period of his business 
career.

NO RIGHT TO DISSECT THE BODY 


Suit over an Autopsy Made After a 
Wife's Protest. , 


The doctors of this city, who cut up bodies 
of people who die while under their charge, 
regardless of the protests or feelings of sur- 
viving relatives, seem not to have taken the 
lessons of the past to heart. ; 

Thomas F. ‘Foley was the husband of 
Mrs. Anna Foley, and was at work at 
the Windsor Flats, at 1,700 Broadway, on 
May 16, last. He fell through the elevator 
shaft and fractured several ribs and sus- 
tained other injuries. He was taken to 
Bellevue Hospital; and within three hours 
died. Mrs. Foley demanded her husband’s 
body, so that she might take it home and 
prepare it for burial, and she strenuously 
objected to any autopsy being performed. 

Notwithstanding her protest, an autopsy 
was performed upon the body of her hus- 
band in her presence, she says, and it was 
terribly mutilated. She has_ therefore 
brought an action in the Supreme Court 
to recover $10,000 damages from Dr. Charles 
Phelps, who was the hospital physician. 

The doctor demurred to the complaint 
upon the ground that Mrs. Foley did not 
have legal capacity to sue, and also that 
the facts stated in the complaint were not 
sufficient to constitute a cause of action. 

Judge Beach yesterday overruled the de- 
murrer, and, in giving judgment for Mrs. 
Foley, decided that the right of Mrs. Foley 
to the custody and possession of her hus- 
band’s body for interment is unquestiona- 
ble, and it naturally follows that any un- 
lawful interference With that right is ac- 
tionable. He gives the doctor leave to an- 
swer the complaint on payment of costs. 


Will of Mrs. Ruth C. Delamater. 


The will and codicil of Mrs, Ruth C. Dela- 
mater, widow of the former proprietor of 
the Delamater Iron Works, which has been 
filed in the office of the Surrogate, disposes 
of an estate estimated to be worth nearly 
$500,000. Mrs. Delamater died last week. 

She gives almost all of her fortune to 
her six children—Laura D. Bevin, Adah 
Vegin, Sarah D. Robinson, Lidia D. Robins, 
William Delamater, and Zellah D. Moore. 
She also makes some provision for her sis- 
ter, Lydia S. Frost; her brother-in-law, 
John O. Stevens, and the cousins of her 
late husband, Cornelius H. Delamater, and 
Mrs. Jane C. Havens. 


NEWS OF THE COURTS IN BRIEF. 


—Judge Giegerich and a jury, in the Court 
of Common Pleas, are hearing testimony in 
a suit brought by Mrs. Sarah Frankfort 
against the Manhattan Elevated Railroad, 
in which she seeks to recover $10,000 dam- 
ages. The plaintiff alleges that, on Oct. 25, 
1891, while she was attempting to board an 
elevated train at Fifty-ninth Street and 
Ninth Avenue, the engineer started the 
engine too soon, and she was knocked down 
and dragged along, sustaining serious in- 
juries of the head and spine. 


—‘ Dr.” John* Johnson of 38 West Thirty- 
second Street was sentenced to five years in 
State prison by Judge Martine yesterday, in 
the Court of General Sessions. He is charged 
with swindling a number of people out of 
sums ranging from $50 to $200 each. He 
represented himself as the President of the 
New-York Medical Company, and advertised 
for agents, stipulating that cash security 
must be given. In this way, he got hold of 
a considerable amount of money, which he 
refused to return. 


—The Grand Jury yesterday returned an 
indictment against James Ray, for man- 
slaughter. It is charged that on Nov. 17, 
during an altercation, Ray struck James 
Dwyer with his fist. Dwyer fell, his head 
striking the pavement. His skull was frac- 
tured, and he died shortly afterward. 


—James Williams is suing, in the Supreme 
Court, before Judge Andrews, for $10,000 
damages for the loss of the services of his 
son, who, he alleges, was struck in the 
eye with a brick by James C. Allen, a 
dealer in lumber and building supplies at the 
foot of Forty-eighth Street.

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Ouestions of Defense Involved in Selecting. 


the Line of the Chesapeake and 
Delaware Canal. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 11.—The War De- 
partment Board, consisting of Brig. Gen. 
Casey and Col. Craighill of the Army En- 
gineers’ Corps, Capt. Dewey of the navy, 
Mendez Cohen of Maryland, and FE. Porter 
Alexander of South Carolina, which has 
been considering the most feasible foute 
for the Chesapeake and Delaware Ship 
Canal, has reported in favor of the Back 
Creek route, which is substantially situated 
upon the line of the existing canal con- 
necting Chesapeake and Delaware Bays. 

The report, which “was sent to Congress 
by Secretary Lamont to-day, 
strong argument for the construction of this 
important link in the chain of interior navi- 
gation, passing south* and north through 
New-York Harbor. The board does not base 
its selection on considerations of cost, al- 
though it is the cheapest ‘route, but the 
more northerly route-is ¢hosen largely on 
account of its adaptation for national de- 
fense, which involves more {lan the transit 
of vessels of war from bay to bay. The 
route itself must be defended and its de- 
fense involves fortifications of its entrances. 
The other routes could not be easily de- 
fended. The presei.t project for the defense 
of Philadelphia, ._prepared by the army en- 
gineers, has been initi.ted, and thé works 
already under execution will serve for 
the eastern entrance of the existing canal. 

The canal recommended will have a 
length, measured from the port of Balti- 
more to a point at sea twelve miles out- 
side of Delaware Breakwater, of 
miles, the canal proper being 13.63 miles 
long, and it is estimated that it will cost 
$7,600,000 to secure a depth throughout of 
27 feet.

The wife of .Private E. De Maille of Com- 
pany K, Twelfth Regiment, created quite a 
scene at the armory last Monday evening 
by requesting a policeman to arrest her 
husband for desertion.

The Loss Is a Half Million Dollars— 
The Factory's Tragic History. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Dec. 11.—Birges’ wall 
paper factorv, covering half a square, at 
Niagara, Maryland, and Seventh Streets, 
was destroyed by fire to-day. The loss is 
about $500,000, and 500 to 700 employes are 
thrown out of work. The place was valued 
at $400,000 and was insured for $300,000. 
Phere was $150,000 worth of finished paper 
in the storehouses, all of which was de- 
rtroyed. The factory was running to its 
utmost capacity, and the hands were work- 
ing overtime. ‘ 

Saloon Keeper McDonough, who lives on 
the opposite corner from the factory, says 
that he heard an explosion just before the 
flames burst out, but there is nothing to 
confirm his story. 

. The Birge factory was the largest indi- 
vidual plant of its kind in the United 
States, and perhaps in the world. The 
Birges had persistently remained out of the 
trust, and enjoyed an immense trade from 
coast to coast. 

Fourteen years ago the 17th of this month 
the plant of the same firm, then on Perry 
Street, was burned, and ten lives were lost. 
The fire occurred early’ in the evening, and 
a number of employes were working over- 
time. Some of them perished hefore they 
eould find their way out of the building.

Company Severely Criti- 


cised for Negligence, 


The United Electric Light and Power 
Company received yesterday a severe crit- 
icism at the hands of the Grand Jury- for 
its negligence in maintaining wires in a 
dangerous condition. Daniel Malone, Jr., of 
203 Chrystie Street was shocked to death on 
the night of Sept. 19 last, it is charged, as 
a consequence of this neglect. He touched 
an iron cornice near his home, and received 
such a charge of electricity that he died al- 
most instantly. The Grand Jury in its pre- 
sentment says: 


According to the testimony of the Vice 
President, the manager of the electric com- 
pany, the current ordinarily carried by the 
wire was one of fifty volts. and-was not 
sufficient. to cause serious injury to any 
person, although receiving its full force, but 
on the night in question, owing to the elec- 
trical disturbances caused by a _ violent 
storm, the current from another wire of 
much greater force was diverted to the 
wire in contact with the cornice, and 
as a result first the’ cornice and then 
the iron railing were heavily charged 
with electricity. The deceased, Daniel 
Malone, Jy., placed his hand on the iron 
railing, and so received the force of the 
fuil current. It was manifest that such a 
condition subjected any casual passer to the 
peril of a similar death, and that the great- 
est care should be exercised by all electri- 
cal companies to avoid the possibility of 
such an occurrence. There was also evi- 
dence of prior complaints from the same

SALE OF STATE PROPERTY AT SING SING 


E. L. Rydep Says the People Were De- 
fraudéd Out of Money. 


To the Editor of The New-York Times: 

In your issue of the 8th inst. you have an ac- 
count of a land transaction in which I am seem- 
ingly involved. In justice to myself I hope you 
will print this statement. It can be substanti- 
ated by John Gibney, the Constitutional Conven- 
tion delegate from this district, who knows all 
the facts better than I do myself. 

Shortly after Charles F. Durston became War- 
den of Sing Sing Prison he began to make needed 
improvements about that institution and along 
Hunter Street. He wanted to raise some money 
this purpose, and made up his mind that 
he could raise funds by selling certain prison 
lands on Spring Street. This land was useless 
for prison purposes, but very valuable for vil- 
lage uses. He asked mesif I would introducé a 
bill in the Legislature to have this land sold. 
I told him I would if the property could be kept 
out of the hands of speculators. It had been 
for thirty years in its present disreputable state, 


for 


| and I did not want it to remain another thirty 


years the same way. 

The bill was drawn up by Warden Durston, and 
I introduced it in the Assembly on Feb. 13. 
It passed that body on March 9, nearly two 
months before the close of the session, and not 
in the last hours, as you state. In the mean- 
time Warden Durston had received an appro- 
priation for improvement purposes, and he 
thought the State ought to wait for better times 
before selling the land, as its real value could 
not be obtained during the business depression; 
besides, he now had no need of the money. 

This situation existed until the early Summer, 
when the Warden learned that one Free, a real 
estate man at Tarrytown, had made a nominal 
offer for the property. To prevent this offer from 
being taken, and to compel the land to be sold 
at public auction, an offer by other. parties, at 
the Warden's suggestion, was made. The land 
clerk then said that a public auction would be 
necessary. As this was what I wanted done and 
expected would be done, I paid no further atten- 
tion to the matter. 

. In the meantime the Warden died. To my sur- 
prise I learned that about three weeks ago the 
land had been sold to J. Irving Burns of Yonkers 
for $4,225, in spite of the fact that the land 
clerk had said that the land would have to be 
sold at public auction. I immediately wrote to 
the Controller, telling him that this was’ about 
one-fourth the value of the property and that 
the people of the State had been defrauded out 
of several thousand dollars. 

The Deputy Controller wrote me that an inves- 
tigation would be made. I told him in reply 
that this was evidently a shady transaction, as 
the property was certainly worth from $16,000 to 
$18,000, and that that price could have been ob- 
tained at auction.® I have learned since that the 
tate Appraiser fixed its value. at the ridiculous 
figure of $3,000, although one of our assessors 
and a real estate agent had told him it was 
worth, at the least calculation, four times that 
sum.

WEBSTER SET HIS BARN ON FIRE 


Then Shot the Neighbors Who Came 
to Help—Victim of a Morigage. 


SOUTH HAVEN, Mich., Dec. 11.—Robert 
Webster, a farmer living three miles from 
here, set fire to his barn about five o’clock 
this morning. Eugent Keasey and another 
neighbor named Stedman discovered the 
fire, and, after getting out the animals, 
went to Webster’s house to notify him. 

On pushing open the door, which was 
barricaded, Webster opened fire with a 
shotgun, the charge striking Keasey full 
in the face, putting out both eyes and in- 
flicting probably fatal injuries. Some of 
the charge also struck Stedman in the face, 
but he is not seriously injured. 

Webster then set fire to the dwelling, in- 
tending to be burned up with the building. 
Neighbors pulled him out, and he is under 
arrest. Webster recently lost his farm by 
foreclosure and had received legal notice 
to vacate the premises. 


THE ARMY’S AMMUNITION SUPPLY 


It Must Be Increased, or Target Prac- 
tice Must Be Reduced, 


~ WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Judge Flagler, 
the Army Chief of Ordnance, is concerned 
about the inadequate supply of ammunition 
for the army. He believes that a certain 
reserve quantity should be kept on hand 
for hostile uses. 

A great deal of powder is used annually 
in target and gallery practice, and a great 
quantity of blank cartridges is used in the 
training of troops and horses. It is pro- 
posed to purchase at once $200,000 worth of 
ammunition, and, unless this amount of ma- 
terial is purchased, target practice will have 
to be greatly reduced, to the detriment of 
the efficiency of the army. The argument 
in favor of greater practice with rifles is 
emphasized by the fact that recently the 
calibre of the arm was changed, and it is 
particularly desirable that all the soldiers 
practice with the new weapons. 


In Favor of the Excise Board. 


Assistant District Attorney Lindsay has 
received information from Albany that the 
old case against the former Board of 
Excise, composed of Alexander Meakim, 
Joseph Koch, and Edward T. Fitzpatrick, 
brought. by Richard W. G. Welling, has 
been decided in favor of the board. The 
law under which the complaint of Well- 
ing was made was altered after the find- 
ing of the indictment and before the case 
came to trial. The Court of Appeals de- 
cides that the change in the law prevents 
a trial. 

Mr. Lindsay has also received. word that 
the same court has sustained the conviction 
of Eugene A. Marvin, who was convicted 
of printing green-goods circulars, Marvin 
was sentenced to a year in State prison 
and to pay a fine of $1,000-

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THE NUISANCES MUST: 


Gov. Flower Says that Newtown Ureek 
Must Be Purified. 


FIVE FACTORIES ORDERED. CLOSED 

Private Business Not to be Allowed 

Jeopardize the Health ,of 

Brooklyn and Long 
Island City. 


to 


ALBANY, Dec. 11.—Gov. Flower to-day 
fssued an order, which will tend to abate 
the Newtown Creek nuisances. A _ peti- 
tion signed by citizen residents of the 
Town of Newtown and of the City of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., was some time ago pres- 
ented to him, alleging the existence of 
public nuisances situated near and upon 
Newtown Creek, also alleging that the 
creek ftself, and the sewers emptying into 
the creek were public nuisances, whereby 
the health and‘comfort of the people of the 
community are jeopardized and endan- 
gered. 

In August last the Governor directed the 
State Board of Health to make investiga- 
tion and report to him on the complaint 
filed. The board placed the matter in the 
hands of its Committee on Offensive Trades 
and Effluvium Nuisances, consisting of 
President Florence O. Donohue, and Dr. 
John Edwards and Dr. Cyrus Edson.- This 
committee made an exhaustive investiga- 
tion and submitted an elaborate report to 
the full board, which was. adopted and 
filed with the Governor a week ago. This 
report, in substance, follows: 


A nuisance which is a menace to public 
health exists at Newtown Creek and its 
vicinity. This nuisance, we find, is caused 
as follows: 

1. By the condition of Newtown Creek 
itself. This, in the opinion of your commit- 
tee, constitutes the most serious source of 
nuisance. The water of this creek for al- 
most its entire length is dark-colored and 
offensive, by reason of sewage it contains in 
suspension and in solution. The bottom and 
banks of said creek are covered with thick, 
black, foul-smelling mud, consisting largely 
-of precipitated sewage and other organic 
matter. Large areas of this mud are ex- 
posed almost everywhere at low tide. This 
condition is caused (a) by precipitation of 
sewage, which is poured into the waters of 
the creek by pubNec sewers, which drain 
large areas of Brooklyn and Long Island 
City; (b) by precipitation of effluent refuse of 
manufacturing establishments situated on 
the banks of said creek. 

A very, considerable factor in the present 
condition of the creek bottom has been the 

. discharge for. years of the refuse products 

from the oil works, a number of which 
are situated on the banks of the creek. 
This, however, was stopped several years 
ago by the utilization of such_ refuse 
products for commercial purposes. The dis- 
charge of effluent from two establishments, 
which discharge is now continuing, has 
caused conditions at the places where the 
drains of said establishments empty into 
the creek which should be corrected by 
dredging. These establishments are Fleisch. 
mann’s Eastern Distilling Company and the 
Peter Cooper Glue Factory. These facto- 
-ries, of course, should not be:held responsi- 
ble except for the local conditions situated 
in the immediate vicinity of the discharge 
from their drains into the creek. Since the 
inspection of our expert, Mr. Lederle, the 
Peter Cooper Glue Factory has of its own 
volition thoroughly dredged the creek of the 
solid refuse which had accumulated from 
its drain. 

Second—A continuous nuisance of a serious 
character is caused (a) by Hiledrandt’s 
works, situated on Furman’s Island, just 
north of Wissel’s offal dock. This is a 
small wooden structure, where blood and 
animal refuse matter are treated in an open 
kettle; (b) by the following rendering es- 
tablishments: Preston’s fertilizer and ren- 
dering works, Charles F. Preston, Presi- 
dent; Peter Van Iderstine, Jr.’s fat render- 
ing works, F. A. Van Iderstine’s rendering 
« works, and Fred Heffner’s fat rendering 
works. * 

These rendering establishments depend 
upon the water of the creek for water sup- 
ply to furnish their condensers. The lat- 
ter are used to condense the gases and 
vapors given off during the process of ren- 
dering. These gases and_vapors, condensed 
and held in solution and in suspension in 
the water, are discharged into the creek 
with the discharge from said condensers. 
The creek water is utterly unfit for this 
purpose, and the creek itself is unfit to 
receive such discharge, which, under the 
conditions now existing thereat, is a source 
of nuisance that can only be abated by 
closing the rendering works named in this 
section, or by a radical change in the pres- 
ent method of disposing of the gases in 
question. The latter, under the circum- 
stances, is not practicable and should not 
be allowed, 

Third—A very serious nuisance of an 
intermittent character, however, is liable 
to be caused by the Acme Fertilizer Com- 
many, Cord Meyer, Jr., President. During 
the investigation, the committee’s expert 
found a serious nuisance arising from these 
Acme Fertilizer Works. This was very far- 
reaching, tending to affect localities far 
beyond the reach of other nuisances which 
have been described, and was shown to be 
due to defective apparatus and gross care- 
lessness on the part of the employes. The 
exposure of this nuisance and its cause 
through the public hearihgs following its 
discovery, caused the i to take im- 
mediate steps to remedy the defective ma- 
chinery, and correct their methods of manu- 
facturing, so as to prevent future occur- 
rence-of such trouble. 

Fourth—The night-soil boat controlled and 
operated under contract with the City of 
Brooklyn by Contractor Wissel, has not 
been removed and emptied at sufficiently 
frequent intervals to meet the requirements 
of its use. The offal dock, also operated by 
Contractor Wissel, is not kept in a cleanly 
condition. 

In order to improve the sanitary condi- 
tion of Newtown Creek and its surroundings 
so as to remove all menace to public health, 
the following recommendations are hereby 
submitted: 

First—In relation to thescreek itself.—That 
all offensive drainage from manufacturing 
establishments should be discharged into 
sewers which empty directly into the East 
River, and that Long Island City and the 
City of prpexa should be enjoined from 
discharging public sewage directly or in- 
directly into Newtown Creek. This should 
be effected within the shortest practicable 
time. The carrying into effect of thes® rec- 
ommendations will go far toward the abate- 
ment of the nuisance arising from the 
creek itself. To comptetety. abate the nui- 
sance will require the building of an artifi- 
cial capal to tidewater at the nearest point 
on Long Island Sound, for the purpose of 
effecting a free circulation by means of the 
tide. The creek is now a cul de sac, and its 
current is inadequate to free itself of the 
drainage it receives. Your committee rec- 
ommends a careful consideration of this 
question by the authorities of Brooklyn and 
Long Island City, and believes that steps 
should be ta&en to carry it into effect in 
future. 

Second—In relation to the factories that 
are offensive, or are liable to become so, it 
is recommended: ‘ 

1. Tmt the business conducted at the Hil- 
debrandt factory be forthwith discontin- 
ued, and that the business conducted at 
- Preston’s Fertilizer and Rendering Works, 
C. Fs Pgeston, President; Peter Van Ider- 
stein, Jr.’s, fat-rendering works, S. A. Van 
Iderstein’s fat-rewdering works, and Fred 
Heffner’s fat-rendering works be discon- 
tinued within ninety days from Jan. 1, 1895. 

2. That other manufacturing establish- 
ments liable to create a nuisance, and 
which may be classed under the head of 
“‘ offensive trades,’’ and which are not under 
the jurisdiction of the Brooklyn Board of 
Health, be each conducted under a permit 

anted by the State Board of Health. 

When any such establishfient creates a 
nuisance, such permit to be revoked, and 
the business of said establishment forthwith 
discontinued. All establishments should be 
under the strict official inspection of g com- 
petent Inspector, appointed by the Board 
of Health, who should report results of his 
apepections weekly to the State Board of 

ealth, 

ie No_ ‘fat regdering should be allowed 
upon Newtown Creek, except within such 
distanc@ of the East River as to use with- 
out difficulty the waters of said East River 
for condensing purposes, and for the dis- 
charge of the water from the condensers, 
and no such fat rendering should be al- 
lowed unless done in gas and steam tight 
tanks, with the most approved apparatus 
for properly disposing of the offensive gases 
and vapors given off in the process of ren- 


ono 

4. t the night-soil boat operated by 
Wissel be removed at frequent intervals, 
and be properly disinfected. (The Brooklyn 
Board of Health has abated the nuisance 
formerly caused by Wissel’s night-soil boat 
discharging material irto the creek.) 

5. That the offal dock operated by Wissel 
be inclosed by a high closely-boarded fence, 
and the material received at said offal dock 
be properly disinfected and removed daily. 

6. In’ lation to the Eastern Distilling 
Company operated by Fleischmann. This 
company should forwith dredge the bulk- 
head where the drain from their ‘works 
Gischargés into the creek. 

Governor Flower has adopted the views 
and recommendations contained in the 
above report, and to-day issued the fol- 


lowing: 
- Mw order to improve the sanitary condi- 


ings so as to remove all menace to-public 
health, and to’the end that the nuisances 
above set forth may be abated, changed 
and removed, 

It is hereby ordered, that all offensive 
drainage from manufacturing establish- 
ments be discharged into sewers which 
empty directly into the East River,’ and 
that Long Island City and the sa of 
Brooklyn, and the authorities of each of 
said cities named, be enjoined and prohib- 
ited from arene, public sewers direct- 
ly or indirectly into Newtown Creek. 

And I do oer. order and direct that 
the City of Long Island City and the City 
of Brooklyn, and the public authorities of 
said cities, and the same are hereby pro- 
hibited from discharging public sewers of 
said cities, or sewerage of any kind, di- 
rectly or indirectly, from said cities, into 
Newtown Creek. . 

Second—In relation to the factories that 
are offensive or liable to become so, it is 
hereby ordered that the business eon- 
ducted at the Hildebrandt factory be 
forthwith discontinued, and that the busi- 
ness conducted at Preston’s Fertilizer and 
Rendering Works, Peter Van Iderstine, Jr.’s 
Fat Rendering Works, F. A. Van _ Ider- 
stine’s Fat Rendering Works, and Fred 
Heffner’s Fat Rendering Works_ be discon- 
tinued within ninety days from Jan. 1, 1895. 

Third—No fat rendering shall be allowed 
upon Newtown Creek, and the same is 
hereby prohibited, except within such dis- 
tance of the East River as to use without 
difficulty the waters of said river for con- 
densing purposes, or some source other than 
Newtown Creek, and for the discharge of 
the water from the condensers; and no 
such fat rendering shall hereafter .be al- 
lowed, unless done in tight tanks, with the 
most approved apparatus for properly dis- 
posing of the offensive gases and vapors 
given off in the process of rendering, and 
that fat rendering upon Newtown Creek 
be, and the same is, hereby prohibited. 

Fourth—That the night soil boat operated 
by said Wissel be removed at frequent in- 
tervals, and be properly disinfected. 

Fifth—That the offal dock operated by 
Wissel be inclosed by a high, closely-board- 
ed fence, and the material received at said 
offal dock be properly disinfected and re- 
moved daily. 

Sixth—That the Eastern Distilling Com- 
pany, operated by one Fleischmann, shall 
forthwith dredge the bulkhead where the 
drain from its works discharges into New- 
town Creek, or that said nuisances be fully 
abated and removed. 


THE POST OFFICE INSPECTION ENDED 


Report from Washington Says No Irregu- 
larities in[Management Were Found 
in the Office—The Case of hee. 


Inspectors in the Post Office Department 
are still busily engaged in endeavoring to 
trace the package reported as missing from 
the registry department. , 

The package is said to have been mailed 
two weeks ago. All. the officials in the 
Post Office declined to discuss the loss or to 
reveal the name of the owner of the pack- 
age. 

It was denied yesterday by Assistant 
Postmaster Gaylor that the lost package 
had anything whatever to do with the sus- 
pension last Wednesday of Superintendent 
Henry J. Lee of the registry department. 

The investigation into the departmental 
affairs of the office by Special Commission- 
ers Machen and Shepard of Washington 
was closed yesterday. Mr. Machen re- 
turned to Washington last week, and Mr. 
Shepard started for the capital last night. 
The result of their work, and the improve- 
ments and alterations they may recom- 
mend will be reported to Postmaster Gen- 
eral Bissell. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—Messrs. Rich- 
ard and Daly, two attorneys of New-York 
City, friends of Mr. Lee, the Superintend- 
ent of the registry division of the New- 
York Post Office, who was removed a few 
days ago, called on Acting Postmaster Gen- 
eral Jones to-day in Mr. Lee’s behalf. 

They stated that he ought to be reappoint- 
ed as he had been an employe of the office 
for years and was a man of high: charac- 
ter. Mr. Jones informed the gentlemen 
that Mr. Lee was removed for inefficiency 
as an executive officer, and he could not say 
anything tg them about the matter at this 
time, but would consider it. 

It is stated at the Post Office Department 
that no irregularities had been found in the 
management of the New-York Post Office. 


A YALE STUDENT’S CURIOUS DEATH 


Lawrence W. Hooker Dies of Blood 


Poisoning—The Cause a Mystery. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Dec, 11.—Lawrence 
W. Hooker, a member of the Yale Law 
School, class of ’95, and son of John B. 
Hooker of Los Angeles, Cal., died at the 
Yale Infirmary about 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing from blood poisoning, contracted in a 
peculiar afd unaccountable manner. 

All that is known of his ailment is that 
about a week ago a small pimple appeared 
on his lower lip. The next day the lower 
part of his face began to swell, and Sunday 
his condition was such that a consultation 
of physicians was called, and his rwrents 
were informed that the prospects of his re- 
covery were slight. His face was greatly 
discolored, and yesterday it was necessary 
to perform a surgical operation. Dr. C. 
Purdy Lindsey is of the opinion that the 
poison was inoculated through some slight 
abrasion of the lip. 

The dead youth was about twenty years of 
age, and was related to some of the most 
prominent people of this city.

SING SING, N. Y., Dec. 11.—Mysterious 


letters have been received by prominent 
citizens in this village asking for the ad- 
dress of G. W. Gray, if such a person lives 
here. 

Amongythose who received these letters 
are J. Burton Foshay, Oscar Hallock, Gen. 
James B, Swain, and Ebenezer Fowler. 
Each, as he received the typewritten epistle, 
was mystified, and for a few days kept it 
to himself. Then, upon making inquiries, 
he discovered there were other persons who 
had received similar letters and were 
making si.nilar inquiries. Here is a copy of 
one of the letters:

The latest Sing Sing Directory has no 
name of Gray in it. If it had, perhaps each 
would have answered his individual letter 
and thought he had been honored with the 
only inquiry, but as it did not, the only 
way left to find out if there was such a 
person in town was to make inquiry; and 
then the whole batch of letters came to 
light. . 

Still, this does not clear up the mystery. 
Putting this and that together, the recipi- 
ents of the letters all figured out who was 
meant, and all, so far as learned, reached 
the same conclusion. 

A business man of the village, who is 
married, disappeared some months ago, and 
simultaneously the daughter of his em- 
ployer was among the missing. Her first 
name is the same as that given in the let- 
ters of inquiry. They were away a long 
time, and then the young woman sent to 
her mother for money to reach home. It 
was sent, and she is now at home. The 
man, too, has been seen about town recent- 
ly. At the time of their simultaneous dis. 
appearance it was put down as an elope- 
ment. 

When the young woman came home she 
denied to her parents that she had gone 
away with the man with whom her name 
was associated. As no one knowing them 
has been discovered who saw them to- 
gether, her statement stands uncontra- 
dicted. 

Those who have received the letters have 
fixed upon these alleged elopers as the per- 
sons who traveled under the name, ‘‘ Gray.” 
They cannot imagine, however, why infor- 
mation about them should be sought.

FROM GLASS EYES TO DIAMONDS 


THE ASSORTMENT OF GOODS TO BE 
SOLD BY COLLECTOR KILBRETH. 


Cigars and Tobacco, Liquors from 
Abroad, Trinkets in Jewelry, a 
Fur Coat, and Other Things. 


Collector Kilbreth has ordered asale of 
287 lots of goods, confiscated for violation 
of the customs laws. The sale will begin 
at the Barge Office next Wednesday morn- 
ing, and the goods, which consist of cigars 
cigarettes, and manufactured’ tobacco, 
liquors, watches, jewelry, and dry goods, 
will be placed on-public exhibition beginning 
Monday. 

All cigars, cigarettes, and manufacturéd 
tobacco will be sold subject to the internal 
revenue tax. -Sample boxes of cigars will 
be billed as full ones. In other respects 
the sale, will be unrestricted. 

The big yellow-covered catalogue issued 
for the guidance of bargain hunters gives 
in adjoining columns the appraised foreign 
value at the date of exportation and the 
appraised home value at the date of exam- 
ination. Thus, 125 Havana cigars, without 
brand, supposed to have been worth $3 in 
Cuba, are appraised at $10.50 for this mar- 
ket. A package of 450 cigars, branded 
Uitstekendo, valued at $5 at Bremen, is ap- 
praised here at. $36.63, and 200 cigars, with- 
out brand, valued at Naples at $2, are ap- 
praised for the New-York market at $14.88. 

One lot of 45,000 La Ophelia brand and 
300 La Nobleze, from an unknown port, 
are appraised at $134 foreign value, and 
$461.13 home value. Cigarettes are appraised 
on the same basis. The appraised value of 
55 bundles at Cardenas is $3 and in New- 
York $13.88. A bunch of 2,000 from Ha- 
vana, worth there $4, is valued here at 
$33.13. Trunk leaf tobacco, 135 pounds, 
port unknown, has an estimated foreign 
value of $122, and is appraised here at 
$392. 

In liquors, 7% gallons of brandy, having 
a foreign value of $7.50, are appraised here 
at $26.25; four cases of gin, foreign value 
$18, are considered worth $57.30 here, and 
two casks of liquor, 72 gallons, werth $36 
abroad, are valued here at $216. One keg 
of rum, 11% gallons, is given a foreign 
value of $12 and a home value of $47.65. 

Diamonds, rings, earrings, bracelets, neck- 
laces, brooches, and lockets set with jewels, 
and watches and chains do not show aver- 
age differences exceeding 50 per cent. be- 
tween foreign and home values. One pair 
of diamond earrings, valued abroad at $275 
is appraised here at $412.50. A diamond 
brooch worth $150 abroad is appraised gere 
at $225. One package of glass eyes is offered 
in this group. Its foreign appraisement is 
$5 and its home value is put at $8. 

Packages of Stanley’s pamphlets and 
books are in the dry goods list. This class 
includes one trunk containing 42 cans of 
opium, valued at $110 abroad and at $330.50 
here, and a lot of 60 cans of opium, valued 
abroad at $158 and: here at $473. 

One fur coat is offered, with a foreign 
value of $120, and an appraised home value 
of $156; also 13 sets of china, appraised 
at $15 and $24 abroad and at home. Books, 
slippers, gloves, water colors, photographs, 
and ribbons will also be in the sale. 


The Lion of Belfort. 

One tiny corner of Alsace was saved to 
France by the almost superhuman efforts 
of M. Thiers—this was Belfort. Here re- 
side> a colony of at least 10,000 emigrants 


from German Alsace, and here the whole | 


atmosphere, surroundings, and language 
are French; and I am sorry to say every- 
thing seems to breathe war. In the early 
Spring of 1871 I witnessed the march out 
of the heroic French garrison of. Belfort, 
with all the honors of war, after a siege 
and bombardment of months. .It was only 
surrendered because Prince Bismarck re- 


fused to treat with the French Republic un- 
less it was temporarily put in German 
hands. It was strong then, but it is 1n- 
finitely stronger now. 

All the méuntain tops around are con- 
verted into fortresses, and the whole place 
runs over with soldiers, and seems to 
breathe the spirit of the colossal ‘‘ Lion of 
Belfort.” This wonderful monument is 
partly cut out of the living rock at the foot 
of the castle, and seems always to gaze 
fiercely forth upon Alsace and upon oe 
many. A slight index of the tension of 
feeling that exists on the frontier is, that 
no sooner was I well out of Belfort than 
the French police came to my hotel to ar- 
rest me as a German spy! t is easy for 
patriotic Frenchmen living at Belfort to 

lieve that Belfort is impsegnable and 
France invincible; and as a true friend 
of France, I am very sorry to see that the 
new neration, who. know nothing of war, 
is being fed upon the same sort of lies 
which proved so disastrous in 1870.—The 
Contemporary Review.

Ex-United “States District Attorney Ten- 
ney Does Not Think He Should 
Appoint . Them, 


Ex-United States District Attorney Asa 
W. Tenney, one of the most prominent 
Republicans of Brooklyn, whose name has 
been mentioned for one of the new places 
on the Supreme Court bench provided for 
by the new Constitution, speaking of the 
question as to whether Governor-elect Mor- 
ton would have power to make the appoint- 
ments, said: ° 

‘““ Were I Governor, I should not make the 
appointments. I have three reasons, not to 
enter especially upon the legal questions 
involved. My first reason is that it is very 
doubtful if the Governor has the power to 
make these appointments. I understand he 
has already asked for the opinions of some 
of our leading lawyers upon this subject. 
This fact alone suggests a doubt as to his 
power, to make such appointments which 
ought to be heeded. His power should be so 
clear and undisputed that no questions 
need be asked concerning the same. 

‘* The opinion of the Court of Appeals would 
alone be binding and controlling. Suppose 
the Governor should make these appoint- 
ments and some one should raise the point 
at the trial term of some important case 
as to the legality of the Judge presiding, 
and this, it is more than probable, would 
be done, and this point should be carried to 
the Court of Appeals, and it should then be 
decided that the Governor had no power to 
make such appointments, and that the 
Judge presiding at the trial term was no 
Judge at all; just see what a condition of 
things we should have—jargon and confu- 
sion everywhere. The rights of litigants are 
too sacred to be thus placed in jeopardy. 
The exigencies of the case do not warrant 
the taking of any such chances. Better be 
safe than sorry.”’ 

Mr. Tenney’s second reason is that the 
times are hard, and rigid economy is the 
watchword of the hour. The extra Judges 
and their attendants would cost the State 
$125,000, and he said there was no urgent 
necessity for incurring this large expense, 
as the taxes were high enough already. 
His third reason he puts in this way: 

“Such appointments made by the Gov- 
ernor would give to the appointees an un- 
fair advantage Over other aspirants for ju- 
dicial nominations next Fall. In other 
words, the Governor would do much toward 
naming the candidates, when the matter 
should be left entirely in the hands of the 
people.’ This was the evident intention of 
the Constitution makers, no matter what 
they may have said. The field should be 
left open and free to all alike, without 
preference or advantage to any one, and 
then let the best man win.’’ 


HIS VOTE WAS WORTH $20,000 


GRAND JURY IN JERSEY CITY HAS 
E, A. DUGAN’S EVIDENCE. 


Bribe Offered to Him in New-York, He 
Says—Judge Lippincott Instructs 
as to Indictment, 


JERSEY CITY, Dec. 11.—Edward A. 
Dugan, the ex-Commissioner who told the 
Grand Jury yesterday that an attempt had 
been made to bribe him, and that he had 
been offered $20,000 to vote for a certain 
water contract, refuses to give the name 
of the man who made the offer. 

He did volunteer a statement, however, 
to the effect that the offer was made more 
than two years ago, and that it was made 
in New-York. He did not think at the time 
that it was made seriously, and had never 
made any secret of it, but had spoken of it 
at the time to his friends. 

When he was called before the Grand 
Jury, he said, he was asked a lot of type- 
written questions, which he answered with- 
out comment or explanation, 

Judge Lippincott, in his charge to the 
new Grand Jury to-day, made especial 
reference to the alléged attempt at bribery 
called to his notice last night by the Septem- 
ber Grand Jury. Concerning this matter, he 
said: : 


Yesterday; at the close of the labors of 
the September Grand Jury, a report was 
presented in which a case of an attempted 
bribery of a former public official of Jersey 
City was recommended to your considera- 
tion. ‘Because of inability to secure a wit- 
ness in time, the last Grand Jury was not 


-enabled to investigate it with that delibera- 


tion necessary to present an indictment. 
The court recommends that you investigate 
this matter as soon as possible. The evi- 
dence as revealed io the court is quite clear, 
positive, and explicit, and if believed to be 
true by you must necessarily result in an 
indictment. The 
and the Clerk of the Grand Jury will fur- 
nish you with the names of the witnesses, 
who can be readily summoned. The court 
does not remember any names in this mat- 
ter, but it is incumbent upon you in the 
interest of the orderly a&’d decent manage- 
ment of our municipal affairs, if the 
charge be true, to make an example of any 
one who seeks to corrupt official action. 


There is a greater feeling of public safety ° 


during the progress of such examinations 
than at any other time. All schemes for 
public improvements should be carefully 
watched, that they do not include within 
their terms opportunities for partiality, 
fraud, and speculation. 

A public official should never be subject 
to indictment without clear proof, but 
while municipal government remains the 
football of political parties and spoilsmen, 
there is no degree of caution and investiga- 
tion on your part which can be considered 
as excessive. 


Judge Lippincott, also called the attention 
of the Grand Jury to the chronic violation 
of the law against Sunday liquor-selling. 
He said that from 1867 un®l the present 
time every Judge who sat on the bench in 
Hudson County had made emphatic charges 
in regard to this evil, but nothing ever 
came of it. 

Judge Lippincott also directed the atten- 
tion of the Grand Jury to the prevalence of 
lottery and policy games in Hudson County, 
especially in Jersey City, and said that, al- 
though a number of persons had been con- 
victed of this crime, none of the leaders 
in the business had yet been brought to 
punishment. It was to be hoped, he «added, 
that some of those high in official and so- 
cial life engaged in this demoralizing trade 
may yet be made to suffer the penalties 
provided by law. , 

The Judge also warned the Grand Jury to 
be careful that traffic in so-called ‘“ green 
goods ’”’ was restricted. He said he under- 
stood that there was evidence at hand im- 
Plicating in this business persons who are 
filling responsible positions in society, and 
he thought that a strict and thorough in- 
vestigation might reveal some interesting 


facts relative’ to the violation of the laws 
and the personality of the offenders. 


A Flibbertigibbet. 
A ‘“flibber-gibber’’ is a lying knave or 
sycophant; so, in Latimer’s Sermons, Folio 


39, we get: * And when these flatterers 
and flibber-gibbes another day shall come 
and claw you by the back, your Grace may 
answer them thus,” &c. A secondary mean- 
ing of the words seems to be a vexatious, 
tormenting spirit. 

Bishop Harsnet, in his account of the 
Spanish invasion, tells of forty fiends cast 
out by the Jesuits, among them Flibbergib- 
bet—doubtless another form of the original 
word. So the fool in ‘‘ King Lear’’: “ This 
is*the foul fiend Flibbertigibbet: he begins 
at curfew and walks till the first cock: he 
gives the web and the pin, squints the eye, 
and makes the hare-lip; mildews the white 
wheat, and hurts the poor creatures of 
earth.’’—All the Year Round.
